particular attention. The whole county, in 

general, is wdl cditivated, particularly the 

low-lands, which are alfo well inhabited and 

enclofed. The foil throughout is exceeding 

^ gpod, and the air wholefome. Its length,

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grand and aftonifhing waterfalls. It contains 
252,400 Irifti plantation acres, near 8cxx) 
houfes, 54 parifhes and 4 boroughs^ and 
fends lO members to parliament, viz. two 
for the county, and two for each of the fol- 
lowing chief towns, 

Wickfow, Baltinglafs, 

Carysfort, - Blefitnon, I 

Wicklow. This is the capital town of 
the county, it is 18 miles from Dublin. Itsf 
trade confifts chiefly in provifions, which are 
fent from hence to fupply the markets of 
Dublin : here are barracks for three compa- I 
nies of foot ; and at the mouth of the 
river Leitrim is a haven and an an- 
tient caftle. This town is remarkable for a 
fine pale ale called Wicklow ale, which isun- 
iverfally efteemed. The poft goes to and from 
Dublin 6 times a week. Lord Maynard de- 
rives the title of baron from this town. 
There are a great number of weavers in this 1 
county^ who make Douglafs of three quarters j 
and 7-8ths wide. ' 

Power fcourt. The feat of Lord Vifcount ^ 
Power fcourt, i o miles weft from Dublin : the 
manfion houfe is extremely grand, and built 
of mountain ftone ; the Egyptian hall is 
fcarcely to be equalled for its magnificence, 
but being too law is its only dcfedt. Over 
the door are the arms of that noble family, 
cut in ftone- The improvements made in 
the demefne are very great, particularly 
jnany ferpcntine wa^s through beautiful 1 

evergrceni^ . 
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evergreens, efpecially the arbutus or ftraw 
berry tree, having at the fame, time bloomt 
green and ripe frui~l on its branches : the 
fruit when ripe is in (hape nriuch like the 
wood ftrawberry, is of a fineTcarlet colour, 
and hangs in clufters among the branches ; 
but the tafte is much inferior to the wood 
ftra wherries : near this feat is a moft beautiful 
waterfall, called Powerfcourt Waterfall, 
which from its peculiarity of fituation is well 
deferving the notice of every traveller. It is 
produced from a fmall river arifing from 
fprings, and rains collefled in the vallies ad- 
joining a large range of mountains, and falls 
at leaft three hundred feet. The only time 
to fee this aftonifhing and beautiful waterfall 
in perfedion is immediatdy after great rains ; 
no defcription can then convey an adequate 
idea of the grandeur of this fcene ; juft under 
the fall are many enormous pieces of rocks, 
upon which the torrent or cataraft falls moft 
inipetuoufly, and forms a (bene the moft ex- 
traordinary and entertaining in its kind that 
can be imagined. There are a confidera- 
ble number of trees which grow from the 
bottom to the top of the hills on the fides of 
the fall of water/ which adds additional 
charms to this amazing curi6fity; 
' Delgeriny. A fmall town where is a very 
neat church, and near it an elegant ftone 
houfe, the feat of John Latouche, Efq-, de- 
figncd and executed by the ingenious Mr. 
fl 2 Cooly, 
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CooJy, which for the beauty of its architec- 
ture is greatty admired- 

Blefinton, is a froaH town which gives 
the title of baron to the family of Stfatford. 

Car^sfort «is tilfo a fmall place which gives 
tlie title of baron to the family of i^roby. 

Arklow, This antient town is fituated 
iTfear the fea, and at the mouth of a river 
called by Ptolemy Ovaca. Here was for- 
rnerly a caftle belonging to the Dukes of Or- 
i^od. T wo coippanies of foot are q^iar ter^ 
edhere. 
. Dunlavin. 1$ a good njarket town, the 
markets are every Saturday. Here is a good 
Ian but the ro^ds bad* 

Natural ProduHms of ttie county of 
Wicklow. 

Jn this county a berry is very frequent, 
called Mofs Berries, which are a grateful 
acid, and make an agreeabjle tart, and fome- 
times ti&d as a pickle. 

Lead ore is found and fmelted ; in which 
alfo there arc feveral traces of copper. There 
are likewife large and deep pits of piritae from 
which copperas might be made. 

Waters, At Cron^baun 4n this county, 
the waters are equal, if not fujjerior, to 
thofe<>f Heringrund and Ciment in Hun- 
gary, 

Q)UNTy of Ca^loav. 

The county of Carlow has part of Kil- 
dare and Wicklow oa the north, Wexford 

on 
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on the fouth, part of Wicklow and Wexford 
on the eaft, and part of the Qtieen's County 
and Kilkenny on the weft. It is z^ miles 
from north to fonth, and 18 from eaftto 
weft. The air of this county is wholefome 
and the (oil fruitful. It fends to parliament 
fix members. The principal towns are, viz* 
Gark)w, Tullagh, 

Old Leighlin^ Hacketftown. 
Caftew. This antient town is fituated 38 
miles from Dublin, it hath no confiderable 
market, but is a poft town. Thcggft 
goes to and from Dublin twice ^ week . It 
lends two members to parliament! For th6 
adminiftration. of juftice in this kingdom, 
(the courts of which were ambulatory) it ap- 
pears that ill this town the Courts of Common 
Pleas and Exchequer wefe held from the 37th 
year of Edward III. (1363) and continued t6 
fit occafionally there ; in the firft year of 
Richard IL 1377, and in 13%!;, from whence 
they were removed to Dublin by order of 
the Duke of Lancafter, then, 1 401 , LordLieu- 
tenant, in the reign of Henry IV, becaufe 
Carlow was furrounded by enemies, the 
walls about it much decayed, and the place 
teckoned unfafe for the refidence of the 
judges. There ate at prefent barrdcks for a 
troop of horfe. This town, gives the title of 
baron to the Earl of Weftmoreland, as it 
did that of marquis to the Duke of Wharton. 
It is long. JO, 35, lat. 52, 45. t^ormerly tire 
manufatture of Damafks for his M^jefty's 
B 3 table. 
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table, was carried on here, and from the 
great improvements in the nianufadures of 
Ireland, it is not doubted but they, will be 
preferred. The principal fort of linen wove 
here is 7-8ths, and the Diaper manufadure is 
carried on: this county is extremely fit for 
the, linen manufadure, more efpecially as 
there are feveral good bleach-yards, and flax 
is raifed in pretty large quantities. | 

Old Leighlin, This was formerly a bi- 
fliop's fee, but is now united to Ferns. At \ 

Leighlin Bridge, about a mile from this town, 
was a commandery of the Knights Templars. 
It is fituateU 44 miles foiith wefl: from Dub- 
lin. • It hath little trade. | 

Tullagh. ' is a good market town anc} 
well built. It is fitiiated on the river Slane. \ 

Hacketftown. Is a fmall inconfiderable I 

town-, but there being a cotton manufacture 
eilabliflied here^ which with the linen weav- 
ing, it is very probable, may in future be 
of .more note. j 

County of Kilkenny, I 

This county is bounded by the Queen^s 
. County on the north, by the county of Wa- 
terford on the fputh, by the county of 
Tipperary on the weft, by the counties of 
Wtxford and Carlow, or Catherlough, on \ 

the eaft, and by Upper OlTory on the north 
weft.. The foil is rich and fertile, being pro- 
per for tillage, it produces confiderable , 
quantities of corn, wool, and fine coals, i 
rwe.l known by the name of Kilkenny coal, 

which 
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which gives a great heat ; bat there arifes a 
great quantity of fulphur from thofe coals. 
The inhabitants who conftantly make ufc of 
them do not find .the leaft inconvenience in 
that refpedt. The Kilkenny marble is uni- 
verfaliy efteetped, being of a beautiful black 
colour, adapted for chimney pieces, &c. and 
as there are large quantities produced in this 
county, It is no inconfiderable article of their 
trade. The greateft kiigth of this county 
from north to fouth is 4a miles, and the 
breadth from eaft to weft about 20. This 
county is divided by the river Noer, into 
two parts, which derives its fource from the 
lofty mountains of Slicu Bloom. Great 
numbers of gentlemen's feats are in this 
county, being efteemed extremely healthful 
from the purity of the air and the advantage 
of a moderate climate. It is certainly one of 
the pleafanteft and moft populous counties in 
this kingdom. It contains 287,650 Irifli 
plantation acres, 19,379 houfcs, i6parifhes, 
9 baronies, and 7 boroughs. Thernembers 
fent by it to parliament are i6, viz. two for 
the county, and two fqr each of the follow- 
ing chief towns.

Callan, 
The city of Kilkenny. Which is the 
capital of the county, takes its name fron\ 
the cell or church of St. Canice^ who was an 
B 4 eminent 
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tmincnt hermit. The Bifliop of Odbty has 
his feat here ; which fee was tranflated from 
Abago in Offory, by Bifliop 0*Dullany, 
in the reign of Henry II. Here is a hand- 
fome cathedral dedicated under the patron- 
age of Saint Kenny or Canice, which ftand« 
on an eminence, from whence there rs a 
tnoft delightful profpeft of the adjacent weM 
improved country. Kilkenny is one of the 
largcft, moll wealthy and trading towns in 
Ireland, and is pleafantly fituatcd on the 
Nore a navigable river ttat difcharges itfelf 
into the harbour of Waterford. The ftrcets 
are paved with an inferior kind of black 
luarUe, which is beautifully intermixed with 
white granite, of which they have large 
quarries near the town, and as it takes a fine 
polifh, is univerfelly admired ; and the marble 
mills are a great curiofity. The fupreme 
Council of the Roman Catholics under the 
Pope's Nuncio formerly fat at-Kilkenny. It 
ifi alfo remarkable for the caftle, formerly the 
feat of the Duke of Ormond, and the city fs 
one of the moft elegant in Ireland, and go- 
verned by a mayor, aldermen and fherifFs. It 
fends two members to parliament. A troop 
of horfe and four companies of foot are here 
quartered. There is an excellent market 
twice a week. This chy is featcd on the ri- 
ver Nore 25 miles from Waterford, and 61 
miles fouth of Dublin, long. 10. 20. lat. 53. 30. 
A part of the fuburbs is called St. Canice or 
Irifli town, which alfo fends two members to 

parliament* 
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parliament. In the neighbourhood of Kil- 
kenny 13 the celebrated fubterraneous cave of 
Donmore, which extends a confidci'able dif- 
tance, through mapy curions meandering 
paffages, apter rather to aftonifh thati delight 
thofe who are induced to fearch into fuch 
amazing works of nature. Thofe who view 
it are attended by perfons with flambdati^, 
and the narrownefsof fome parts obliges (hem 
to qreep on their knees, ^but after Tome little 
diftancc from the mouth ^pf?r, tfie tfawller 
is agreeably furprized by large o^nirtgs pre- 
fenting views of nniherous petrifadltons of 
the water falling down from the, tre vices of 
thefocks^and oth^r natural curidfitiesi There 
Was a faftory cftablifhed at Kilkenoy for the 
linen manufadtory, by the Bifhop or Oflfory, 
where every part 6f the bilfii^fs -^te car- 
ried on, from the ibwing the fllak-fceil to th^ 
weaving of the yarn mto Bnen, in which 10 
looms were employed/ and alR) a Biimber|of 
people in r^ififtg artd faviAg the flax,driffitigt 
fpinnihg'aftd boHinj^ trie 3'*Arn,'&c. Tbt 
goods wereexported on HJs Lord(htp-s own 
Account •, but notwithftaftdln^ Revelry Endea- 
vour was exerted to render it- of ^dvarifttagd 
to the county, it did not meet with th^ fu(V 
eefs fo patriotic « fchemfe ddferv^d, aifr'the.

Irifhtown. Near this. town the linen ma- 
riufadure is carried on pretty extenfively, 
particularly in the article of coarfe linens, for 
which this part of the kingdom is peculiarly 
fuited, as the lands though generally courfe 
yield excellent crops of flax, and the inha* 
j[>itants are induilricrus in improving that ma- i 
nufiadture. | 

Xhomaftown. Itftands on the river Nuer, j 
or Nepr, is tolerably well fortified, and rec- ] 
koned one of the moft principal of the market i 
towns.. The principal proprietors of this 
town are the defceodants of Thomas Fitz- 
AnU^ony, who Uved in the reign of 

.- Qafia^. . A Wough t;own, and the moft 
s^mient one:ip' Ireland. It fends two mem- 
bers to. parliament. The principal, proprie- 
tors pf. the town lands are George Agar, Efq^ 
Jbfi Bi;fght Hon. Henry Fl(i)d, Sir. Fred- 
rerick Fk)pd, and Lprd Mount Garret. 
- .'/Gowr^n. Is a |?pnfiderable town, and is 
well defended >by a ftrong caftle. It gives 
the title of baron to the Earl of Upper 
OiTory,:

Inniftiock. 
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Inniftioge. Situated on the banks of the 
Nuer, is a confiderable market town. 

Caftlecomcr. Here are feveral very cx- 
tenfive coal pits on the eftate of the Earl of 
Wandcsford, to whqnj this l;Gwn gives the 
title of Vifcount. The coals are in great 
plenty, but the heavy expence of carriage 
renders them too high for Dublin market. 

Donmore, Formerly the feat of the Duke 
of Ormond, where are feveral curious caves^ 
well deferving the attention of the traveller. 
The entrance into thefe wonderful caves is 
by a difficult defcent of about a hundred 
feet, where the appearance of thefe caverns 
is uncommonly awfuL The floor is uneven 
and ftones of yarioiis fizes are promifcupufly 
difperfi^d upon it; the fides are compofed 
of ragged work, and the roof is arched with 
rocks leemingly dropping on the curious ex- 
plorer of theie natural curiofities^ where 
from a number of petrifaftions like ificlcs, 
there i^ a falling of a quantity of limpid 
^ater, which . petrify into ckar cryftal 
Jumps upon the large ftones where* >n they fall. 
The circumference of this cave is about 200 
feet, and its height about 50. You proceed 
to the other caves by a turning to the left, 
and having a number of lighted torches, a 
fprprifing fcene prefents itfelf, of a number 
of ftones of various colours^ and the rocks 
which compofe the fides feem bending 
in and threiatens, in appearance, in- 
ftant deftruCtion to the beholder. It 

is 
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IS with the utmoft difficulty I walked over 
theft rocks, and had there not been fome 
branches that (hoot From the rbcks, it would 
be imprafticable : from thence there is a 
pafr&ge which leads to another cave, which 
greatly refembles an antient Gothic tehiple, 
icnriched with all the decorations of art, but 
fo folemn a fcene is not to be equalled ; the 
floor is covered with a cryftalUne fubftance^ 
and the roof refembles a fine Gothic building. 
Here are three beautiful congelations, the 
firft of which has all the appearance of an or* 
gan, the fecond of an altar, and the third of 
ii crofs. Thefex:urious figures arefuppofed 
to be owing to the water that falls from the 
Upper parts of the cave to the^round, whith 
might have cd-agulated into ftone from time 
tb tiiiie, until at lengtli they acquired their 
prefent form. This amaxing and dif- 
ficult meander over rocks and precipices led 
itie for about a quarter of a mile, when I 
Was agreeably furpri^ed by the mtirmuts of 
ftibterranean rivers which rowling oyer turn* 
Ming ftones and . rocks, forms an unufual 
riiUrtnur in that hollow cavern. The paf- 
figes into fome of thefe caves arfe fo low that 
there is a neceffity of creeping through them. 
Thfe ttkvellef would imagine that nature de- 
jGgned the firft 6avfe as A pr^j5afativc for what 
remairted to be fefen, for by it the eye is fa- 
miliarized to mor^ aWful and unconlmon 
objedls made up of an infihite variety of ine- 
qualities of rocks overhead, fonie threatening 

defolation 
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dcfolation on the fpot, whilft others f<;em to 
be more fixed and fecure. The fpeftator 
flatters himfelf that he has no objefts to be- 
hold more awful, nor any thing more danger- 
ous to meet, than what he finds in the firft 
cavern, and his mind therefore becomes to- 
lerably fortified againft thofe ideas which re- 
fult from a cdrnbination of appearances, un- 
thought of, furprizing and menacing, but 
the whole of this curious fcene is fuch that 
the traveller is equally alloniflied in each cave, 
which IS efteemed the mod wonderful in the 
Creation. 

CoitnVy of Wexford. 
• Wexford. This county is 38 miles in 
length and about 27 in breadth. It has 
Wicklow t>n the north, St. George's Chanel 
en the fouth and fouth weft, and part of Car- 
low and Kilkenny on the weft ; the greateft 
ffzri of this county is very fruitful, particu- 
larly in corii and grafs, and the air is healthy. 
It. contains 315,396 Irifh plantation acres, 
13,051 hotifes, I op panfhes, 8 baronies, 8 
boroughs, and fends 1 8 members to parlia- 
ment ; namely, two for the county, and two 
for each of the following chief towns, viz. 
Wexford, Newborough, 

New Rofs, Bannow, ^ 

£hiiifcorthy, Clbnmines, 

Fetiiard, Taghmon. 

The ca|)ital of this county is Wexford, 
a large antient town, with a very commodi- 
ous 
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ous harbour at the mouth of the river Slane, 
on a bay of the Irifh Channel, and will admit 
fhips of confiderable burthen. This town is 
remarkable for being the firft colony of the 
Englilh, when they were invited over to Irer 
land, in the reign of Henry II. for a more 
particular account of which important and 
interefting event, I muft refer the reader to 
the life of that Prince and of the age in which 
he lived, written by the late Lord Ly ttelton, 
as the brevity of this work will. not permit 
enlarging on that fubjedt. Wexford is dif- 
tant from Dublin 58 miles fouth, and is 
much frtquented on account of a Chalybeate 
Spring. It haih a barrack for two compa- 
nies of foot and alfo ^ very antient caftle. 
It gives the title of Earl to the noble family? 
of Talbot. Long. 11. o. lat. 52. 15. 
Between this town and Gorey are manufac- 
tured confidtrable quantities of 3-4ths wide 
linen, and bleach yards are contiguous to 
Wexford. An independent company was 
raifed here in 1779, called, the Wexford In- 
dependents, Sir Vefey v'olclough,' Colonel! 
This was the firft raifed in Ireland, which 
Ijias been increafed to that degree that 
there were muftered, in Auguft 1780, near 
80,000 Ind« p ndent Volunteers, in Ireland, 
commanded by gentlemen of the moft cfta- 
blifhed reputation. The laudable .purpofes 
for which thele Volunteers ^flbciated are for 
the fecurity of the Kingdom againft the 
PVcnch and Spaniards. The whole icnor of 

their 
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their conduct has been fo highly approved as 
to have had the thanks of the two Houfcs of 
Parliament in Ireland. To enlarge there- 
fore on the propriety of their aflbciations, 
their condudl or their utility would be alto- 
gether unneceflary, as they are far fupcrior 
to any elogium of mine ; and they muft be 
ilrangers indeed who have not heard that

Clonmines. This is a borough town which 

' is governed by a portrieve, and is 6 miles weft 

In this 
county is the barony of Shelburne, which 

' gives the title of Earl of Shelburne to the fa- 

Imily of Petty. 
Ta^mon. ~fe a borough town, 7 miles 
weft from Wexford. 

Fethard. Has a good harbour and rs 
feated on the fea, 15 miles fouth weft of 
Wexford, and governed by a portrieve. 

Ennifcorthy. This borough, market and 
poft town, is 8 miles fouth of Femes at the 
conflux of the rivers Urrin and Slane, and 
about 48 miles fouth of Dublin. It is a 
fmall town, which hath barracks for two 
companies of foot. 

Femes. - Is the fee of a bifliop, to which 
Leighlin is united. It is in the moft northern 
part oif the county of Wexford, has a pretty 

good 
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good trade being a fmall market town. . It 

is diftant 46 miles fouth of Dublin. 

Newboroiigh commonly called Gorey. Is 
a fmall neat town, but its trade is inconfider- 
able. It gives the title of bnron to the Earl 
of Cholmondeley, an Epglifh peer. 

Ballyharn. The feat of William Todd 
Blake, Efq; is fituated near Gorey. It 
(lands on a delightful eminence, and com- 
mands a mod beautiful profped of the ad- 
jacent country. 

New Rofs. Is fituated near the confluence 
of the rivers Nure and Barrow ; the quay is 
very commodious, and will admit fhips of 
confiderable burthen. It was antiently a bi- 
(hop's fee, which is now united to Cork, and 
was a place of great trade; ; but at prefent 
it is much otherwife, though a borough, a 
market and a poft town. It is governed by 
a fovereign, recorder and bailiff, and con-- 
tains barracks .fqr a troop of horfe. The 
noble family of Parfong derives the title of 
Earl from this town, which is fituated 15 
miles weft of Wexford, and 72 fouth weft 
fVom Dublin. The poft goes to and from^ 
the laft mentioned place twice a week. Here 
are numbers of linen weavers who manufac- 
ture handle cloth, ,doug|^€ and other linens 
refembling ozetibrigs, ravenfducfc and ftfbng 
(heetings. , .... 

Diincannon. Is a ftrong fortrefs upon the 
river Barrow, about 7 miles diftant from the 
harbour of Waterford, and no fhlp can get 

to 
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to that town or to Rofs but rnuft fail within 
gun (hot of this fort. Here isalfo a tower 
called Hook Tower, and alight*houfe for the 
diredtion of mariners, placed on the extre- 
mity of the neck of land that (hoots from 
. this town into the fea. Duncahnon is re- 
matkable for its being taken by King Wil- 
liam's forces in 1690, when it was defended 
J by Captain Bourke. King Tames 11. when 
I he fled into France, failed Uom this town. 
It gives the title of Vifcount to the Ponfon- 
I by*s, an eminent Iriih family. Three com- 
I pani^ of foot are quartered here. The 
I prefent governor of this fort is Lord Robert 
Bertie. It is diftant from DuWin 60 miles 
fouth, long. 10. 45. lat. 52. 10. Mariners 
are defired to obferve, that veffels coming 
by Duncannon fort from Cregan Head, on 
theeaftem point of Waterford haven, are to - 
fail over the bar, which is a narrow ridge of 
loofe fhingles, fcarce as broad as a good 
lhip*s length, extending in a right line froni 
the weftern ftrand, which lies about a mile to 
the north of Cregan Head, eaft north eaft, to 
the eaftern or oppofite ftiore ; on which nar- 
row ridge, there are at the lowed fpring tides 
about 1 3 feet water. On the full and change 
days it has been remarked when ftrong tior- 
therly winds prevailed, there have been lefs 
than 13 feet .water even upon the eaftern fide, 
generally reckoned the deepeft ; but fouth- 
erly winds proportionably increafe the depth 
of the water J and in calm weather, on the faid 

days^ 
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days, there arc 26 feet water at high ticfe, 
which isfufficient for fhips of great burthen ; 
and it is to be obferved that this fort is fituated 
oppofi te the narroweft part of the-channel- 

Wexford Haven. The Haven of Wexford' 
runs in weft and by north ; there are two great 
(helves of fands juft before this haven» one 
of them on the fouth fide is called Haneman's 
Path, and the other the North Grounds ; 
there is a channel between Haneman's Path 
and the land on the fouth fide of the haven, 
and another between the north fide and the 
North Grounds ; this has fix feet of water 
at full flood, and the other from efght to ten 
feet. The chief Channel is between thefe two 
fand ftielves, and has between four and five 
fathom water. In the mouth of the har- 
bour is another ftielve of fand. With a high 
flood there is about 16 feet of water. After 
having crofled the bar there is from 3 to 4fa- 
thom water, but afterwards there is but 10 
feet water, with a high flood^ but under ^ 
the caftle where the ftiips come to an anchor, 
there are 4 fathoms, and before. the town but 
three ; but on account of the above-men- 
tioned (hallows, no veffels that draw more 
than 10 feet water can go to Wexford, but 
muft load or unload in a creek about three 
miles from the town on the fouth fide of the 
mouth of the haven ; the flilpping are greatly 
expofed to the fouth weft: winds there. Be- 
tween Wexford and Dublin there are five 
head lands. Firft, Glaffcarrick, which is 
I a miles to the north of the bay of Wex- 
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ford, but is of no great height. Second^ 
Arklow, about iz miles from Glaffcafrick. 
Third, Miflen-head, 9 miles farther to the 
north. Fourth, the Head of Wicklow, 6 
miles beyond Miffen-head, which is very 
fteep and rocky and divided at the top into 
two fmall hillocks ; and Fifth, Head of 
Bray, which, is fifteen miles beyond Wick- 
bw and fix to the fouth of the bay of Dublin^ 
iconfifting of a great and high cape, fliooting 
ja great way into the fea, and fo fteep that 
it is 10 fathoms deep there clofc under \b^ 
[land. 
I Rivers and Loughs. 

Rivers. The principal river is the Boyne, 

E~^hich runs through the county of Eaft 
eath into the county of Louth, and fointo 
— e bay of Drogheda ; on the banks of this 
jriver, 3 miles weft of Drogheda, a battle was 
feught between the armies of King William 
an. >nd James IL in 1690, in which the latter 
jpras defeated. To perpetuate the memory of 
that glorious event, an obeltfl^ is eredted with a 
|(uitable infcription. The river Barrow, which 
pifes in the Queen's County, and pafling near 
frortarlington, Athy, Carlow, &c. is joined 
^y Nore, before it arrives at Rofs, fouth of 
Iwhich town it joins the river Suir; and ter- 
minates in the fea at Water ford haven. Bray 
water in the county of Wicklow. The Lif- 
|fey, commonly called the Anna LifFey, which 
Iriiing in the feme county, runs weft into 
Kildare, and then taking a courfe north eaft 

pafiet 
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pafles through the county and city of Dublin J 
and falls into the Irifh channel, this river m 
quayed up from the harbour of Dublin, for 
near two miles weft of Dublin, and aflR>rd) 
very convenient reception for a very confi- 
derable number of (hipping. 

The Leitrim and Black Water in the, 
county of Wicklow. Inny, in the county 
of Weft Meath, nms through the county of 
Longford into Lough Ree. Ur, county o( 
Wicklow, runs through Wexford into th«( 
fea. Nur, in the County of Kilkenny, Whicb 
runs the Rofle and Dinny in the fame 
county and Nafla in the Queen's County, 
Carp are in great plenty in thefe rivers. 

Loughs, There are only three loughs m 
the province of Leinfter, whieh ape, vi2. 
Lough Hoyle, Lough Dercureagh, and 
Lough Hannel in the county of Weft Meath* 

Antiquities of Leinstkr. . 

There are in Ireland, particularly in thi*] 
province, many curious antiquities, which] 
may contribute in a great meafure to render 
the hiftory of this kingdom more generally 
known; eipeeially the antietit part of it. 
On the plains of Bally nahatne near Atherdee, 
the ruinous remains of a temple are ft ill re- 
maining i it feems to have been a very great 
work, and much refembles the celebrated 
Stone-Henge in England, being open to the 
eaft and compofed of like circles of ftones 
within^ and enclofed on one fide with ^ 

rampart 
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f ampart and ditch. It is exceeding antient 
and many of the large ftones are liecayed 
and broken. Near Balrickan, in the county 
-pf Louth, is a fmali fort with a double ditch 
I round it, which was a ftation of a colony of 
l^tchmen or Albanians, from whence it * 
[derives the name of Mount Albany. In 
dcfcribing the Mounts which are fo often 
fnet with, they may be divided into three 
i clafles ^ the firft or common fort, are only 
\^mp\c hills of earth, or fmall ftones covered 
I with a coat of green fbd, fuch as may be 
&cn between Drogheda and Dundalk ; the 
^ond fort are to be met with ia the neigh- 
l^ourhood of fome old caftle or building of 
iiote ; this fort is generally incompailed with 
a deep trench. The third kind is commonly 
tended with a fquare redoubt, ix fort ad- 
joining to the main trench, and fometimes 
'with other works, rendering them very de- 
l^cible, as if defigiied for a formal garrifon^ 
rOrthe head quarters of a prince. Mounts 
I of all thefe di£^ent fonns, and of various 
I magnitudes, are mentioned in the courfe of 
this work in deicribing fuch towns near 
which they are to be found, but in particular 
itistobeobferved that they are common 
all along the pld Eng^iOi Pale, $\ e. from 
Wicklow tq^Dunluce; and even as far as 
the North Sea, near the eaft coaft of Ireland, 
but not many far weftward, or further fouth 
^aa the counties Qf £ajB; and Weft Meath. 

Near 
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Near Dundalk, at the ,diftance of about, 
four miles S. rs the antient Cajile of Mihon^ 
which is 45 feet high and fituated in the 
inidft of a fine inclofed country. It belongs \ 
to Thomas Fortefcue, of Reynaldfton, Efq.^ 
There is an arched fubterraneous vault lately ; 
difcovered here, which communicates with | 
the caftle and is reckoned to run a conlider- 
able way under ground. And about two 
miles from Dundalk is Ballrickan Caftle ; 
from the remains it appears to have been of 
a remarkable conftruftion^ and inclcrled 
within is a walled court capable of contain- 
ing a, numerous guard of men, whence tt is 
imagined to have been formerly the refidence 
^f one of the-firft Lords of the Pale. It is 
now in poffeflion of Lord Vifcount Limerick. 
It is pleafantly fituated between two winding 
rivers, upon a fmaH rifing ground, on the 
north having the mountains of SlavguUion, 
on the weft Caftle Roche, and on the eaft 
Caftletown. It commands a profpeft -ex- 
tenfivc and delightful. There is a fubterra- 
neous t:ave and a fpacious vault under it, 
which have a communication with the 
banks of the river. 

^ There is an artificial mount, called the 
Faughard, which is compofed^ ftones and 
terras to the height of 60 feet, with a deep 
trench round it. It ftands about two miles 
nortfh Gif Dundalk, and is fiippofed to have 
been a funeral monument, and in latter days 
fqrmed into a beacon or fort, either as an 

out-guard 
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wit-guard or 10 fignify the approach of an 
enemy. Lord Moantjoy in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, encamped here during the 
rebellion of Tyrone. 

In the weft part of the county of Louth 
are the ruins of one of the frontier caftles of 
the Englifti Pale, called Caftle Rodie ; it 
ftands very high and commands a moft 
beautiful and extenfive profpedt of all the 
neighbouring country round it, the area 
within tjie rampart walls rcferables the form 
^f a triangle,' and taking all advantages of 
the rock on which it is built, the front and 
longeft fide is about 80 yards. It is faid to 
have been built by Rofe Verden, an heirefs 
to one of the principal families in the Eng- 
Jifli Pale, who married into the family of Lord 
Bellew, whofe defcendarits are the prefent 
poffeflbrs. From her it was called Rofe 
•Caftle, but now Roche Caftle. It was de- 
molilhed by Oliver Cromwell, in the year 
1649, after having' long held out for King 
-Charles, There are a great number of caf- 
tles in this county, which were in poffeflion 
of the Englifti Pale, fo called from the Eng- 
lifli having fixed their boundaries on their 
firft fettlement in Ireland, to prevent their 
being molefted by the natives, in this man- 
ner, viz. their diftri<Sl originally extended 
from the town of Wicklow in the fouih to 
the point of Dunluce in the north of Ireland, 
having what is called the North Frontier 
now, but what was then reckoned in the cen- 
ter j 
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ter ; and though this county may be allow- 
ed to be a very fmall part of the whole 
kingdom, yet it may be jufUy called the 
heart of the old Englifh Pale, and as fuch, 
abounds with a confiderable number of caf- 
ties, forts and buildings . bearing evident 
marks of great antiquity, as well as of gran^ 
<Jeur and magnificence^ and is highly wor* 
thy the attention of the curbus traveller 
through this part of Ireland* 
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TH IS Province is tailed in Latin Memo^ 
nia^ and^in Irilh Mown 5 it is in length 
from Waterford haven, to the weftern point 
in the county of Kerry, near t)ingle, about 
1 30 miles, iandin breadth from the northern 
parts of Tipperary to Baltimore in the coun- 
ty of Cork, about 120 miles; but from 
Baltimore to the northern parts of Kerry it id 
no more than 6% miles, anditscircumferdnce 
including its turnings and windings above 
600 miles^ This province with the countjt 
of Clare or Thomond formed a petty king-r 
dom, previous to Ireland's being a part of 
the Crown of England. Confiderable num- 
bers of cattle are fed in. this province, whic& 
is likewife well fupplied with cody herrings, 
and other forts of fifh. Many parts of this 
provirice, efpecially towards ' the north, is 'a 
fine level country, well iniprovfed and 
cultivated, fruitful both in corn and grafe, 
VoL.U. C . -and 
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and the air is allowed to be as healthful as id 
any part of Ireland, bein^ perfeftly tempe- 
rate, though the mountains arc bteak and 
barren^ but the plains and vaBies are cxtr«iie- 
ly pleafant. This province is bounded on 
the north by Leinfter and Connaught, and 
on the call, ^eft, and fouth by the Atlantic 
Ocean. Contains fix counties, viz. Cork; 
Clare, Kerry, Limerick, Tipperary, and 
Waterford. It is the nioft foutherii province 
in Ireland, and according to furvey contains 
3,289,931 Irtth plantation acres, and about 
ioo,cxx> hoiifes; 740 parilhes, and 26 bo* 
roughs. For lichnefs and pleafantnefs 
it is equal if not fuperior to any other 
province in Ireland. The capital city ia 
Cork, with 27 chief towns. The circuits 
of this province were firft eftabliftied in 1 604^ 
when Judges were appointed by Sir Arthur 
CWckefter, then lord deputy. 

Among the natural produftions of this 
province is pipe cldy of a good quality, whicii 
have been found at BallydufF in the county 
of Waterford, and at Ballytaylor, near 
Whitchurch, and is excellent marie, as alio 
yeltow ochre, and at Ballyduff is a red earth 
which has all the properties of A«ierican 
bole. Near Drumaiia i$ 4Ug up a fine free 
ftone no way inferior to Portland ftone^ near 
Curramore is a free ilone variegated like mar* 
ble. At Ballylcmon near Whitchurch are 
large grinding (tones of an olive colour 
which are fine and fit for the purpofe of

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grinding knives, tea Rotten Ittneftone ii 
^nd jnear AfFauls oa the bank^ of the river 
Black water, where are ^Up black and white 
f fnarble whidh cake a good polifli. There 
are lead minies neaT Ardmore Head and at 
Liftnore, and cpppcjr ore has been found 
near Drumana in the county of Waterford» 
hi the thountaiiis between Dungajrvan and 
Youghall arc Igrge quantities of iron pre.

for commerce. Diftant from Publin 1^21 
miles fomh weft, and 50, n^iles fouth of 
Limerick. Long. 9. .10. lat. 51. 40. It is the 
fecond city in Ireland in magnitude, ri- 
ches and trade. It contains upwards of 
8000 houfes, many of which are very elc* 
gant and their Improvements in building are 
daily increafing. On the north fide partipu^ 
Jarly this city bath been confiderably enlarge- 
ed by the marlhes haying been drained and 
many new ftrcets laid out. There is a 
handfome Cathedra)^ and the churches of 
St. Mary Shandon, and St. Ann's in the 
ijorth fuburb, Chrift Churchy St. Peter % 
and St. Paul's, within the city, and -St. Ni- 
cholas's Church on the foutbjfidc. The Ca- 
thedral was originally built in 630,. and de- 
dicated in honour of St. Finbarr, bqt was 
taken down and rebuilt in 1735, and the ex- 
pence defrayed by a tax of one Ihilling per 
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ton on coals ^ and culm confumcd in Cork. 
It 18 built in the Doric order, and has a 
Venetian window to the chamrel ^ the ftall% 
feats, and throne a^e very deg^^nt, as is th^ 
whple choir. 

The church of St. Mary Shaqdon, is a^ 
neat parifh church with two large >yindowa 
in the eaft end, and has^y^ry fuital?le d^Qo- 
ration. St. Ann's i;9 ^\(q a pl^in neat churchy 
has a handfonne (fc^eple and fpire i&o feist 
high, and is lituated on an eminence v it haa 
a muficai ring of bells chimes, and ^ 
clock. The entrance at the weft door is 
by .14 ftone fteps* Ch|fi(t Church cpmrnoply 
called the King's Chapel, to which the oiayoj: 
and corporation refprt ^on feAiv^ days» 
was alfo rebuilt by a t^x on coals arid culni. 
The body of this church is of hewn fton^ 
with good pews and. galleries. St. Peter's i^ 
the moft antient in the city, is 90 feet long, 
,basii neat altar piece with fluted Corinthiab 
pilafters. The fteeple is detached from the 
weft fide of the church. Sti Paul's is well 
built and very neat, has a plain altar piece, 
and a gallery at the weft end ; It wasconfe- 
crated in 1726. St. Nidiolas's was opened 
in 1723. it is alfo a neat plain church, but 
fmall, and has one gallery. The altar piecp 
and pulpit are carved with fluted columns of 
the Corinthian order. There is likcwife a 
French Church, with Meeting Houfes for 
Preft^yterians, Baptifts and Quakers, and 
feveral Mais Houfes. Near the Cathedral is 
C 4 the 
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^he Bifliop's Palace, with a chapel and largp 
gardens, adjoining the Deanry Houfe, 
Tills city is governed by a mayor, aldermen, 
recorder, ftierifFs, and common councif, 
and returns two members to parliament, who 
in 1780 were the Right Hon. J. H. Hutch- 
infon, and Richard Longfield, Efq; who has 
Tately fubfcribed loool. for the ptrrpofe of 
^ftabliftring the woollen! manufafture, by 
ere^dling a wholefale Woollen drai5ery ware- 
^houfe on the plan originally founded in 
Dublin, by that patriotic body the Dublift 
Society, Mr. Hutcbinfon has with great 
atteiitioh and patribtifm given confiderabte 
cnccfiir^gefnent t6 the manufadurers of 
wooUch cloths, /in order, to give every 
•poffible afliftance to promote the univerfal 
life of- IriJh'manufadures ; fuch a con- 
'diid were it adopted by other refpeftable 
j)erfons, would not fail to render the Jate 
grants of a free trade of effential importance 
to the kingdom in general, and the county 
•of Qork in particular. 

Tlie Guftom-houfe is a building both ele- 
gant and convenient, three ftories high ; on 
either fide are the ftore houfes, which form 
two hdhdfome piazzas. Here is a good 
quay with every^ convenience for difcharging 
'goods, and a new canaj made roundj the 
•cuftom-houfe, fo that it etiables great hum- 
•bersbf (hips to lie here very commodioufly.

There iis an Infirma- 
ry in the church yard of St. Mary Shandon's, 
which is fupported by voluntary contribu- 
tions. This hofpital with St. Ann's Chio-di, 
,tbe Green-coat-fchool, and Bertie's and 
Skiddy's alms hoiifes, forms a handibme area. 

The markets of Cork are held on Wed- 
taeidays and Saturdays, at which proviiiona 
are in the greateft plenty, particularly flelh, 
and.fifh. The new Corn-market-boufe is a 
large commodious ftone edifice. Theiifh, 
^hich come mofily from Kiogfale, are fold 
-on (hambles eredied for that purpofe by the 
fide of the river, by which means they arc 
kept clean,. cool, and fweet Several mar- 
kets for butchers meat, and many flaugh^ 
fering houfes. Cork, as was before meii^ 
tioned, is the chief port of merchants in 
the kingdom : as more beef, tallow, hidoa, 
butter, &c. are exported hence to Great 
Britain, Jamaica, Barbadoes and to many 
other parts of the world, than firoin all the 
other ports of Ireland united, and in its do*- 
meftic trade exceeds all others; . Twelve 
companies of foot are conftantly quarcered 
in the bartacks; This city was befieged io 
16909 by the Earl of Marlborough and ta^ 

ken 
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ken from King James, who then had it ia 
pofleflion. 

Public Walks. The mpfi cx>nfiderable is 
the Mall, Hamaml's (Vlatib, ap4 the 
Mardyke, being a bank ' w^kd on both 
iides, and filled up, extending a iqUe'wsft 
from the city ; and Friers-walk op the Touth 
fide. 

An elegant Theatre hath been credbjd 
under the management of Mr. Heaphy^ 
where the comedians of London, DuDlinr 
and Edinbugh perfprip before a3 refpeA* 
abJe audienqes as any ixi Europe, (^iriiigt^e 
fummer feafon ; it ii^ patronized by mod 9£ 
the nobility and gentry of the county*. 

The quays of this city are ^banke^ anji

&c. and (hips of heavy bi^rthenv load ax^ 
difcharge by means of lighters, at Coye and 
PaiTage, which methpd is expeditious> fafe 
and che^p : they carry about 40- ton^ aqd 
are loaded or unloadai at the merchants 
doors.

the rebellioiv in iGgty this city made a gat'- 
lant defence under the Earl of Inchiquin, 
againft the rebels, but it fell afterwards into 
their hands, by whom it was held tlHCronr- 
well recovered it. Cork is anEpifcopal fee, 
and gives the title of Earl tp the tioble family 
ofBoyre, as does alfo Orrery a Biarony in 
this County to the fame nobleman. 

As the port of Cork is the principal one 
for trade in Irefand, I have fubjoined a few 
diredlions to matters of fhips, which may 
prove ufeful to them, efpecially to ftich not 
hitherto acquainted with the regulations, 
rules and orders to be obferved by them on 
entering any of the ports of this kingdom. 
On the arrival of any (hip or' veffel in any 
port, the captain is to declare his real name 
and the name of the (hip and of the ^lace 
or port from whence he came, to any of the 
revenue o(Hcers belonging to fuch port, 
under a penalty of i ool. to the commiffioners 
of excife. No goods of the produft, 
growth, of manufafturje of the Ealt Indies, 
or other places beydnd the Cape of Good 
Hope, could formerly be imported into Ire- 
land, from any part beyond the feas, other 
than Great Britain, on forfeiture of (hip and 
goods, or value thereof, which might then 
be profecuted fbr either in London or Dublin ; 
Any officer of the cuftoms was to fprfeit 
500I. if he connived at fiich importation. 
But by a late a£tmade in England in 1780, 

a 
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a free trade was granted and foreign faga» 
can be imported diredly into Ireland, but 
muft pay a duty of ps. aid. per Hundred. 
See Act 1780. There is a particular officer, 
called the Jerker, who is ftationed in the 
port of Cork, whofe duty is to take copies 
of all invoices, and. to compare them with 
the warrants granted for the difcharge of 
goods« as al(b with a general bill returned by 
the tide waiters on board, in order to prove 
that all the goods mentioned in the iih j 
voice were duly entered. The fever^I 
furveyors of the out-ports difcharge thi> 
office, who certify as above to their refpjsc- 
tive collectors, upon which the mafter or 
owner of the veffel is admitted to out-voicc, 
which, if he takes in goods for exportation, 
is done by out-voicing, and declaring up- 
on oath the true contents of his ladings 
with the names of the merchants by whom 
ihipped. And if any of the goods be (hip- 
ped off by debenture, he is to make oatb 
that they are not intended to be relanded, 
and that he will not fufFer any part of faid 
goodS) to be relanded in Ireland, unled io 
cafes of real diftrefs. If any debenture 
goods be landed in the Ifle of Man, in 
cafe of diftrefs,. he muft immediately^ 
make oath thereof before the next juftiod 
pf peace^ and muft notify the fame to thfrl 
next officer of the cuftoms. But before thatj 
ifland belonged to Great Britain, any mafter i 
of a ihip who ftiould land any debenture 

goodft 
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goods there, would be liable to forfeit treble 
the value of the gpods, and fuffer fix months 
imprlfonment, and the exporter was alfo 
fttbjed to.treble the value, bejQdes the goods 
and the anjount of the draw^back. If any 
goods be taken in after out-voicing, thi 
ihafter oPthe (hip or veffel muil apply to 
the officer as aforefaid, and make an addi* 
tional out-voice upon oath : Any fuch maf^ 
ter failing without out- voicing fubjedts him- 
felf to a penally of lool. to be prpfecuted 
in the Exchequer. The penalty for reland- 
|ng, or putting in any boat, or other veflel, 
in order to reland any debenture goods in 
Ireland^ unlefs in cafgs of diftrefs, is treble 
the value of the goods according to the laws 
of excife, and the owner likewife forfeits 
Ltreble value and the goods. With refpedk 
[•(o the importation of goods it is nccef&ry to 
beobferved, that there is a branch of excife 
;pailed import excife, which is a new impoft; 
it is a duty of poundage payable on all goods 
dnd merchandize imported^ which is payr 
[able by retailers or (hopkeepers, or perfons 
importing fuch goods for their own con- 
^Qmptidn, before they arc taken from the 
cuftom-houfe j but a merchant importer 
[Who does hot retail or confumethe goods of 
his own importation, is by the laws of cx^ 
Cife entitled to receive hisgppds upon enter- 
log if)to fecuri^ n^t to deliver them to any 
buyer.tiU thQ duty pf the ijn^^rt exqifc, by 
kcb buyer ffoipi whpmit thea becpmesdue^

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IS paici ; but of late the merchants ha^ 
agreed to pay the fame on their importing 
any good&, for which they are allowed 10 
^per cent, on Svihes and tdbacoo, attd 6 pdr 
cent!, on all other ^oods whatever. There k 
a duty of light rribney,^/. e. for the main»- 
tenance of his Majefty*S Light Houfes in 
Ireland, of four-pence for every ton of the 
burthen of any foreign (hip what ever, and 
*muft be immediately paid on fuch fhips ar- 
rival, in the port bf Cork' or any other port 
in this kingdom. . - 

Having mentioned fuch particular circum- 
ftances relative to the exportatbn of goods, 
and briefly ftated the cuftoms obferved by 
importers, perhaps it may not be unaccept- 
able to the reader to be infirmed of fomc 
further particulars and obfd'vation^ rcfpeSing ! 
the methods to b^ ufed by captains and mer^ 
chants on their importation of goods into 
the port of Cork, by which they will be the 1 
better enabled to form a judgment with rc^ 
fpefik to the pta^aice pbfervedin other poctt 
of Ireland. -^ 

Of importations ffrom : the PltBin^ti<nK to 
Ireland. 
The following articles were formerly td 
be firft landed in Great Britain before they 
could be imported into Ireland, but by the late 
adt they are ttow 'permitted to be imported 
immediately intolrelahdy viz. ' fujgaii^i tobac- 
co, * cotton, wool, ^ iiidigo, igiftfeer,' 'fjieckle 

wood, 
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wood, or Jamaica wood, fuftick or other 
dying- wood; rice; moliaffes, beaver ikihs or 
other furis, copper ore, pitch, tar, turpen- 
tine,, mafts,. yards,_ bowfprits, or hops of 
the growth or produce of the faid planta- 
tions. Glafs and hops can alfo be imported. 
Tobacco muft be in packages containing 
lefe than 5oolb. weight, but if in large 
packages they are abfolutely foi^feited, but 
do not afFed the (hip. it is to be obferved 
with refpecl to brandy, ftrong-waters,. or 
fpirits, imported in any veflel, that it muft 
be in fuch a veflef whofe full contents i& lefs 
than 50 gallons. . ' 
! On the importatfon as well as on the er- 
'portation of any goods particular attention 
muft be obJferved with refpedt to the entries 
at the cuftom houfe, for all goods muff be 
entered in the name of the true proprietor^ 
otherwife great penalties will be incurred. 
Aliens goods (hipped off in the name of a 
native are forfeited, by the aft of cuftoms, 
rule 2. All goods muft be entered under 
their true and proper denomination, other- 
wife they ate fubjedt to forfeiture. 

No entry of goods diredtly from the 
plantations are to be received before the maf- 
'ter of the (hip produces a cocket certify- 
ing the fame to be of the growth or manu- 
fafture of the plantations. . 

Goods to be imported duty free, by order 
from the Lords of the treafury, are to be 
entered^ valued^ and the full duties let

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down as in other cafes, and the date of fuch 
order is to be fet down, as is likewtfe the 
date of the commiffioncrs order confirming 
the (ame^ 

Wines imported in^^ any other than Britilh 
(hipping, duly navigated^ pay aliens cuf* 
torn ; for the particular duties on which, as 
well as on other goods, I iuuft refer the 
reader to the Book of Rates, publifiied by 
the ingenious Mr, Eaton of the cuftom* 
houfe, Dublin/ 

The great variety of manufaflures,, en- 
couraged and carried on by the countenance 
of the inhabitants of the connty of Cork, 
not only for the confomption of the Biitifh 
dominions^ .feut alfo for Spain, Portugal, 
their dominions, .^nd the Coaft of Guinea,. 
.8^c. which renders it neceflary for merchants 
and others to be perfeftly acquainted wit|i 
the rules and reguFatiohs to be obferved at 
the importation or exportation of any goods 
or mani^faftures whatfoever. I have tberer 
fore thought it not improper to mentio^ 
fuch particulars as.mi^t enable the reader to 
attain a knowledge thereof. 

Such (hips as trade between Great Britain 
find Ireland, or take in any gpodfs to be car- 
ried coaft-ways, and the owner or captain 
of the (hip be an ali^n, he.maft have 3-4th's 
of the mariners at leaft Engli(h, on pain 
of forfeiting fuch (hip and cargo; but this 
docs not prevent their landing part of their 
cargp at pne portj^a^d part at another, or tak* 

ing 



ipg in their' ladiag outwards at different ^ 
ports ; but the penalty is incurred by landing 
the goods laden in fome.part of Great Britain 
or Ireland, other tljian is in. the cleai'ance men* 
tioned, cafes of real diftrefe excepted. For* 
merly (hips that traded to Africa, Afia^ or 
America, from Great Britain or Ireland, 
muft haye the matter and 3-4ths of the ma- 
riners Engliih, (any of his ^ajefty*s fubjeft? 
in Great Britain, Ireland or the Plantation^ 
are to be accounted Englifti and no other; 
^nd during the whole voyage it is meant 
the fame number of Engliih fcamen be 
kept, except in cafes of ficknefe, &c. But 
as a free trade is now^ granted ^o Ireland^ 
many of tbcfe particulars will in time be rcr 
moved. 

Goods of the growth, produce, ormanu- 
fafture of Afia^ Africa, or America, could 
not formerly be imported into Ireland, (as 
appears by an adt paffed in 12 Car. lU 
cap. 18.) in any other (hips, than fuch 
as do truly, and without fraud, belong 
only to the people of Great Britain, 
Ireland, or of the Plantations or territories 
belon|ii)g to his Majefty in Afia, Africa or 
America, previous to the late war in Ame^ 
rica ; but in December 1775, an aft paflfed 
that no trade (hoiild be carried on with the 
Americans. But this war it is hoped by 
every fincere lover of his country^ will foon

The Town of Youghall wasincorpor?itecl 
by King Edward the f6urth, in the year 
1463, about which time the church was 
built, foon after the erection of the college. 
It is a large Gothic ftrudture, the nave being 
ibout 46 yards long and 22 broad, adorned 
on each fide with fix Gothic arches. 

Here is a barrack in whfch two companies 
of foot are quartered, k is in long, 9. 50. lat. 
51.50. and returns two members to parlia- 
ment. In 1579 this town was tJ^fcen by the 
Earl of Definond, in which nioft of the in- 
habitants were killed. The mayor who had 
perfidioufly yielded the town to Deftnbnd, 
was afterwards taken, and hanged at his own 
door ; but the town was again retaken by 
Captain White in. the fame year. In the 
rebellion in i64i,*the town was befieged by 
the Earl of Caftlchiaven for the fpatc of ten 
weeks, but by the matchfefe intrepidity of 
a few inhabitants be was obliged to raife 
the fiege. The Earl of Cork who had fliut 
himfelf up in the town during this rebellion 
in Ireland, died there*

Kirigfale. The Harbour of Kingfale is re- 
tnarlcably commodious, and its being fituated 
within ten miles fouth of Cork adds much 
to the advantage of fliipptng. It is 135 
miles fouth weft of Dublin. Long. 9. 15. 
lat. $1. 27^ The town of Kingfale which is a 
borough, a market, and a poft to>Vn, is 
governed by a fovereign and recorder, and 
defended by a ftrong fort built by King 
Charles 11. and called after him Charles Fort: 
in it is a regiment conftantly quartered, be- 
fides 12 companies in the barracks. With 
refpedt ^o its trade, it is in time of war very 
little inferior to Cork, on account of the 
great numbers of rich homeward-bound 
fleets, and fhips of war which put in there, 
either to refit or for frefh provifions, as (hips 
of any burthen may with great fafety lie in 
its harbour. The rents of the houfes at 
fucha time are extravagantly dear, and eve- 
ry kind of provifion in proportion. In the 
year 1600, the Spaniards, in number about 
8000, made themfelves matters of the town, 
and Don John de Aquiila^ was appointed

Bally virgone, near Youghall, is a molt 
beautiful feat in the gardens of which is a 
liquorice tree, and a large fir, brought fronv 
Newfoundland. 

liichiquin Cattle. The refidencc^ of the 
the Earl of Inchiquin, is about 3 miles (buth 
ef Yonghall, belonged antiently to the houfe 
of Ormond, and was a diftindt barony^ 
In the reign of James I. Sir Richard Boyle 
had a patent for this manor, caftlc, and ba^* 
jrony. The E^rl of Belborough porchafed 
jt from the prcfent Earl of Burlington^s fa- 
ther. The manor antiently belonged to tho 
See of Cloyne. 

Caftlemartyr. Is diftant 12 miles S. E; 
of Cork, and 113 S. W. from Dablin. It 
has a Charter School which hath been pro-^ 
dudive of great advantages to this coantryj 
as well as to the Proteftant interefc in Ire- 
land ; there are at prefent 40 children edu- 
cated in it. It is a borough and a poft; rowm 
To a branch of the noble family of Boyle 
it gives the title of baron. Near this towa 
is a large fubterraneous river, which runs 
more than a mile under ground. 

Middleton. The trade of this town is 
very inconfiderable, though there is a weekly 
market and is a poft town. It gives the title 
of vifcount to the noble family of Brodrick* 
It is fituatcd near the river Lee, and is ten 
D 3 miles 
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mUei eaft of Corfc^ and 120 fouth weft of 
Dublin. Betytrten MidcUeton and Youghall is 
a moft pleafing valley, which is divided by 
i riling grounds which are very fruitful and , 
have plenty of lioieftone. In many places 
It prefents moft beautiful views of the 
gentleRien'a feats, improvements and planta- 
tions ; in the lower grounds, and between 
the hills terminated by the fca arc the har- 
bours of Cork and Youghall, and the diftant '\ 
mountains of Tippcrary and Watcrford. 

Rathcormuck. Many of the weavers 
who are employed m the manufacture of 
edarfe linens rcfide here, there was a figured 
cotton manufafture of great ufe and confe- j 
quence introduced into this part of the 
county by ibmc of the French refugees^ ' 
which if more encouraged would admit of 
confidcrable improvement. In the, neigh- 
bourhood of this towfi are made confider^lie 
quantities of butter, which is a great article ^ 
of commerce, particularly for exportatbn^ 
It IS worthy of remark that of late year^ the 
demand for this comrnodity has been mucll 
augmented and the favors are very folicitous 
to have it efteemed abroad, ihey being care- 
ful in iifmg bay fait and tight ca&s. It will . 
keep two years in ftone pots by being ! 
melted in kettles, in order to feparate the I 
milk and impurities from it. In one year 
there was exported frorn Ireland^ butter ia ;

Ban try. Is a place of note for weavtni; a 
kind of linen doth^ called Bandle Cloth ^ 
that weaved near this town is moftly very 
fine and white ; their yarn is well twifted and 
the nianufadkare much fuperior to the ban^ 
diexloth made m the province of Connaughh 

Skibbereem ConftderaUe numbers of 
handle weavers reilde here, who with refpedt 
to coarfe linens, manufa^ure dich equal to 
any in Europe. : 

Dunmanaway. Here are many large 
bleach greens^ on which confiderable quan- 
tities of linens are annually bleached ; and 
fome of the bleach yards have mills belong- 
ing to them. Large quantities- of flax are 
faifed here, equal' to any imported from 
America, which were ufed before the pre- 
ibnt war. In 178a premiums were offered 
by the Dublin Society for railing flax. 

Inniihannpn. The linen maniifafturers 
dre veiy folicitous here in bringing the' 
coarfe linens to perfedion, the^yarn being,. 
vcKy fit for the purpofe of weaving Doulafs^ ' 
8cc; 

4 I> Killeigh;^ 
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Kaieigfa. The antient nunnery of Ca- 
cwieffeswas founded here by St. Alban in 
ic fixth century, where he placed St. Con- 
bere as priorefs. It is a fmall village, dif- 
mt 4 mile® from Youghall, in which there 
; at prefent a decent church. There is a 
Tpentine river which runs by it and dif- 
harges itfelf into the bay of Youghali, the 
'ater of which is remarkable for its peculiar 
uality in whitening cloth. 

Doneraile* The linen manufacture has 
rrived to fome perfection here, particularly 
I ilHped bed-tickens, vitry, ozcnburgs, cheefe 
bths, doulafs, yard-half-quarter fheetings, 
three quarter diaper, &c. And Lord Do- 
eraile has given premiums to encourage it 
lere is.a good bleach-yard. 

Natural Curiosities. 
Near this town has been found the Field 
r Grafs Moufe ; it is the fmalleft moufc of 
i, of a brown colour, and has a long, (harp 
lout like a pig. It is faid thattits bite is 
^ifonous ; but this wants confirmation, as 
oes the poifonous quality of it in general, 
ee an accurate figure of it in Cafpar Bau- 
nc's Diofcorides, lib. 2. c. 6i. 
In this county on the eftate of Jonathani 
iftier, Efq; has been lately difcovered a 
jantity of beautiful Diamonds, which for 
ftre has been proved by lapidaries to be 
larly equal to Oriental diamonds. 
In the county of Cork is to be met wi(h 
,> . •■ M . . the 
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the Sea jCray fi(h, which is a more delicious 
food than the lobfter. It is frequently Cent 
from this province to Dublin, but it is very 
common at Cork. It differs from the lobfter 
being confiderably larger and fpllof prickles, 
and the two anterior arms anfwering to the 
claws of the lobfter having no teeth. 

Leeches have been found in the county of 
Cork, in feveral places, particularly in Lough 
Blarney, where they alx>und, and faid to be 
of the fame efficacy in bleeding as the 
Wellh*. from, whence great numbers are im* 
ported annually ; but it is afferted by others 
they will not draw blood from human bodies 
but in the fumm$r feafon. . 

V CpuNTY of Kerry. 
The extenfive coiihty of Kerry, is ex- 
tremely weU eircumftanced both with refpedt 
to fire and water ; and the foil in many parts 
very fruitful, efpeciially in the article of flax, 
which is raifed in .great quantities.-^ The 
greateft length of this county is. about 60^ 
miles, and in brcad^ 47.. 

It is bounded by the Shannon, whicli diVides 
it from Clare oh the north, by Limerick and 
Cork on the eaft, by another part-of Cork 
on th^ fouth, and by the Atlantic Ocean on 
the weft. ;■ / ? r 

, Contains 636,095, Irifh. plantation acres^ 
ij,6i4hQures,' 84parifhes,. ^baronies, and. 
3b6rdughs, It returns 8 members to par- 
D 5 liamentf 
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liament, and gives the title of Ewl to the 
noble family of Fitzmaurtce, and compre- 
hends a confidetable part of the territory, 
formerly known by the name of Definond's 
territory, an antient petty king. In many 
parts or this county the foil is very fertile, 
particularly towards the fouth ; but the 
north part confifts of many high mountains, 
which are remarkably wild, and produce a 
number of natural curiofities well deferving 
the attention of the curious. In this county 
and barony of Corkaguiny is Smerwick, or 
St. Marywick Haven, where a body of 
Spaniards landed in 1578, and fortified it. 
It is a fmall, but a clean and well inclo^d 
harbour.

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foot, and is the moff wefternly town m Eu- 
rope. Long. g. 19; lat, 52. o. This is the 
bcft town for travellers in this county arid 
has an excellent market. • 

Ardfert. A Biftiop's See vinited to Lime-' 
rick. It is fituatcd 3 miles north of Tra- 
lee, and I2Z fouth weft of Dublin, It ii a 
bcKough by prefcription, ftands near the 
fea, and has a harbour for fmall veffels. 
The linen manufaAure has been coiafiderably 
extended in this town, particularly in the arti- 
cles of coarfe linens 5 and Lord Kenmare,. 
the poffelfor of the b^utiful lake of Kiltof- 
Bey, having publifhed premiums (ot fpinning, 
iJie greateft quantity of yarn^ weaving the 
hmcj and felling it at the market of Killar- 
ney, has been attended with very confider- 
abfe advantage to thsB' county. Flax has < 
been raifed, e5«remely goddi''«id ii)6ftly 
from feed of their own foWing v,^he ^omen- 
all knowing how to fpin the coarfer fort of 
yarn, and a great number of the men being 
bred to N the weaving l^ufincfe, has excHed 
fach a fpiritof induftry throughout the ad^ 
jacent towns of Killarney, • Dingle, Caftld- 
Ifland^ Lifnaw, &c tiaat m,ooo ydrds of 
Doulafs have been exported in one year. 
However as their yarn has a dark colour and- 
is harCh, confequently not fo fuitable for 
doulalsor (hirting.

A BiHiop's See united to Li- 
merick^ where is a fine antient cathedral on 
the fummit of a hill, worthy the notice of 
the curious. 

Killarney, A fmall and thriving market 
itown, which hath of late years b^n much 
reforted on account of the wonderful and 
curious lake of Lough Lean adjoining there- 
to. It is a5K)ft town, 30 miles north weft of 
Cork, 12 of Tralee, and 125 of Dublin. 
In this neighbourhood are a great many feats 
and yill^s, and the remains of an old abbey, 
which wafrveryTpaiciousaiid is well deferving 
the attention of the curious ; and in the 
ifland of Rofs is an antient caftle. 

The Blafqucs are fmall rocky iflands ad- 
jacent to the ^roaft of this county, one of 
which is called .Valencia, which gives the ti- 
tle of vifoount to the Earl of Anglcfey, 
whofe .titlQ had been litigated both in Eng- 
land and Ireland, but is now confirmed to 
him. 

Lifnaw. A fnt^all market town about it 
iijiles n^th eaft of Tralee; This town 
giv^s the title of Baron to the noble fisimily 
of FitzmaiiHgoJplarl of Kerry. 

Naturai, Curiosities. 

Rivers and Lakes or Loughs. 

The celebrated Lake of Xough, Lean, 
nearKillarney, is about 8 miles in.lei^tii, 
and ^ in breadth. A number of beautiful 

iflands 
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iflands covered with arbutus and other ever- 
greens arc intcrfperfed throughout the 
whoFe, which affords a mixed and diverfi- 
fied fcene of entertainment to the curious 
traveller, who is here amply compenfated 
for the trouble and fatigue of a journey 
through this part of Ireland, the roads of 
which are in general very good, though the 
country is the moft infertile of entertainment 
of any in the fouth of this kingdom. Thofe 
who may hereafter vifitthis wondrous work 
of nature^ efpecially thofe who fet out from 
Dublin, would do well to make Cork their 
road, which is 1 20 miles fouth weft from 
that city, and from Cork to this lake is 
about 30 miles. To enable the foreigner to 
attain a more particular knowledge of the 
amazing natural beauties of thefe extenfive 
lakes, enriched with bulhy iflands, the ca- 
vities, glens, catarads, the numerous fea« 
thered race, and other pleafiiig and uncom- 
mon natural objcdts which here preient 
themfelves to the enraviflied fight of every 
admirer of nature, a defcription of it isfub-- 
joined* 

The Lake of Killarney is divided into three 
parts ; viz. the upper, the lower and the mid- 
dle, and excepting one narrow valley on the 
fouth isintirely furrounded with one continue 
cd range of lofty mountains, which are co- 
vered with woods intermixed with ever-' 
greens, from their tops to the verge of the 
lake, and down the fides of thefe enormous* 

mountains, 
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mountains, rocks, and precipk:es are a num^ 
ber of rivulets, which form a mofl: beautiful 
cdfcade. Here are alfo a number of iflands 
of different extent, many of them beautifiilly 
ornamented with trees of every kind, and 
intermixed with ever-greens, a» box, holly, 
yew and the arbutus or flrawberry tree ; alt 
which grow in amazing plenty throughout 
the whole lake. From the tops of thefe 
mountains are profpedts the mdl grand and 
wonderful in the creation. On the fumit of 
the Mangerton Mountain is a fmall round 
Lake, oif about a quarter of a mile diameter, 
which is called the DeviPs Punch Bowk 
LordKenmare (to whom belongs this Lake 
with all its beautiful iflands^) bath placed in. 
many parts of the lake fome cannon, the 
reports on the difcharge of them among: 
the rocks, sefembles the neareft of any 
thing in nature a violent peal of thunder 
rolling among the mountains^ Here alfo* 
mufical inftruments afford a moft delightful 
and ravifhing entertainment to the ear, par- 
ticularly the French ht>rn and trumpet. A 
Stag is fometimes roufed from the woods ad* 
joining the lake,, and the gentlemen who at- 
tend the hunt are generally in boats on the 
lake, during the diverfion, for< it would be 
impiadticaWc to follow it by land^ either on. 
foot or horfe back. Here is alfo a moft ftii*- 
pendous rock called the Eagle*s Neft, from- , 
their having Nefts on the fummit of it* On:; 
the ea(t fiide is a rich and fertile plain for 

near 
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near three miles, through which defceads a 
river into the lower Lake. There is a vaK 
ley at the weft end, through which the whole 
collediion of waters difcharge therafelves 
into the fea. 

In this lake are fometimes found ;Pearls 
I of great value. Salmon are alfo caught in 
great plenty and perfcdkion, which arc fold 
exceeding cheap. 

The bowels of fortie of the mountains having 
worked a confiderable way under the lake^ 
cfpecially between the upper and lower lakes, 
they have been found to abound with mines 
of Copper ; and even Silver hath been ex* 
traded from them. A defcriptive Poem 
on the beauties of the Lake of Killarny, 
has been publi(hed by the celebrated Mr. 
JLeflie ; and the Rev. Dean Bayly has fa- 
voured the public with two Letters written 
on this fubjeft, to which I refer the curious 
reader, as they contain every minute particu- 
lar beauty conveyed in fuch elegant language 
as muft afford the higheft fatisfa<5tion, and 
more efpecially as they are written void of 
all partiality.

Bays. 
Dingle Bay. A large hay fo called, which 
extends many miles mto the land, between 
the barony of Corkaguiny and the barony of 

Iveragh, 
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Iveragh, and contains in it fmall but good 
havens. 

Ventry Bay. A fmall bay adjoining the 
above. 

Dingle-Icouch Bay. A little eaft of the 
above bays, before the niouth of which lies 
a Rock called the Cow^ which the mariner is 
cautioned to avoid efpecially at fpring tides, 
at other times being above water may be 
fiiiled about without danger. 
- Kilmare Bay (by fome called Kilmarc 
River). Fbrms a divifion between the baCro- 
nies of Dunkeron on the north and Glane*- 
roughty on the fouth, botb in this county. 
This bay (hoots feveral miles into the coun- 
try, being throughput clean ground and 
free from rocks and fonds except in very 
few places. 

Bantry Bay. In the year 1689, tl^ Eng- 
lifli and French fleets had a naval engage- 
ment, which has rendered this bay famous 
It divides the counties of Kerry and Cork, 
and is of a confiderable extent both in breadth 
and lengthy rivalling Kilmare bay in thefe 
particulars, as well as in fafety and good an- 
chorage; Not far from the moutn of this 
bay lies the harbour of Beer Haven, between 
which and the main land is a fair (bund, 
which makes it a goo4 and a fafe port, it is 
called Beer Haven. Jtis,nece(rary that this 
haven (hpuld be known by every one who 
may be failing in this part of Ireland,, to pb- 
ferve that within the mouth of this found I 

lie 
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lie fome rocks in the middle of the channel ; 
at high water they are overflown, but by 
takfng proper care they may eafily be av6id- 
cd. And as you furround the ifland on the 
Ibuth fide of the found, take notice there arc 
two great rocks juft in the mouth of it, be- 
tween which (hips may fafely pafs, as like- 
wife between the rocks and the land on either 
fide. 

Whiddy Ifland. This Ifland is near three 
miles long, and is fituated at the upper end of 
^ntry Bay, between which and the main land, 
being the uttermofl: extent of that bay, there 
is good clean anchorage from three to fix fa- 
thom. Ships may enter this found in two 
places at both fides of the ifland. But it is 
incumbent on me to remark, and worthy 
die mariner or thofe who may touch at this 
ifland to obferve, that the fouth entrance is 
foul, rocky and dangerous ; but the north 
entrance affords depth arid room enough, in 
eight or nine fathom, and nothing to hurt 
excepting a row of rocks a fmall inuflcet 
ftiot from the fliore, which as they are 
covered at high water do not appear but at 
half ebb. 

Langref Haven. This haven is fituated 
oppofite to Whiddy Ifland; on the right hand 
clofe to the mouth of this haven, are fome foul 
grounds, which are dry at the ebb of the 
fpring tides, and^except them, every where 
clfe is fafe anchorage and good ground. 

Bay 
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Bay of Dunm^Dus^ lir feparated front 
Bantry Bay by a narrow neck of land^ which 
terminates at Mintro yalley pomt«. This bay 
is long and wide, though not equal in either 
rcfpedts to thofe of Kiltnare and Bantry. The 
road of thisjbay is eommodious and- every 
where has good anchorage; The land txt 
the fouth fide of this bay ftretchetb out far 
int© the fea, the uttermoft point whereof 
is Miffen Head, being the foiithernmoft 
cape of all the main land of Ireland ; Cape 
Clear, lying out further fouth eafl:, being in 
gn ifland. 

. Baltimore ^y. This fs much larger^ than 
either the bays of Kilmore, Bantry or Dun- 
manus, though it does not (Iretch fo far into 
the land as they do, but forms rather the 
figure of a half moon. In this large bay lie 
Crook: Haven, Scull Haven and feveral 
others. Some have contradted the bounds 
©f Baltimore Bay, by (uppofing Dunalhad 
the entrance to the eaft,^^ and Dunalong ia 
the ifland of Inifliirkan to the weft ; while 
©thers extend the Bay of Baltimore from 
Punafhad to Miffen Head. 

Caftle Haven. The entrance into this 
Haven is very narrow being not half a mile 
over, formed by Horfc Ifland oathe wcfl:,. 
and Skiddy's Ifland on the eaft^ It is a fafe 
deep channel, and has good anchorage op- 
pofite to the town of Caftle Haven, which: 
is fituated on the weft ihore. 

Glandore 
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Glandore Haven. Adjoinmg^ the abave, 

chough finally is good, with a fufficient 

depth of water^ and defended from all 

winds* 

Natural Productions, &c. 

In this county there has of late been found , 

large quantities of Ambergris, and good 

Spermaceti have been prepared by that fpe- 

cies of the whale which yeilds it, (vide 

.Rutty.) 

The mofsk nown by the name of Corker, 
IS the growth of this county ; it dyes wool 
of a dull crimfbn or a brown reddilh colour. 
It is prepared by the country people, by 
fteeping it in fait urine, adding a little fait 
to it, and then they make it up into balls 
I with lime. 

At thq mouth of the Shannon is found a 
clay which is foft like loam, but by the 
working of the fea. upon it, is pertrified to 
that degree that it becomes harder than little 
pebbles which it contains. As alfo a clay at 
Clay Caflle, which petrifies in the like man- 
ner to the hardnefs of ftonc. From the 
yellownefs of this clay, and as Red Ochre 
hath been found in the neighbourhood of th^ 
petrifa<5tion, it is fuppofed iron ore is to be 
met with. 

At Lough Shinny, Kerry-ftone, a fpecies 
i of chryftal, is found. 

There being in this county many extra- 
ordinary 
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ordinary cliFts of great rnagnitude, I (hall 
mention thofe or> the Kerry coaftof the 
Shannon, as being the moft remarkable. 
Between the old caitles of Dune and Lickv 
oppofite to Carrack-a-'Holt formerly the feat 
of the noble family of C&re, m the county of 
Kerry, are clifts which rife to a confidera(>le 
height above the fea, from one to near three 
hundred feet perpendicular, which by the 
undermining of the waves, pieeei^ fall with- 
great violence into the fea very frequently. 
From the broken parts there iflfucs a great 
fmoak, with a ftrong fulphureous fmell, but 
Jthe heat of the fubterraneous hidden fire 
prevented me from ftaying any time near it j 
from fome of the cracks in thefe clifts arc 
difcerned beautiful colours, fuppofed to if- 
fue from different minerals in the interior 
parts of the cliffs. The inhabitants adjacent 
fay they fee a flame iffue very plainly by 
nighty and the air over it is in a tremulous 
motion, like that over a burning lime-kiln. 
There are found here a number of red, yel- 
low, and black flones which are of great 
ufe in colouring. From other parts of thefe 
cliffs are large cafcades of water, which 
afford a beautiful appearance at a diftance -, 
and the two caftles of Dune and Lick, 
Handing on the brows of thefe high cliffs, 
appear as if defigned to guard the entrance 
of thefe romantic fcenes. It muft be allow- 
ed that travellers are amply compenfated for 

their 
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their trouble m corning, to this county, by 
the number of remarkalde ^curiofities with 
:which it abounds. 

Bounty of Limerick. 
The county of Limerick is in point of ex* 
tent, one of the jaaoft confiderable in Ireland,

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. Gty of Limericfc, The antient City of 
Limeridc is litimted 87 miles fouth weil from 
Dublin, 52 miles north of Cork, and ftafids 
upon the Shannon, which is navigable for 
(hips of confiderable burthen alrfioft up to 
the city, though fituated near 60 miles from 
its mouthi Tbis is the ftrongell fortrefs in 
the kingdom, being, on account of its fitua^ 
tion, a place of c(xifiderable ftrength by na-- 
ture^ and is fortified round with (Irong wall^ 
baftions and ramparts, « large caftle and 
itadei, withbridges into the countfcs of 
Limerick «nd Clare. The city confifts of 
two' ^own8 the upper iind the lower. It is 
eneof the krgeft cities in Ireland ; was ori- 
ginally built by the Danes, and in the reign 
of Henry JI. was walled in. It hath, a mill-* 
tary governor and town^major on the ef- 
tablilfament, and 22 companies of foot com^ 
pofe the^garrifon. The civil government is 
by a mayor, recorder, iherifis and town 
clerk* . . 

It is ihe fee of a Infliop united to Ardfert 
and Aghadoe/ It is called in Iriih Loumn^b. 
Itwasbeficfied by King William in i ^6, 
but be was obliged to raife tbe fiege, though 
the inhabitants were very few, and in 1691 
the town was again befieged by King Wii« 
liam-s army^ afliAed by fome Dutch forces, 
who lofl a confiderable numi)er of men*' 
When it was befieged by Oliver Cromwell, 
the town held out above liiree months, but 
famine obliged the inhabitants to furrenden 

In 
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fn Oa6bcr^i€9I, King Willjam to ptit an 
txkd to the war and to jget poffcilion of this 
Iowa, allowed thegarrifon verybonourablet. 
advantageous tttm% and not only to the in- 
iiabitants of the town itfelf, but to the Ro- 
man Catholics throughout the kingdom ; for 
it)y thfe arttdes df capitulation they were al- 
"iowed to retire wherever they pleafed, and 
and were tolerated in the free exercifc of 
their fefligion. This town is in general very 
liandfeme the houfes being M^eli built, m 
which there are near 4CX)0. Here is alfo an 
-elegant cathedral and large barracks for 22 
-companies of foot. Provifions are exceeding 
cheap in Limerick ; %nt the air "being moift 
on account of its iituation, is confequentty 
unwholefome to ftrangers. Here are fome 
confidtracble merchants. Its trade confifts 
in the exportations of provifions, which is 
^ot fo great as might be expedt^, but the 
late grant of a free trade, will no doubt be 
^f advantage. It gives^the title of vifcount 
to the Earl of ClaJbraffil.

County of Waterford. 
This county is bounded on the Weft by 
the counties or Tipperary and Cork, on the 
north by the river Suire, which feparates it 
from the counties of Kilkenny and Tippe- 
rary, on the eaft and fouth by St. George's 
Channel, and a part of the harbour of 
Waterford, which divides it from the county 
of Wexford. Its greateft length from eaft 
to weft, that is, from Credan Head to the 
weftern part of the barony of Coflimore, 
is about 40 miles ; and its greateft breadth 
from north to fouth, from the river Suire 
to Ardmore Head, in a meridian line, 
is about 20 miles, but in many places it is 
not half lb much. This county is^fituated 
under the fame parallel of latitude with the 
counties of Gloucefter, Oxford, Buckingham, 
Hereford, Bedford, and Eflex, in England, 
the 52d deg. of north lat. running thro* thefe 
and the middle of this county. A meridian 
line running from Ardmore Head towards 
Clonmel, being eight degrees weft longitude 
from London, or 296 miles due weft of that 

city, 
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city, allowing 37 Englifh miles to a degree 
in this parallel of latitude. The oppofite 
land on the Engliih coaft, to the harbour of 
WaterFord, is St. David^s Head in Wales, 
bearing about eafl; by fouth from it 60 miles 
Englifh. The fea coaft of this county ex- 

j tends about 12 leagues, /. e. from Hooke 

; Tower, being the eaftern extrernity, to 
Ardmore Head, which is the weftern. Rut 
as this bay is not deep, no danger can accrue 
to (hipping b^ing embayed here ; for a Ajght 
breeze will bring them out and enable them 

i to clear the headlands, nor do' the cur- 
rents fet fo ftrong as in the Offing. On the 
fea coaft they run from half ebb to the next 
half flood, about fix hours to the ' weftward j 
but in the OfHng, clear of the^ Headlands, 
the current runs three or foiir hours later than 
near the coaft, and with great rapidity. 
This coaft is remarkably good for firtiing. 

j This county contains 259,010 Irifli planta- 
tion acres, which rnake 413,016 Englifh 
acres, about 12,000 hbufes, and 3 borough 
towns exclufive of the city of Waterford. 
The ecclefiaftical divifion of it is into tw6 
bilhoprics, viz, Waterford and LifmoreJ 
Confiderable part of this county is but very 
little improved. About the north weft and

manufadtoriesof vitry, top fails, corn bags 
dnd other articles begun in and about Wa- 
tcrford. 

Waterford The city of Waterford may 
juftly be reckoned one of the principal trad- 
ing towns, particularly with England. Ships 
of very confiderable burthen can come up 
its noble and extenfive quay, befides it is en- 
tirely defended by JDuncannoh fort on the 
caft fide. The haven extends near eight 
tniles and is very commodious. On tlie 
caft :fide of the town are a block houfe, a 
ftore houfe, and on the weft a citadd. The 
^public buildings are in'general ckgant. The 
city and liberties make a diftindt county, in 
which are about 2500 houfcs, .many of 
which are handfome, efpecially in the town ; 
but this cannqt be faid of thofe in the envi- 
rons, which are on the contrary but indiffe- 
rent. This city was. granted in cuftodium 

to 
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' to Robert le Paher or le Poer, by King 
Henry II. foon after the landing of that mo- 
narch in Ireland, 5a 1177, with all the cir- 
cumjacent province ; and, appointed that 
the tirilowing lands ftiould, for the time; to 
come, belong to the fcrvice of Waterford, 
viz. all the fands which He between Water- 
^ ford and the water beyond Lifmore (which 
compreJiend die greatdl part of this county) 
and alfo the lands of .Oflbry. (See Pyr- 
rel'sHift^of EDgland> vol. i. p. 414.) iThis 
Robert le Pber was marlhal to King Henry 
II. and from him in adireft line defcended 
the prefent illuftrians Earl of Tyrone, who 
for his great encoar icemen t to the manufaic- 
tures of Ireland is greatly rcfpe<5ked* In ttie 
city and liberties of Waterford are the pa- 
riihes of Trinity^ St, Michael, St. Olave, 
St. John, St. Peter, St. Patrick and St. 
Stephen. 

It is a place of very confiderable trade^ 
dnd as being alfo one of the largeft cities in 
iteJand deferv4is particular atteation. It 
hafh been the fee of arbifliop ever fiuce the 
year 1096, aJid Lifmorqis now united to it, 
Waterford (lands on the river Suir, and was 
originally bu?lt by fome Norwegians, who 
were pirates, but having enabraced Chrifti- 
aaity, fent Makhus^ a. Benedi(^ine Monk of 
Winchefter, to be coafecrated their bifiiop, 
hy Anfelm, archbilhopaf Caaterbuiy. It was 
antiently the (eat of King lohn, who granted 
it divers privileges, as did King Henry 
E z VII. 
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VII. for their allegiance to hitn againfl: Per- 
kin Warbeck. Other Kings of England 
•have granted peculiar liberties to this City, 
for its conftaht fidelity fincc it was firft in 
the pofleffion of Richard Strongbowv Earl ^ 
of Pembroke, in the reign of King Henry 
11. It was in the hands of the rebels during 
the Irifli rebellion, who often x:ommitted 
great outrages in the adjacent country ; hut 
Oliver Cromwell befieged it, and took the i 
<:ity from the rebels in 1650. In 1689, 
King James's army got pofleffion of: it, and 
held it after the battle of the Boyne ; but 
King William's army, before the end of the 
year 1690 took it from them;

Waterford 
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Waterfbrd is remarkable alfo for having, 
the largcft export for pork, and of the.beft 
batter produced in Ireland. The garrifon 
confifts of one regiment of foot. It gives 
the title of Earl to the noble family of Tal- 
bot, and that of Vifcount to the noble family 
of Lumley, It is fituatied 75 miles fouth 
of Dublin, 25 miles foiith of Kilkenny, and- 
9 miles north of the fea, on the fouth fide 
of the river Suir. It was originally built in 
the form of a triangle, with a ftrong tower 
at each of the three angles. With regard to 
the fortifications of this city, it never waS; 
a. place of great ftrength. The cathedral 
of Chrift Church in Waterford is a very an- 
lient buildings with a handfome choir, in 
which is an elegant marble rrionument of his 
Grace the Duke of Leinfter's family, befides 
many others of great antiquity. St. Qlave's 
is a handfome, neat and large church, which 
has been lately rebuilt. St. Patrick's and St. 
John's are large arfd in good order, though 
antient. Here are alfo a French Church, and 
Meeting-houfes for the Baptifts, Preflbyterians 
and Quakers, and four Mafs Houfes. 
Near the , cathedral is an alms-houfe for 
clergymen's widows, and near the Mall is 
the biChop's palace, which is an elegant 
building in the modern tafte.- The court 
houfe or guild-hall, for the aflemblies of 
merchants, is a handfome ftru(5ture, the out- 
fide of w.hich is fupported by a range of co- 
luoins^of the Tufca^ or der; The exchange 
E 3 and 
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and cuftom-houfc are fituated on tBc 
quay, which is very broad, and has a 
noble and elegant appearance { the exchange 
is a light neat building in the Tufcan order, 
and adorned with the arms of the King and 
of the city, and has like wife a handfome 
clock and a beautiful odtagon cupola. This 
exchange is large, the walks Ipacious and 
welt lighted, above flairs are the council 
chaniber and other apartments. The cuf- 
tom-houfc is built of brick, with ftone archi- 
trave, fxizc and cornices, and is extremely 
well adapted for the different offices neceiBt- 
ry for fuch a ufefui edifice. The fifli-boufe, 
which is al(b on the quay, is a hand/bme, 
neat building, where the fiih are expofed to 
fate on ftone tables. The city gaol, near St. 
Patrick's^ gate,, is a flrong and neat ftrufture 
of hewn ftone. St. John's gate, which is 
ufed as the county gaol, is alfo a very ftrong 
but antient building. The free*fchool is 
a plain ftone edifice, well adapted for that, 
purpofc. There are alfo no inconfiderable 
number of private buildings, many of 
which are handfome and fpacious. The 
Mall is one of the pleafanteft walks that 
can be imagined, and ici much frequented. 
The quay is defervedly efteemed one of the 
handfomcft in Europe; the front is hewn 
ftone, is well paved, and in many places 
is 40 feet broad, and above half a mile in 
length. To it are five moles or piers, which 
ftretch forward into the fea. At the pier

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heads (hips of 500 ton may Joad and unload, 
and lie a-float. In the road before the quay^- 
it is between 4 and 5 fathom deep at 
low water, where 60 fail of fhips may ride 
with the greateft fafety, in clean ground and 
clear of each other.

Waterford Haven. Is fituated oH the con^ 
fines of Leinfter and Munfter, runs near 8- 
miles into the land, almoft in a ftraight line 
Qorth well, and of an equal breadth, and:' 
the haven being deep and clear and having: 
but few rocks, which are on the fides of the 
channel, render it very commodious and fafe 
for (hipping. Without thp harbour it is be- 
tween II and 12 fathom deep, and \n the 
mouth from 6 to 7 fathoms ; within the eaf- 
terly corner is a good road, in 4 or 5 fathoms, 
and on the weftcrly fide; five miles from the 
q)outh is another good road which is very 
commodious, particularly for ihips going 
to Waterford. This haven is diYided into 
two arms, which will admit (hipsiof large 
burthen ; efpecially the left which runs welt- 
ward to Waterford. The right arm is the 
mouth of the river Barrow, and runs in a 
diredtline to Rofi. At the weft end of 
E 4 Waterford 
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Witerford is a convenient place for gravfng 
and calking veffels, called from thence the 
graving bank. Near which is a commodious 
dry dock, properly fitted with ffood-gates, 
and is very convenient for the repairing and 
fitting out veffels, being i6o feet long, 48 
broad and 15 deep. The flood g^tc is 2 J 
feet in the clear, and is kept in good order. 
For the conveniency of veffels taking in 
water conduits are placed on the quay. No 
fliip is atlowed to load or unload in any other 
part of the harbour but at the quay of Wa- 
terford, unlefs by licence from the mayor; 
Thrs harbour lies iabout 8- leagues to the weft of 
the S. E. point of Ireland, its eaftern fliore is 
the county of Wexford, and at the eaftern 
point of the haven is HookeTower, about lOO 
feet high, which is now ufed as a light-houfe. 
On this point an eaft: by north and a weft by 
fohlh moon, makes high water on the fult 
and change days^' and the tide, in general, 
flows about thirteen feet. Hooke Tower is in 
latitude 52°. 2'. north, and longitude weft 
from London 7^15'. The point on which 
this tower ffands is ]dw, but it is an excel- 
lent mark^odiftinguidi thisharbour by* and 
"nay be feefn at a great diftance in clear wea- 
ber.

** religious men in great numbers abide 
'* there ; and thither holy men flock from 
" all parts of Ireland and England. The 
" city is built upon, the banks of a river, 
** formerly called Nem, but now Avon- 
" more." 

From the prefent appearance of the town 
of Lifmore, a traveller would hardly take 
it to have been an univerfity, bilhop's 
fee or much lefs a city. It at prefent con- 
fifts of the cathedral, the caftle, a free- 
fchool, an alnaa-houfe, and a few tolerable 
good houfes, which are all that remain of 
its antient luftre. The cathedral feems by 
its ftrufture to be of no great antiquity • 
the choir is neat, and the thrpne and pulpit 

are 
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are both well carvedv Stw Carthaghr found- 
ed an abbey of canon regulars here. The 
caftle was built by King John in iiS^, and 
in 1189 demoliflied by the Brifli, who took 
it by furprize. Being rebuilt it was for many 
years the refidence of the birtiops. At the 
breaking: out of the Iriftl rebellion. it was bc- 
fieged by 5000 Irifli, commanded by Sir 
Richard Belling, and was bravely defended- 
by Lord Broghill; fon of the Earl of Cork, 
who, by his conduft and bravery, obliged, 
the Irilh to raife the fiege. (See Lord Orre- 
ry's State Letters, vol. i. page 5. y 
. Lifmore Caftlfe is frtuated oa the verge of 
a hill, upwards of 60 feet perpendicular over 
the river Blackwater, whidi bold fituation, 
greatly affifted Lord Broghiir when it was 
befieged. His Letter to the Earl of Cork- 
on that, occafion, isasfdUows: 

** I have fent out my quarter-mafter to 
^ know the pofture of the enemy ; they 
*' were as I am informed by thofe who were 
**' in the adlioui 5000 ftrong, and well 
** armed ;. and that they intend to take- 
*' Lifmore. When I have received certain 
^' intelligence, if I am a tlnrd part of their 
*- number,, L will meet them ' to-morrow 
^'ifloming^ and give thenr one btow before 
*f they bcfiege us; if their numbers be fuch» 
^ that it will be more folly than valour, I: 

** vriU- 
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•^ will make good this place which I am in, 
** I tried one of the ordnances made at the 
*• forge and it held with two pound charge ; 
" fo that I will plant it upon the terras over 
** the river. My Lord, fear nothing for Lif- 
** more ; for if it be loft, it (hall be with 
" the life of him that b^gs your Lord-- 
** fhip*s blelfing and ftiles himfelf your 
" Lord(hip*smoft humble, moft obliged iind 
" moft dutiful fon and fervant, 

" BroghIll." 

This caftle commands many extenfive and 
deli^tful profpcAs. Ta the weft is a. fulF 
profpedt of the falmon fifhery, where the; 
wires are of a confiderable length, traverfing^ 
the river, the fides of which are beautifully 
• variegated with woods, lawns and corn fields j 
I from the eaft there is a profpedt of the river 
gliding down a vale near two mrfes to Cap- 
poquin. The entrance into the caftle isby 
an ancient avenue of treeis, over the gate are. 
the arms of the firft great Earl of Cork with 
this motto *' God'is Providence js our Inhe* 
ritance.'* He left r2d. per annum for the 
maintenance of a free-fchool and an alms- 
houfe here,^ as appears by his will in the Pre- 
rogative-office, Dublin- i condude the ac- 
count of Lifmor^ in which 1 have been rather 
more prolix, than the brevity of, niy trcatife 
admits of, in the following lines of a late 
celebrated Irilb Hiftorian,

Situated between Lifftiore and 
Cappoquin, is remarkable for a caftle built 
here in the reign of King, John ; near which 
is> large deer, park of upwards of ligz 
acr^s well inclofed^ ih the middle of which 
runs a vein^ of iron ore<, f / . , 

Toreen is feated on the weftiPf the river 
Blackwater, where there is a handfome man- 
fion houfe, with' a confiderable number of 
fine,clm trees. ^ ; 

Mocollop^ fituated ncar^he above is very 
mountainous. ... 

Araglin. Famous, for its iron worksi 
both for caft' and bar iron,- and lPor an an- 
tient caftle, as alfo for a romantic glin or 
grove of trees. 

Tallaghl 
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TaTIagh. This town was conftituted a 
borough town, in the loth year of James L 
at the requcft of the Ear! of Cork, who no- 
minated the fovercjgn and recorder. It is 
bounded on the weft by the barony of Kill- 
nataloon, in the county of Cork ; on the 
eaft by the parifh of Killwatermoy ; on the 
north by Lifmore and on the fouth by Cork. 
It is not a place of any defence, but in the 
rebelKon of 1641 a temporary entrenchment 
was caft up round it, and a garrifbn was 
maintained in it at the expence of the above 
mentioned nobleman/ Here area market 
houfe, a church, and a county goaF. Near 
this pface runs the river Bride, a beautiful 
ferpentine river, which by means of boats 
the inhabitants of this town are fupplied with 
provifions from Yooghall ^ »ear this are the 
ruins of two calftles. 

KiUcockan. Is bounded on the north and 
wfeft by Killwatermoy, on the fouth by 
Templemichell, and on the eaft by the river 
Kackwater, which at this place is of confi- 
derable breadth ; the fides of which are lof- 
ty hills, (haded with trees, which renders it 
a very beautiful landfcape, and a little lower 
the river forms a large bafon, called the 
Broad of Claftimore. 

Paflage. Is a fmall town about a mile 
from Waterford, fituatedlmder a hill which 
is exceeding fteep^ on the top of it the 
church is ereded. As the hill lies north and 
fouth they have but little of the fun after 

mid' day. 
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mid-day. Here are a good market houfe, and 
feveral handlbme houfes. There is a conve- 
nient mole for the fecurity of loading and diP- 
chargingveffels: 500 (hips may^wiihgreat fafe- 
ty, conveniently ride in the road. The river I 
of Rofs, which confifts of the Barrow and 
Nore, falls into the Suir two miles above the 
town. Thefe rivers have been fomctimes cal- 
led the Three Sifters. In failing up the river a 
flioal is to be avoided, called Seed's Bank, 
which lies off by a caftle about mid-way op* , 
pofite to the (hore, between Paffage and 
Cheek Point j but this is cafily avoided by 
the mariners taking the lead in going. The 
junftion of thefe rivers near Watertord iso£ 
infinite advantage to that city, for by their 
far extended and navigable branches they 
contribute greatly to the benefit of trade, 
particularly in this county. 

Carrickbeg. Is remarkable for an abbey 
of Francifcan Friars, founded by the Earl of 
Ormond in 1336. The fteeple is a very 
curious building, about 60 feet high, and 
rifcs from a fingle ftone like an inverted py* 
ramid, whofe point begins feveral feet from 
the ground. 

Curraghmore, Eight miles from Waterford, 
is the feat of the Earl of Tyrone, confiding 
of an elegant manfion, which is magnificent- 
ly finilhed and adorned with a great nun^er 
of capital paintings. The gardens are of 
confider^ble extent, laid out with peculiar 
tafte ; and near this feat is the church of 

Clonegam, 
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CJonegam, built by his Lordfhip, which is 
very fupL=rrbly decorated ; the floor is paved 
with marble and the altar- piece, pulpit and 
feats are of mahogany. Among the many 
friends of Ireland, his Lordftiip is moft con- 
fpicuous^ being a eonfiderabJe encourager of 
its manufaiStures. He is a conftant refident 
k Ireland, and a zealous aflertor of its rights 
and liberties. 

Ballynatray. Is feated on a broad part of 

the river Blackwater in this county. On the 

weft fide is the iftand of Molana, in which 

ate the remains of an abbey of regular Ca- 

a)ns, founded in the fixth century. Ray* 

BTiond le Gro{s, who bame over with King 

jHenry II. in 1172, and who, with Ea3 

iStrongbow, contributed fo much to the re- 

jduiSlron of Ireland, was buried here. To 

the eaft of Molana . there runs a ridge of 

'rocks for a confiderable way into the river^ 

jVhich being covered at high water, may, 

without great care, prove dangerous to fucb 

bbats as rcfort hither. Near Molana 30,000 

j acres of land were granted to Sir Walter 

Rawleigh in the year 1586. The lands in 

this neighbourhood are in general well culti* 

^ated, and abound with great quantities of 

Ibieftone. 

Dungaivan. This borough town is feated 
on Dungarvan Bay, yet it has little trade 
^cept in fi(hing. It has an anttent caftle 
*hich was vclted in the crown by aft of 

parliament 
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parliament of the 4th of Henry VHI. Tfife' 
noble family of Boyle Eart of Cork derives- 
the trtle of Vifcount from this town. It i^ 
^Z miles fouth weft of Waterfoid* and 74.' 
from Dublin. The lands near this town arc 
well cuttivated, efpecially thofe that lie con-- 
tiguous to the harbour, the fides of the hilh- 
being tilled to the top on the north fide, but 
the fouth is moftly bog, except a few tradls- 
near the fea. The fertility of thefe hills are ; 
in a great meafiire owing to the ex-' 
cellent manure of fea (bells, &rc. taken up 
in the harbour; tlie lands manured in this- 
manner produce wheat, oats, barlisy and 
potatoes in confiderable qiwntities. For aa 
account of the virtue ot fearfhellfr ufcd as 
manure, I refer the curious reader to Row-- 
kind's Mona Antiqui, or Syftem of Agri- ' 
culture, printed in 1769. This town was an* i 
tiently called Achad-Garbain, from St. Gar- I 
bain, who founded an abbey of CanonS' , 
here in the 7th century. Dungarvan is- 1 
bounded on the north by Killgobinet, on- 
the fouth by AixltTioFe, on the weft by 
Whitchurch, and on^ the eaft by the ocean. 
This town is enclofed witba (tone wall, and= 
was formerly defended with towers and baf- 1 
tions at each angle, and the gates with- I 
guard- houfes, many of which ftill remain. , 
The town was incorporated by aft of parlia* 
mentin H&g-, which recites that ** as the 
^ feigntoryc^ Dungarvan was the moft great 

!* and 
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** and antient hor\our belonging to the King 
^* in IrelancJ, which throii^ war, &c. was 
^' for die nioft part dellroyed, it is provided 
/' that the pprtrieveand commonsof the faid 
" town, their heirs, &c. may enjoy all 
.** ms^nnerof free gifts, cuftoms, &:c. asthe 
, ** inhabitants of the honpurable manor of 
*' Clare in England (Stoke-Clare from 
** whenoe -the Dukes of Qarence derived 
;'^' their titles) and as the -mayor and cora- 
^' monsof Briftol." (Tbecity of Dqb|lin was 
cgranted by Henry IL in the fame manner 
"io thoife who attended him to Ireland, who 
ivere to enjoy the fame previleges as the 
citizens of BriftoK) ** have done; the pro- 
, •' fits to go to the f-eparation of the walk, 
; ** &c. under the furvey of the Earl of Det- 
; ** mond." In Dungarvan is a feffions houfe 
\md a market houfe, and the town is plea- 
iantly fituated, the fea flowing up to the 
, town walls, and on the north fide is a com- 
modious Qyay. There are a number of 
good houfes, and is much frequented in the 
fcafon for bathing. In the vicinity of this 
town are great quantities of ftiff yellow clay 
^f great ufe to potters. 

Dungiirvan Harbour* As to this harbour 
I a great number of veffels refort, I (hall 
' tnention fuch diredions as may be of utility 
.'to mariners. In failing up into this harbour, 
the eaftern fliore is to kept been board till 
you open Bally voil Head between two 
Jioufes, which you will do by failing about a 

mile 
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mile up north weft by the common compafi^ 
then a due weft courfe will bring you clear 
of the Spit : the proper marks to be obfrrvecj 
are, to keep the church and a high gable end 
wah, on the weft of the church open to youi 
view. Another mark for veflels to kno\if 
when they are off' the point of the Spit, istd 
bring a fmall houfe with a chimney and M 
large glin in the mountain behind, about a 
mile to the north up the country, into cm 
point of view ; thefe marks well obferved will 
bring a veflel fafe into the harbour. The 
eaft entrance of this harbour is formed by 
Ballynacourty Point, as does a promonto/yl 
called Helvoeck Head, (>yhich is very hi^ 
and has a fmall ifland at its extremity) th^ 
weft fide. In the middle of this open, liei 
a large rbck called the Black Rock, which ii 
never covered at the higheft fprings ; andofl 
the eaft point of the harbour lie a ledge of 
rocks, the outermoft of which is always 
above water, and therefore not dangerous. 
At loweft tides between thefe rocks there arc 
above thirty feet water, and moil veflels 
bound inta the harbour fail in between 
them. There is good anchorage between 
the Black Rock and Helvoeck Head, as id 
alfo "between the rock and the czm 
point. The former is called the Broad 
Sound, where in clear fandy ground there is 
between 5 and 6 fathom water. Near the 
Head is a good road rn foutherly or foutfc 
weft winds. Veflels waiting for a tide gene-j 

lally' 
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rally bring to, either in the broad found or 
between the Black Rock and Ballynacourty 
I Point. In many peaces in this harbour (hips 
I may lie afloat at low water ; for this is pro- 
i perly fpeaking but a fide harbour, though 
► in bad weather veffels of great burthen may 
) come in fo far at low water as behind Bally- 
\ nacourty Point, and thereby fecure them- 
i felves from danger. 

I Ardmore. It was antiently an epifcopal 
i fee, erected by St.Declan about the year 
* 448. There are the remains of two churches 
here, as alfo a ftone called after that faint, 
at which it is faid many mirades have been 
I wrought. Near this is one of thofe round 
) towers, mentiol[^ed in the courfe of this 
I work i It is 100 feet high, built of hewn 

I ftone, and (uppofed to have been a belfrey, 
or fteeple. This village was antiently a 
Danifli fettlement, of which evident marks 
\ are ftill to be feen, as circular entrenchments, 
, .&c. as in the county of Louth. The land 
near Ardmore, efpecially adjoining the fea, is 
i tolerably good, affording plenty of corn and 
I pafture. On the mountains are large trafts 
; for pafture, which are generally well ftocked 
I with black cattle. 

Ardmore Bay. Is formed by the jutting 
^ out of Ardmore Head, which is a bold, high 
\ promontory well known to mariners. A lit- 
t tie to the call of it (lands the high round 
i tower of Ardmore, which is an excellent 

land 
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land mark. This is a good road for wef- 
terly wind^ in feven or eight fathom water. 
There is an inward point of land to the weft 
of Ardmore Head, called Ardigna Head, 
which forms the eaft part of a fmall bay, 
called Whitling Bay, to which fiihing boats 
only refort. The weft point of this bay is 
called Cabbin Point, and half a league more 
to the weft is Black Ball, a low head land, 
which forms the eaft entrance of the harbour 
pf Youghall. 

AiFane. Situated on the weft fide of the 
Black Water river, is famous for producing 
the beft cherries in Ireland, they were firft 
planted here by Sir Walter Rawleigh, who 
brought them from the Canary Iflarids. 

CouNTV of Tipperary. 
This county is divided into fourteen baro- 
nies, in which are feveral market towns and 
borough's, and contains 600,000 Irifti plan- 
tation acres, about 16,000 houfes, and 147 
parifhes. I he north part of it is moun- 
tainous, and terminates in a row of i z 
mountains which are reckoned the higheft in 
this kingdom j but in the fouth part the foil 
is exceeding fertile, producing great plenty 
of corn, and pafture for the numerous 
herds of cattle and flocks of ftieep which arc 
reared here. The river Suir runs through 
the whole length of this county, from north 
to fcuih. It is bounded by the county of

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Limerick a-nd the river Shannon on the wcft^ 
on the eaft by the county of K'lkenny* 
on the fouth by the counties of Cork and 
Waterford, and on the north and north eaft 
ly the King's County and the territory of 
the antient O'CarroIs. It fends 8 members 
i to parliament, viz. two for the county and 
two for 

Calhel, Fethard, 

Clonmel, ThUiles. 

At a place in this county called the Devil's 
Bit, in 1692, was dug up a golden cap or 
crown, which weighed 8 ounces, the border 
and the head raifed in chafe work ; though 
the antient Irilh authors make no mention of 
the ceremony of crowning their Kings, ex- 
cept one of the family of 0*Donnel. The 
King (O'Donnel) being feated on the fummit 
of a hill, furrounded by the principal nobi- 
lity and gentry, when one of the chief of 
them advancing towards him, prefented him 
with a ftraight white wand, faying-» Receive, 
O King, the command of thine own 
country, and diftribute juftice imparrially 
among thy fubjeds. This ceremony being 
performed in the open air, refemblcs the 
manner u fed by the antient Saxon Kings of 
England ; but as to the. form of the crown, 
it is not certainly known, bat in all probabi- 
lity each king wore one ajCcording to his 
fancy. 

Caihel, City of. Is fituated 80 miles 
fouth weft of Dublin, and 15 north weft of 

Vol. II. F' Clonmel. 
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•Clonmel. The antiquity of this city is very 
great, and well deferving the attention of 
thofe who may be travelling in this county. 
It appears by uncontrovertible authority 
that in the reign of Turlough II. King of 
Ireland, anno 1134, the church of Cormac 
in this city was confecrated with great folem- 
nity, the principal clergy and nobility being 
prefent. It. is built of Irifti oak in the Go- 
thic order. The prefent archbiftiop of 
Calhel and primate of Muhfler, is Dr. Agar. 
This.city is governed by a mayor, recorder 
and bailiffs, and fends two members to par- 
liament. The antient cithedral ftands with- 
out the city upon an eminence, from whence 
there is -a moft delightful and extenfive prof- 
peift. In afcending to it is (hewn a great 
ftone, at which formerly every new King of 
Munfter ufed to be proclaimed. The city is 
now in a very declining (late. It was made 
the fee of an archbilhop by Pope Eugenius 
III. It gives the title of vifcount to the noble 
family of Bulkley. 

Clonmel. In the vicinity of this town arc 
found large quantities of tobacco pipe clay, 
which is of a peculiar fine nature, and con- 
fiderable numbers of barrels of it are fre- 
quently exported into Staffordlhire, and 
fome fent to Dublin, for the purpofe <^ 
makbg arid manufaduring the fine 
yellow ware known by the name of Paris 
ware; I have feen dirties, jugs, cups and 
Xaucers made of it. It is turned in a lath 

very 
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very eafily, and before it is burnt, is of a 
fine light brown colour. It is faid there is 
to be met with it fome fuller'^ earth. 
This town has a market, is borough and a 
port town. It is governed by a mayor, re*- 
corder, &c. and two troops of horfe are here 
quartered. Long. 9. 37. lat. 52. 51. It 
ftands on the borders of the county of Wa- 
terford, and on the banks of the Sulr. The 
town is very populous, the houfes neat, and 
hath a ftrong gaol and a handfome court 
houfe, being the county town. It was be- 
fieged by Cromwell, when the archbilhop, 
in attempting to raife the fiege, wa^ taken 
by Cromwell and hanged. 

Near this town was the antient territory of 
the Defii,. fo often mentioned by the Hifto- 
rians of antiquity. See Smith's Hiftory of 
Waterford. 

Tipperary. Though it was formerly a 
confiderable market, and the chief town 
which gave name to the county, yet it is at 
prefent of little note. The principal manu- 
facture is handle cloth, and doulafs and 
fheetings, and the weavers are fo very folici- 
tous in improving thofe branches in this, 
county, that they equal any imported from 
Ruffia or Germany. 

Carrick, commonly called Carrick-on- 
Suir. The Dukes of Ormond had a fine 
feat and a Park here. It contains a barrack 
for a troop of horfe. It gave the title of 
Earl to the Dukes of Ormond, who werede- 
F 2 fcended 
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fee nded frorr a fifter of Thomas ^ Becketj 
Brchbifhop of Canterbury. At the acceffion 
of George I. the laft Puke was attainted of 
high treafon ajid died abroad. This family 
'had great prerogatives and privileges granted 
fhem in this county by King Edward III. 
In this town very fine ratteens are made. If i 
the wool could be prevented from being i 
'fmoggled into France it would be of great i 
advantage. Wool was exported by the 
Englifli to Flanders and imported back ma- 
iiufa<ftured, before the reign of Edward 111. 
but that prince perceiving what a vaft lofs 
fuch a trade was to Englanc}, invited over a , 
number of Flemings, and encouraged them 
by many privileges to fettle there^ which 
was produdtiveof many confiderable advan- 
tages to that kingdom and determined the 
ballance of trade in favour of the Eng- 
lifli, in their woollen and filken manufadtue, 
which to this day is fuperior to that of , 
France. By the fame means the Englilk 
paper rivals both the Dutch and French in 
colour, and in the.inanu^afture of hats they 
alfo greatly excel them, for at Wandfwortli, \ 
-near London, great numbers of them are 
made, which for finenefs and colour are fo 
much efteemed that many are fent to Rome 
^or the Cardinals. 

Glogheen. Though it is but a fmall town,^et 
owing to the induftry and fpirit of the inhabi- 
tants, who have eftabliflierl the manufadlurc 
of flicctings in imitation of the Ruflia and 

doulaft 
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doiiT.ifs that require bleaching, there is no 
dbubt bur it will increafe rn its trade. Tlie 
yarn nfed in doulafs may be turned into- 
drabs, twilled like ftttin, 28^ inches wide^, 
irnuating the Ruflia, with much greater 
advantage to the country. 

Tliurles. Is feated on the river Suir, and 
b a fmall place. 

Nenagh. Is alfo an inconfiderable place; 

In- this county was a diftridl called, the 
Holy Crofs, on account of a piece of Chr id's- 
Crofs that was faid to be preferved there. 
Here was formerly an abbey, which for the 
foregoing, reafon, was much frequented and 
held in great veneration by the Roman Ca- 
tholics. 

Fethard; Is a parliamentary borough. 

Burrafakean. A fmall village. 

Emiy, or Awn. Was a Bifhop's See 
pnited to Cafliel, fince 1^8.. It ftands on 
the river Glafbn, and was formerly very po- 
pulous and gave the title of Vifcount to the 
family of Fairfax. 

Rofcrea, Silvermines,. Cullen, and Cahir 
are of little note. 

B O G s. 

There is a bog of very confiderable extent 
in this county called Monely Bog. Very 
great encouragement has been given for the 
culture of manured hemp, for which this 
part of the county of Tipperary is peculiarly 
F 3 fuited, 
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lot CURIOSITIES OF ^ 
fuited, as is done in great quantities in the 
fenny parts of Lincolnfhire to very great ad- 
vantage, which were it more encouraged 
here, the navy of Great Britain might be 
fupplied with it. One principal reafon why I 
fo many bogs are fuffered to lie wafle in this 
as well as in many other parts of Ireland, is, \ 
that almoft every farmer that takes a houfe j 
in the country villages is to be accommodated 
with bog for turf cutting. This muft lie 
wafte till each tenant can cut bis own turf; 
but where there is a number of tenants they 
generally fix on a day for that purpofc, that 
each may yearly have his (hare, 

CURIOSITIES, &c. 

In the County of Cork, is met a fi(h cal- 
led the Angel Fiih, from its two anterior 
fins refembling wings; it is about 44 inches 
long, and 40 broad at the broadeft part. la 
this county it is cut in pieces and fold in the 
markets. Wiltughby in his Hiftoria Pifcium, 
fays, its flelh is hard and unfavoury. The 
ikin is very rough and fervcs for polifliing 
ivory, &c. 

Among other curiofuies which abound m 
Ireland, are the caverns in this provipce, 
about fix miles weft from Cork, on the eaft 
fide of the river Bride. Thofe fubterrane* 
ous caverns are compofed of great pillars 
fupporting large arches of limeftone rocks. 
They extend near four miles, but the diffi- 
culty 
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calty of accefs to the moft interior parts of 
them deters many from viewing them ; yet 
thofe who do are amply compenfated for 
their trouble, by beholding^ fcenes truly 
graiid and noble. About a mile from the 
entrance there exhibits a cave about ten feet 
high, the top and fides of which are fo 
fmooth, as if poliflied by the hands of work- 
men, and therefore appears like the work of 
art J but it is beyond a doubt the work of 
nature; and this confideration, therefore^; 
induces great numbers to refort to thefe curi*- 
ous cavernSi' 

Artificial and Natural Productions;. 

At Aghada, near Youghall, in the county 
of Cork, is growing a tree called the Blad- 
der Nut tree, or the Nux Vefficaria or 
StajAilodendron of Parkinfon,. being fo cal-- 
led from a nut inclofed in a hu(k or flcin 
refembling a bladder. And another, the 
Arbor Vitae of Gerrard, being fifteen inches 
in diameter, and near thirty fiset high. A 
handful of the leaves boiled in ale, is a fpe- 
cific for the gravel. 

The following being poifonous I have par- 
ticularized them as a^ caution, viz. Marfli 
Marygold, Hemlock, Cow-weed, Marlh- 
pennywort, Great Hellebore, Common 
Henbane, Dwarf Laurel, Cherry Bay, 
Hemlock Dropwort Hibernice, Yellow 
horned Poppy, Red Rattle, Water Hem^ 
F 4 lock, 
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lock, Biitter-wort ^r Yorkfhire Saniclcv. 
Spear-wort, Water Crowfoot, Sundew, 
Nightfliade, and the Yew Tree, the poifon- 
ous. quality of which has been exp^^rienced 
by cattle eating of the branches in the gar- 
den of Ballymacodo, near the town of 
Yx)ughan, after which they fuddenly died. 

Rivers and Lakes or Loughs. 

Rivers. The Shannon which is the great- 
eft and moft beautiful river in Ireland, runs 
through the county of Limerick dividing it 
from the county of Clare, and dividing 
Clare from Kerry, difengages itfelf into the 
Shannon mouth. Four mile water, in the 
county of Cork, runs into Dunmanna Bay y 
Lamfalen and Curloom, in the fame county 
runs into Bantry Bay. The Lee, in the 
fame county, runs through the city into* 
Cork harbour. Mayallagh, in the fame 
county, runs into Baltimore bay. Black, 
Water runs through tlie fame county and 
into the bay of YoughalK TheSuir in the 
county of Tipperary, runs through Water- 
ford into the fea. In the county of Kerry 
is Kilmare river. Brick and Cara •^ Cafhin 
runs into the Shannon mouth ; Flerti and 
Mang into Caftlemain bay ; and the Inny 
and Fertin into Valentia bay. 

Loughs. Lough Lean, the celebrated 
lough near Killarney, Lough Greane, and 
Lough Kerry, all in the county of Kerry* 
But that which particularly deferves the at- 
tention

rention of the curious jn the wonderful 
works of nature is the celebrated Lake of 
KiHarney commonly called Lough Lean,, 
near Killarney. If more attention \waspai4 
to Inland navigation^ it would be produdivc; 
of infinite advantage to Ireland •, for the many 
navigable Canals from one river to another 
in Holland, and their happy fituation on the 
Rhine, the Maes and the Scheld, are cer-? 
taihly the greateft advantage to them ; an4' 
jt is more than probable that when the Grand 
Canal from. the Shannon mouth to Dublin isi 
finifhed, very great benefits will accrue to the 
trade of Ireland. In tlie Unfced Provinces of 
die Netherlands there is but a fm^ll extent 
of land, yet as the inhabitanis^re fo remark- 
ably induftrious, it is rather an adv^antage 
than a lofs to them ; and jhey wt only fup-» 
ply their own warns, but alfo -many articles 
of luxury. It is allowed that in their for(^s, 
their parks and their gardeas, they are "en- 
abled to furniiJi the neceflaries of life to many 
other couQ tries, who,deipjen4€iit on their layge 
domains, never feck farther; to fupply them-» 
feJves but from thek neighjDpurs. But the 
Dutch ha.ving no fuch dependence impprt ail 
at the beft hands from abroad ; and as they 
fceepconfiderable quantities of (lores of every 
kind always on hand, they are thereby en- 
abled to fupply the reft of Europe with ne- 
ceflarie$, and in n^any cafes exa<dt what price 
for them they think proper, which renders 
them ^he richeft republic in the world ; be-- 
F 5 fides 
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fides their being fituated fo near Germany, 
whence they are fupplied with foldiers, fer- 
vants and other people at their pleafure : and 
this has taifed their great and extenfive fifli- 
eries by which they gain immenfe wealth; 
The Dutch make ufeof thequickeft engines 
for difpatch, for they have contrived mills 
to do almoft every thing ; to faw and bore 
timber, engines to drain and water their 
lands and quench their fires ; looms to weave 
many pieces of ribbon and tape at once, 
&c. &c. 

Bay s, &c. 
On the fea coaft of the county of Water- 
ford are the following Bays and Head lands, 
bcfides thofe already mentioned. From 
Great Newtown head, weft of Tramore bay, 
lis D6n IQt bay, Kilmurine bay, Donbrattin 
bay, &c. which extend near two miles 
weft, between which it is for the moft part 
an iron coaft. Bon Mahon bay is formed by 
the river Mahon difcharging itfelf here. 
Near this bay is Whiting head, which is 
very fteep. To the weft of this head is a 
ftupendous fquare rock having a flat furface 
on the top, and is about loo feet high, and 
almoft perpendicular. From Whitinghcad 
to Bally voil head for about a league and 
a half the coaft continues high and rocky • 
between thefe heads is the Cove of Strad- 
bally. This is a kind of a ftiingly fliore^ 
but the coaft in general is very bold. Near 

this 
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this pkce the coaft inclines to the fouthward. 
Clonea Bay is between Balivoil head and 
Dungarvan bay. It is deep and broad, but 
is fandy, and has a bar at its entrance which 
is dry at low water. It derives its name from 
a caftle ftanding a little within .this bay. From 
Helvoet head on the eaft of Dungarvan har- 
bour to Mine head, which is about a league, 
the coaft of this county inclines more to 
the fouth, being all high and rocky ; be- 
tween thefe is the fmall bay of Mugworth 
principally, ufed for boats. Mine head takes 
its name from latge quantities of Iron Ore 
in the adjacent mountains, and from hence 
to Ardmore bay the coaft runs in more to 
the weftward: 

County of Waterford. In approaching 
the fea coafts of this county there are the 
highlands of Dungarvan and thofe of Cap* 
jJoquin, called Knock-mele-down, and the 
Cumeraghs, ftiled in the charts Kilgobonet 
hills, which are feen feveral leagues at fea. 
There is iilfo:thehigh mountain of Slinemaa 
which is obferved by mariners (for whofc in- 
fomiation thefe particulars are recited from 
authentic writers) on the eaftern coaft of this 
county, off the harbour of Waterford, 
which mountain is in the county of Tippe- 
rary. Between Dungarvan and Youghall, 
about midway is a yey high land, named in 
the charts Sleivegrine, but appearsto be but 
lowlands when viewed at a diftance. When 
the highlands of CappoquinorKnock-mele- 

down 
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down appear at fea bearing N. N. W. and 
ftiips fail right in with it, they will then fall 
in with the harbour of Dungarvan. , When 
it bears north and fhips fall in with the coaft^ 
they then come into the harbour of Youghall. 
Being N. N. E. they then fall in with Cork, 
but when it is N. W. and fo run in, they 
fall in with Waterford harbour. 

Slade Bay. Is about a mile from Hooke 
Tower^ N. E. on the eaftern point of Wa- 
terford hwbour. It is foul ground. The 
bed anchoring place in it is found by bring- 
ing the pier head and caftle in one, oppolite 
to a (lone wall extended to the fea (hore, 
where there is clear fendy ground and about 
5 fathom water. An eaft by north and weft 
by fouth moon, makes high water on full 
and change days; and in the piet it then or- 
dinarily flows thirteen feet. 

Credan Head Bay. A league from Wa- 
terford harbour. It is a good road in nor- 
therly winds, and great freflies of the river, 
and in it near the land are from 20 to 30 
feet water. Credan head is pretty high, and 
runs elbowing out from the weft fide of that 
harbour about a mile, forming the bay fo 
called, on its fouth fide. 

Dunmore Bay, or Whitehoufc Bay. Is 
about two miles to the S. S, E. or without 
Credan Head. It is frequented only by boats j 
there is about 18 feet water. 

Tranjore Bay. ' Lies about four miles weft 
of Waterford harbour, between which there 

is 
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IS an out-point called Swine*s head, with a 
ridge of rocks running out from it ; from 
this point to the eaft.head of Trarnore bay, 
the land forms a kind of bay^ The (hore 
is deep and rocky. The eaft entrance in 
the bay of Trarnore is founded by Horf- 
lep or Brovvnftown head, and the weft by 
Great Newtown head, which are about two 
miles afundcr. When the wind is blowing 
hard from S. S; E. to S. S. W. there tumbles 
in a heavy Sea, which joined to a great in-, 
draught towards that part of this bay, called 
Rhincfhark harbour, into which the tide fets 
with confiderable force, and renders it im- 
poffible for embayed (hips to weather the 
heads. On the eaft and weft fides, as well 
as almoft the whole bay, the ground is foul 
and rocky, and cables are frequently cut. 
In this diftrefs, fuch as cannot get to 
Rhineftiark, ought, if poffible, to en- 
deavour to run aftiore near the neck or 
narroweft part of thelfthmusof Tramore; 
or from the middle oi the Ifthmus towards 
its neck wefterly; but the nearer the neck 
towards Tramore town the better, where on 
a loofe ftony beach the water flows to a great 
height by which many ftiips have been faved. 
Between the middle of the Ifthnpus to the 
eaftern point it is all fandy ground ; the tide 
is long approaching the (hore, and there 
flows very little, and many veflTels have been 
involved in the midft of great breakers. 
Tramore bay ought carefully therefore to be 

avoided 
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avoided. When Hooke Tower could not be 
feen in haey weather, it has been miftaken 
for the harbour of Waterford, to. the great 
k>fs of many (hips and lives. 

It is neceflary to be obferved by mariners 
in order to avoid danger, that at Rhinefliark 
harbour, which lies on the eaft fide of the 
above bay, the eaftern fhore is to be kept 
very clofeon board, and being near the bar 
point, fail over the bar rock, where lat the 
loweft ebb in fprings there are two feet wa- 
ter; it is flat and about 50 feet long: this 
muft be done to avoid the Spit, which is a 
Ihifting fand. At loweft ebb in fprings, this 
channel has fronfi 3 to 9 feet water ; and 
at low water on either fide the fliore it is 
fteep for near three tjuarters of a mile, 
where a veffel may fafely anchor. &^ 
Doyle's. Chart of this Hariour.. 
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IS bounded on the eaft by St. George's 
Channel, on the weft by the north ocean, 
on the north by the weftern ocean, on the 
fouth by the province of Leinfter, and on 
the fouth weft by Connaught.

It is about ii6 miles in length,- and loo 
in breadth, and contains 2,03i,cxx> Irifh 
plantation acres, about 115,540 Houfes, 
365 parifties, 55 baronies, and 29 boroughs; 
the principal rivers are the Bann, Lough- 
Foyle, Ncwry Water, Swilly and the 
Maine. Throughout this province are many 
lakes which in general are very deep and 

yidd 
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yield plenty of Salmon and other kinds of 
fi(h. Ulfter was formerly the principal feat 
of the rebellions of Tyrone and Tyrconnel, 
who in the reign of James I. entered into 
a confpiracy with Lord Maguire, O'Cahan, 
Lord Delvin,. and almofl: all the principal 
people in this country, in order to furprize the 
caftle of Dublin, cut off the Lord Deputy 
and council, dilfolve the (late and fet up a 
government of their own. The difcovery 
of their inteations was by a letter dropt by 
Owen 0*Connolly in the council chamber, 
whereupon fome of the confpirators were 
taken, and the reft difperfed* The whole 
kingdom was alarmed w4th this plot, and 
the more fo, as one in England was previ* 
oufly difcovered of the gun powder treafon. 
It appears by an inquifition taken in 1608, 
that Lord Delvin was arretted and comrtiit- 
ted to the Caftle of Dublin,, pro diverp 
feeler atiffimis et nequiffimus prod'ttionibus con- 
tra dominum regenty coronam et dignitates 
fuaSy per ipfum Ricbardum Nugent ^ baronem 
de Delvifiy perpetratisy fays the inqui- 
fition ; but he was fuffered to efcape. James ' 
^ I. and Charles I. refolved to eftablilh in Ul- 
fter a plantation of Britifli fubjedts, in con- 
fequence whereof furveys were made, and 
great encouragements offered by the Eng* 
lifh government to fettlers, and the land 
rated at 6s. 8d. for every 60 acres ; this in- 
duced the city of London and fome of their 
principal trading companies to fend over fur- 

veyors, 
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Teyors and agreed to take the fame ; and at 
this timeLondonderry belonged to theEngHfh 
adventurers, who were incorporated by the 
name of " The Society/ of the Governors 
and AiHftants of London of the New Plan- 
tation of Ulfter, in the Realm of Iieland.*' 
Free-fchools have been endowed by King 
James I. in the counties of Armagh,. Ty- 
rone^ Derry, Cavan and Fermanagh^ and 
lands of corifiderible value were appro- 
priated for their fupport ; the great advan- 
tages of thefe feminaries for the education of 
poor children are too obvious to need enu" 
merating.. The fouthern parts of Ulfter, 
are fertile, rich meadow, well cultivated and 
enclofed, but the greater part of the nor- 
thern is open and mountainous. So much 
has this province been improved that the 
towns now are in general the neateft and beft 
built of any in Ireland, as well as the many 
farm houfes in the country. The inhabi- 
tants being moftly defccnded from the Eng- 
lirti, they, in their manners and cuftoms, as 
well as dialed, more refemble tbem» than 
in any of the other three provinces* 

The Scots that fettled in Britain under 
Fergus are llippofed by fome to have been 
tranlplanted from this part of Ireland. 
This province had formerly petty kings of 
its own, and was firft fubjeded to the Eng- 
lifti in the reign of Henry IL by John de 
Courcy, the firft who bore the title of Earl of 

Ulfter, 
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Ulfter, but was not entirely under tlie go- 
vernment of England ti]l the Reign of JameS' 
L Ulfter includes .within itfelf by far the 
greateft part of the linen manufadory, the 
beft branch of trade in the kingdom ; they 
have confequently the greateft intercourse 
with England. This manufacture is- under 
the diredion of truftees. 

County of DdNECAU 
The County of Donegal, fometimes calledr 
Tyrconnel, is bounded by tlie fea on the 
north and weft, by the bay of Donegal and 
the county of Fermanagh on the fouth, the 
counties of Londonderry, Tyrone and part ; 
of Fermanagh on the eaft ; from fouth eafc 
to north weft its greateft length is 64 mile» 
and its breadth ^5. It contains 5 baronies, 
and about 630,000 acres. The air is very 
good and the foil fertile, the boggy grounds 
having lately been drained and improved by 
Ihells brought from the fea ftiore and fprcaA 
upon them as manure*. This county fends 
iz members to parliament,, and gives the

Donegal. This town has a good market 
ind is a borough town, fituated on a bay of 
that name, diftant from Dublin, 100 miles 
north weft.

Donegal Bay. Lies 10 miles to the eaft 
of Killybegs and is very wide and fpacious^ 
but in the entrance greatly incumbered with 
flielves, fands and rocks, fo that the utmoft 
care is requifite in the pilot, in entering this 
port. . 

St. John's town. This is a fmall town, 
and is fituated on the river Foyle to the 
iiorth weft of Derry. 

If flax was raifed near thiSv part of the 
province it would be attended with great ad- 
vantage ; for from a negleft of raifing it, 
^e are under thQ neceflity of importing 
yearly large quantities of it, and to depend 
vipon other countries for the primum of a 
ttianufa<5lure of fo much importance to 
Ireland. 

Killybegs Harbour. On the weft fide of 
the county of Donegal lies this harbour, 
^hich has a large and bold opening to the 
fea, on the foutl^ has a depth of water from

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five to eight fathom, and is foacious enougfr 
to contain a large fleet, and (hips of the , 
greateft burthens can make it at any time of J 
the tide, and when entered are fecnred frofn 
the mod: violent hurricanes, it being defend- 
ed within by the (helter of very high lands 
which fitrround ir. It is about 14 miles- 
weft from Donegal bay* 

LifFord., This town gives the title of ba-. 
ron to the prefent Lord Chancellor of Ire- 
land. It is fituated on the river Foyle. 

Letterkenny. Is a fmall place of incon* 
fiderable trade ; adjacent i» a handfome feat 
belonging to Richard Jackfon, Efq; 

Ball>(hannon. Is fituated on the banfo^ 
of the river that iflues from the Lake di 
Lough Erne. The trade of this town is not! 
very confiderable, but it is pretty weH inha- 
bited, 1 here is a Cilraon. fiflaery adjacent^ 
the property of the Earl of Donegal. The 
Salmon Leap is worthy the obfervation of 
the curious traveller. 

Raphoe. A (mall vilFage. 

Rathmullen. This is a fmall place, but 
has a good harbour on the fea coaft. 

Rathmelton, and Buncranagh. Alfo in- 
•confiderable, cither with lefpedt to trade of 
other circumftances. 

Lakes or Lovghs. 
Lough Derg^ A celebrated Lake, in^ 
which is an ifland muchfrequentedby thofe 
of the Roman Catholic profelfion, on ac- 
count 
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count of a cell called St. Patriclc^s purgatoryt 
in which the pilgrims are confined after go- 
ing through a courfe of fafting, &c. for 24 
hours. This cell is very fmall and dark, and 
is fttuated 24 milee fouth weft of London- 
derry. 

County of 'Derky (by fome called London* 
derry.) 
County of ^Londonderry is bounded on 
the north by the fea, by Donegal on the 
fouth, Antrim on the eaft, and Tyrone or 
tfce weft. This county was efcbeatcd to the 
crown of England by the rebellion and at- 
tainder of O'Neile, in the reign of Jaraes I. 
The Englilh government mstking very ad- 
vantageous offers to the city of London to 
uiduce them to eftablifli plantations of Bri- 
fifli fubjedls here. The following compa- 
wcs accordingly taking confiderable quanti- 
ties of land here, are to this day polTcfled 
of the.'greateft part of the county, \\z.

i)e ; the chief exports of Ireland confiding

The county of Londonderry appears by 
furvey to contain 251,510 Irifli plantation 
acres, 13,490 houfes, 38 pariihes, 4 baro- 
nies and 3 boroughs, and returns 8 members 
to parliament. 

The chief towns in fliis county are five, 
viz. 

Derry, commonly Newtown Limavady^ 
called London- Magherafelt, 
derry, Ballinderry. 

Cblerain, 
Londonderry. A city and the capital of 
the county, is fituated 104 miles north weft 
from Dublin, 50 from Carrickfergus on 
the weft, and 5 fouth from the lake or bay 
of Loughfoyle, and isfeated near the mouth 
of the river Mourn. This city is very neat and 
compadt, with a complete harbour : it has 
two principal ftreets which croft each other, 
well paved, and the houfes in general are 
built with free-ftone. It has a fchool and a 
market place, alfo a handfome church which 
was built at the expence of the companies of 
London who fettled here in the reign of 
James L and laid out the town and encom- 
paffed it with a wall 24 feet high and 6 feet 
thick, having 4 gates in breadth zo feet. 

It 
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It is battlemented and has two draw bridges. 
The bulwarks arc very large and fit for 
rhounting cannons, and the ramparts within 
the city are twelve feet thick of earth ; this 
great ftrength enabled them to bear three 
lieges ; firft in 1641, fecond in 1649, and 
the third from December i688» to 
July 1689, during which near 600 bombs 
were thrown into the town by the forces of t 
King James II. and at a time whe-n he was 
in poifeffion of almoft all the reft of the 
kfngdom. The citizens behaved with the 
greateft intrepidity, and having loft all their 
principal commanding officers, they put 
themfelves under ihe dtredion of the Rev. ' 
Mr. Walker, who by his bravery and con- | 
dtift obliged King James to raife the fiegc ' 
on 'the 28th of July 1689, which day is at 
prefent obferved throughout Ireland with 
rejoicings and other demonftrations of joy, 
in commemoration of their great deliverance^ 
and a view of the fi ge with a reprefentation 
of the Rev. Mr. Walker and his aflbciates 
are wrought in curious tapeftry of the 
richeft colours ^ aixl to perpetuate the me- 
iijory of that event to fucceeding ages, it is 
€reded in theHoufe of Lords of Ireland at 
the expence of parliament. The fituation 
of Londonderry is fo extreme north and fo 
near to Scotland that they are in fight of 
each other's coafts. This city has a very 
good port to which (hips of the greateft bur- 
then have accefs and a confiderablc trade, 

and 
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and though the town is fituated twenty miles 
up the river, yet many large (hips can come 
up to the quay, where there is about five fa- 
thom water. The whole ground plot of the 
lake which almoft furrounds this city and its 
liberties is the property of and belongs to 
twelve companies in London. 

It is at prefent well fortified with a ftrong 
wall, befides outworks and along the banks 
of the river are a fort and feveral caftlcjs. The 
houfes are well built, and the town is as 
clean and as handfome as any in Ireland, and 
is very convenient for commerce, both forpign 
and domeftic, and if the trade of Ireland, 
was freed from the reflriftions it at pre- 
fent in forae meafure fuftains, it would be 
foon a very flourifhing and wealthy city. 
The trade is now confiderable, having a 
great (hare in the herring fi(hery, and fe- 
veral (hips are fent from hence to the We(t 
Indies, New England, and Newfoundland 
for which they are fo advantageoufly fituated, 
that a velfel from this port bound to Ame- 
rica oftea arrives there before a (hip from 
London bound there, can get clear of the 
Soundings, or arrive in the latitude of Lon- 
donderry. Great quantities of Salnion, 
faked and barrelled are exported from hence 
to America. The inhabitants are almod all 
proteftants. The points of Ruftcrbajl, 
Emiftone and Caldy head, which lie a;|ittle 
. to the weft of this harbour, are the mpft 
j northerly in the kingdom. Lat^ 55?. 20'* The 
I Vol. II.

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'many (hallows in Lough Foyle may eafilylse 
avoided as there are deep channels between 
them. This city gives the title of Earl and 
Baron to a branch of the family of Pitt. 

Colerain. Is a handfome walled town^ 
•fituated near the mouth of the river called 
the Great Bann, this river by being confined 
-within a narrow channel is fo extremely rapid 
that it is exceeding difficult for veflels even 
with the help of the tide, to ftem the cur- 
rent, and fhips of burthen are prevented 
from getting in at all. It takes its rife from 
the mountains of upper Jueach in the coun- 
ty of Down being the northern ridge of the 
mountains of Mourne and falls into the fea 
north weft of this town» and is famous for 
a pearl filhery, but remarkable for a very large 
and valuable falmon fifhery, one of which be- 
longing to the twelve companies of London, 
who are proprietors of this town, &c. are let 
by themat fifteen hundred pounds per annum. 
A bridge was built by thefe companies ovar 
this river and is called Colerain Bridge. This 
town' is fituated 23 miles N. E. from Lon- 
donderty, 4 miles fouth of the fea, and 105 
N. W. from Dublin. The trade of this 
place would undoubtedly be very confider- 
able were it not for the narrownefs of the 
river, at prefcnt here is however a good trade 
JFor linen, known by the name of Colerain 
:Iri(h, whichis of three quarters width, and 
is nianufa€tured in great quantities in this 
.town. Tiirce -companies of foot are quar- 
tered 
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tered here in barracks. Lat. 55. 10. long, 
10. 3 /J. Gives the title of Baron to the fa- 
mily of Hanger. 

CotJNTY of ANTRIlk*. 

This county being much incumbered with 
bogs and marflies prevents its being fo much 
improved as it would otherwife be, but 
where it is free from them the land is ex- 
tremely fertile ; this is the moft north eaft 
county in this province, and the moft, nor- 
thern in Ireland. It is bounded on the fouth 
eaft by Down, weft by thofe of London- 
derry and Tyrone, from which it is fepa- 
rated by the river Bann, by part of Armagh 
on the fouth, St. George's Chginnel oq the 
eaft, and the Deucalidonian-ocean on the 
north; the number of acres it contains arc 
eftimated at about 383,020, and about 
^0,000 houfe^, 56 parifhes, 8 baronies, and 
5 boroughs; its greatcft length is 46 miles, 
and its breadth: 27 miles. It fends two 
members to parliament for the (hire and two 
fdr each ofi the following principal towns,

On the .coafts of this county are the pro-

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It isfituatedon the mouth of Lagenwater, on 
Carrickfergus bay, lies nine njiles fouth weft 
of Carrickfergus and 79 miles from Dublin* j 
The harbour below -the town is very commo- ! 
dious and has a great depth of water. It is 
a place of the moft trade in this province^ 
particularly for the export of linen cloth to 
England and Scotland, efpecially to Glafgow. < 
The inhabitants both of the town and neigh- 
touring country are t)f Scotch extradlion, 
and of the Prefbyterian religion. This is a < 
borough and a market town, and the poft 
goes to Dublin fix times a week. It hath a 
barrack for two companies of foot. Long 
II. 15. lat. 54. 5*. In the environs of this j 
town are a great number of Gentlemen's 
elegant feats. 

Antrim, bdiftant from Dublin 81 miles 
north, pleafantly fituated on a branch of the 
lake of Lough Neagh, known by the name 
of the Six Mile Water, at the north end, 
1 3 miles weft of Carrickfergus. It contains 
an antient handfome caftle belonging to the 
family of Maff^reen. Long. 24. i. lat. 54. 45. 
The Giant's Caufeway in this county is ef- 
teemed one of tbecgreateft natural curiojG ties 
in Europe ; it is fuppofed to derive its name 
from a race of tnen called Giants. Spencer 
in his State of Ireland alludes to them, where 
he fays, " Nemedas and his fong coming 
*** out of Scythia, peopled Ireland, and in- 
" habited with his fons 250 years, unt.iI he 

. *^ was 
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** was overcome of the Giants dwelling in 
** Ireland, and at laft quite banithed and 
** routed out by them.**^ 

Carrickfergus.Diftant front Dublin 87 miles 
north and J4eaft of Antrim. .This«town is ren- 
dered famous in hiftpry for being the landing 
place of King William III. of immortal me- 
mory, in the year 169a There ufed to be 
considerable quantities of a white bluilh clay 
exported from this town to England for the 
purpofe of making Delft ware, which after 
being there manufadtured was again import* 
cd into Ireland.- This bufinefs has greatly 
decreafed of late, owing to the iioiverfal* 
life of the Paris yellow ware. This town is 
fituated on the bay of Carrickfergus, and is 
governed by a mayor, recorder and IherifFs, 
and is the aflize town. Lat. 54. 45. loftg^ 
1 1 . 20. It derives its name from Knock- 
fergus, that is the Rock of Fergus, ftoni^ 
Fergus I. King of Scotland, who^ after 
quelling a rebellion here, was call away in- 
his return to Scotland. It is well walled and 
fortified, with an excellent harbour, andde* 
fended by a caftle on a liigh rock. It does 
not return any members to parliameht.. 
There are many narrow vallies, called Glens, 
beginning here and run a great way along the 
coajd which formerly belonged to the Biffets, 
Hoblemen of Scotland, who being obligedto 
quit their country for afFaffinating PatrickEarl 
gt Athol, upoa a- private quarrel, came hither 
G 3 and 



and had a confiderable eftate beftowed otp 
them by Kmg Henry III. of which in the \ 
reign of Edward II. a part was forfeited by : 
the rebellion of Hugh, then chief of that 
family. There is alfo another tradt, called j 
Rowte, which antiently belonged to the I 
MaCguiiliers, but now to the Earl of An- 
trim. 

Raghlin. An ifland a littlfc off the coaft 
of the county of Antrim, was taken from 
the Scots in 1558, by the Lord Deputy SuC- 
fcx, in which h^ placed a colony and garri- 
fon. He had three fhips in this expedition^ 
and was attended by many citizens of Dub- 
lin. , 

Carrickfergus bay. The entrance into 
this bay is very bold, is about five miles wide 
and there is a depth of water from 12 to ^o 
fathom which decreafcs till you come to the 
town where it is.from five to eight fathom 
deep in the .middle of the road. It grows 
narrower by degrees for federal leagues, 
from the mouth to the bridge of Bel fa ft, 
where it is upwards of half a mile broad ; at 
full fea it is not above, 8 or 9 feet deep ; and 
at low water not above one foot, except in 
frelhcs, which fometim^s happen, it is then 
deeper. On ^ account pf the fhallownefs, 
(hips trading to Belfaft make ufc of Car- 
moyl-pool, in which 20 veflels may ride a- 
float at low water, though within a cable's 
length bark§. lie round them dry j and from 
; the nee 
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tfience at high water fmall iTiips may fail up 
to the quay of Belfaft. In this bay is a reef 
of black rocks running out into the fea for 
three or four hundred yards from the north 
fide of it, called rhe Briggs ; there are but few 
other rocks or fhoals, except fome foul ground 
and a dangerous funk rock on the county of 
Down fide lying between the Copland iflands 
and Donaghadee,. called the Deputy rock; 
A little fouth weft of Carrrckfergus is a (hoal 
on which Iie» three fethom water at ebb tide 
in the middle of the bay. The memorable 
Duke Schomberg, who was fent by King 
William III. of glorious memory, to the 
affiftance of the proteftants in Ireland, landed 
here in 1689, as did alfo that Monarch in 
1-690. 

Ballycaftle. By parliamentary encourage- 
ment a. pier for lading veflels hath been 
eredted. This town hath of late greatly 
JBcreafed in its tjrade, being remarkable for 
hs adjacent collieries; the pits are conftantly 
open and great numbers of men are employed 
there. It is fituated 1 16 miles north weft of 
Dublin, and s^ ^^rth of Carrickfergus. 
There is lately difcovered a ftratum of clay 
over the coals, wWch is found to be as ftrong 
in the glafs houfe pots as the clay of Stour- 
bridge is, and to endure the fire as well. 
This may be of great confequence to thofe 
concerned in glafs houfes in Ireland. 

Randalftown, Is an inconfiderable. bo- 
rough town,

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Ballymeriagh. Though it is a fmall place, 
yet is very plentiful, being fituated in a very 
fertile part of this county.

Thisisa 
very fpacious convenient harbour,theentrance 
half a mile broad, it affords fafe anchorage 
to a confiderable number of veffels, and 
from its fituation is much frequented by 
veffels of burthen^

Curiosities. 
Of all the curiofities in the known world, 
that of the Giant's Caufeway in this county, 
is allowed by all intelligent men, to be moft 
deferving the attention of thofe who are ad- 
mirers of the wonderful works of nature. 
The Giant's Caufeway (fo called from its 

being 
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being fuppofed ^hat giants or men of a large 
ftature foriTKrly refided there) isdtftant 8 
miles, north: caft of Coleraiov, and runs di- 
reftliyr) ftraight into the feaa great diftance; 
from a very fteep rock where it comftiences, 
it. may be feen at low water near 6oo feet on 
the eaftern point, and on the weftern it may 
be feen at low water upwards of 400 feet ; ^ 
to its breadth arid height it i^ very unequal, bet 
tween the fides at thebJ'oadpft part it isiiear 
200 feet arid at the fm^lleft.brcatdth upwards 
of 160 feet,- In height in fome places 50, in 
others not 1 8. It is viery difficult to climb to 
the top of it, from whence it is exceeding deep 
and frightful to heboid^ and confiftsof many 
thoufand pillars triangular , and fo on to 
odtangnkr, mpft of them pentagonal ancj 
hexagonal, but all being irregular, pccafion/s. 
this caui^way to be ^{teemed a work of na- 
ture ; but there are many who affert it to 
he. the wofk>,rf giants, &c. it is however 
•«ceedb^curifeius, fgr none of thefe pillars^ 
are of one entire piece,, but confift of fo 
many joints or pieces of various ditnenfions 
from fix inches to two feet, moft of which 
feparate very eafily,. and the traveller may 
walk upon the tops of the pillars as far as the 
, water permits ; thefe ftones lie as clofe as 
tonc: ftone can poflibly lie Ofi i^notheT, but 
f!ot joining with flat furfacefe;- q^ebeing a^ 
ways concave the other convex where they 
join, and in fome places the concave is up- 
wards and in other downwards j when fepa- 
» G 5 rated 
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rated they appear of the colour of Portland 
ftone, the joints are fo clofe as will admit 
nothing thicker than a knife between them. ' 
Though the inequality of the numbers of the 
fides of the pillars, being throughout . the 
whole Caufeway in a wonderful manner ir- 
regular, yet upon a diftant view it has all 
the appearance <of a regular defigncd build- 
ing ; the cHfts are alfo greatly admired, for 
their Angular curiofity, being at the bottom 
of a bjack ftohe, biit to the' height about 
Cxty feet ; they are divided at equal dif- 
tances by ftripes of a reddifh ftone. On the 
fide of the hill, jjuft over the Caufeway are 
feveral pillars in a floping pofition, and in 
many parts pieces of pillars and rocks 
lie fcattered about the fliore, yet all retain 
the famti irregular appearance' with the clifts, 
the faces of which extend about three 
miles : there are alfo many other curiofities 
fituated to the weftward and eaftward, which 
are rio lefs furprizing than' this of the won^ 
derful Giant's Caufeway. 

Pafcal obferves, that curiofity is Irttfe 
better than mere vanity, for tbemoft part we 
defire to fee things, that we may relate them; 
few would undertake dangei^ous voyages and 
travels for the bare pleafitrc of entertaining 
their fight, if they were bound to fecrecy on 
their return, and for ever clbiftered from con- 
verfation. But this remaikable curiofity is one 
of the greateft, and moft fingular natural 
ones in the known world; for it is indeed the 

only 
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only exhibition of the kind tharwas yet ever 
met with in the creation.

•i(h, Ifi 1743 a dreadful fire broke out

Its fituation is 1 8 miles fouth of 
Londonderry and 92 north weft of Dublin. 
The linen manufacture would thrive exceed- 
igly in this town> were more encourage- 
fient given to it. Indeed the conftant emi- 
;rations from this part of the country, from 
770 to I j; 76, hath" contributed greatly to 
jflen that bufinefs. "Biit if artifts and 
raders were encouraged to fettle in a country 
ather than fuffering them to go to emigrate 
lis kingdooi, would foon find the happy ef- 
*dts of it. . A great number of curious an- 
ient urns were found herein ift^. This 
Dwn ftands on the river Roe Water which 
ans into Lough Foyle. 

Strabane. Diftant. fron Dublin 104 miles 
orth weft, and from Londonderry 8 miles 
DUth^ is, a. borough, a. market and a poft 
own., The. principal landholders in and 
lear this ,tbwn are. the heij-s of the Ejrrl of 
Vbercorn^, $ir'Geoi"ge and Sir Claude Ha- 
nilton. Sir Thomas Boide, Sir Roliert New- 
omen and others. There are about 100 

brick 
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brick and ftone built houfes, and a churc 
in this town. It gives the tftle of Vifcoui 
to the noble family of Hamilton, and has a 
antient caftle. It is fituated on the rivi 
Foyle. 

- Steward's Town. The fmallriefs of th 
town and its trade being fo inconfiderabl 
that it does not deferve much notice. 

Clogher. Is a bifliop's fee, founded \ 
faint Patrick and well endowed. It 
fituated in the lower Tyrone, but is a place 
little trade. 

Mountjoy. This fmall but ftrong tov 
"gives the title of Vifcount to the Earl 
Blefmton, a branch of whofe family, wl 
was the firft vifcount, was a Lieutenant g 
neral in the reign of Queen Ann. It is fiti 
ated on the banks of Lough Neagh. . 

In this county there have been difcovcn 
large cirques of ftones, called Kearns, whii 
were formerly in ufe among the antient inh 
bitants of Ireland ; they are fuppofed to Ix 
kind of temple. Epiphanius, who was bo 
and lived in Jewry, gives us a parallel defcri 
tioh of one of thefe cirques, in his tra 
againft the Meffilian heretics, where he fa 
*' EJl et Sichimis^ qu^e bodie Neaplis dicitu 
** Profeucba locus, extra urbemy ^heatrofit 
*' &, fecundo ah urbe lapide pofitus, quern i 
*' apertOj et ared fubdiati extruxerunt Sam

We have at Sichem an antient Profeucha 
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the open air raifed up like a cirque, or theatre. 
by the Saroaritans in imitation of the Jews.

Dungannon. This is a borough and a' 
market town, reckoned the capitarof the 
county, fituated on a hill and is a place of 
great ftrength. It- is diftant from Dublin- 
74 miles north weft, and ii rriiles north of 
Armagh. It hath a barrack for one troops 
of horfe y and was formerly the feat of the 
O'Neils, . Rings of Ulfter. Gives the title 
of Vifcount to the antient family of Trevor,, 
and Baron to the prefent Lord Vifcount 
Vane. The poft goes from hence to Dublin 
three times a week. Long. lo. 35. lat. 54^, 
28. Several trumpets of an uncommon fize 
have been difcovered here,which are fuppoftd ' 
to have been ufcd by the Pagan priefts at the 
celebration of . their funeral rites. . 

Antiquities, &c. 
. Near Dungannon in this county j was dif- 
covered not long fince, two large circles of 
ftones inclofing three urns in three different 
holes, fet about with fix ftones, .at about i S 
inche;5, diftant and near two feet below the 
furface of the earth, all feparately inclofed . 
with flat ftones. fet edge-waya about a' ba(e 
one, and covered with one at top. The 
two circles were about 20 yards in diameter 
each, and formed for two diftindt burying 

places. 
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places. Herodotus obferves, that it was a 
prevailing cuftofti among the antients after a 
bat^ le, tb'bury their dead in heaps under fuch 
mounts of earth or ftone, in memory of any 
fignal victory gained over their enemies. See 
Herodotus's Clio. 

County of Fermanagh. 
The county of Fermanagh is bounded by 
Cavan on the fouth, by a part of Leitrim 
and the fea on the wed, by the counties 6f 
Donegal and Tyrone on the north, and by 
another part of Tyrone and Monaghan on 
the caft. It is 38 miles in length and in 
breadth about 24, and contains '224,807 
Irifh plantation acres, upwards of 5500 
houfes, ipparrfhes, and 18 baronies. The 
celebratecj lake of Lough Erne runs through 
this county, which renders it navigable 
throughout its whole length ; but it is very 
inconvenient to travellers on account of 
that lake and the mountains, many of 
which I have travelled over. This lake is 
nearly 20 miles in. length, and about 14 in 
fome places m breadth, but between the up- 
per ^nd lower lake it is only the breadth of 
a common river. It produces a gfeat variety 
of fifh, andthe water is peculiarly fui ted for 
bleaching lin^n, There are'near 300 iflands 
here, which are well. wooded and covered 
with cattle. Marble Rocks of the height of 
50 and 60 feet, are to be met with atKilaflier, 
in this county. The tttle of Vifcount to the

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noble family of Vcrney is derived from this 
county. • . ■ .

Ennilkillen. Is diftant from Dublin 77 
miles north, and from Ballyfhannon 24 miles 
eaft. This town is remarkable for the oppo- , 
iition given to King James II. in 1690, when 
the inhabitants behaved with fuch diftin- 
gui(hed intrepidity againfl his armies, as to 
have given rife to a regiment of Dragoons 
being called after. them, which regiment is 
now known by the name of the Royal En- 
nifkilleners. It hath a barrack for three com- 
panies of foot, is a borough, a market and a 
poll town. Long. 1 1. 45. Jat. 54. zo. The 
neighbourhood oi this toWn is alfo remark- 
able for a cave called the Daughtpns, which 
is one of the moft curious works of natures 
the entrance is by a large arched paffage 25 
feet high, the roof of which is a rock com- 
pofed of various pieces moftly regular, and 
leads into this fpbterraneops cave,, in which 
are many chambers or cells. A rivulet run- 
ning through . many parts of it, qccafionsa 
murmur very pleafing in thefe obfcure rc- 
ccffes. Near this cave is the village of Bal- 

lycaffidy. 
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lycaflidy. At Bell Cou, adjacent, is a fa- 
mous well, on the road to Sligo, which has 
been repeatedly experienced to have great 
virtue in its water, by curing many perfons 
afflidled with paralytic diforders, Sec and is 
efteemed the bed cold bath in the kingdom. 

Newtown Butler. This town gives 
the title of baron to the Earl of Lanelbo- 
rough. 

Lifnalkea. Diftant from Dublin 67 miles, 
north weft. It is a poft town, from whence 
the poft goes thrice a week ; its market is 
not confiderable. 

Clabby, and Maguire's Bridge: Incon- 
fiderable places. 

Lough Erne, This lough takes its courfc 
the whole of jhe county of Fermanagh in 
this province, and is 23 miles long. It 
abounds with great variety of filh, as pike, 
bream, roach, eels, and trout; but is chiefly 
valuable for the quantity of ialmon caught, 
in great draughts by nets, the filhing of 
which is very valuable. This lake has within 
a few miles of the fea afree navigation, com- 
modious for all the inland counties of the 
N. W. of Ulfter. The town? of Etmilkillen, 
Belturbet, Ballyfliannon, and Belleek ; and 
to the bay of Donegal it has a communica- 
tion. This province being the principal in 
the kingdom for the linen branch, and as the 
benefit of that trade to Ireland has been 
greatly abridged by the progrefs made in the 
lame by the Scots •, it is therefore much to 

be 
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be regretted that this part of Ulfter does 
not meet with a little more encouragement 
in its trade : and nothing would contribute 
more to fo falutary a purpofe, than byeftab- 
lilhing in the town of Ennifkillen more ma- 
nufadurers in the linen trade ; for the foil 
and flats about that town are very convenient 
for bleach yards, and the water of Lough Erne 
has every advantage that could poflibly be 
wifhed for, particularly a peculiar foftnefe 
and fliminefs that bleaches linen much fooner 
than it is poffible any other waters can do. 
Lough Erne has a very beautiful and pleafmg. 
appearance, being diArerfified with a very con- 
fiderable number of little fruitful iflands, 
moft of them with quantities of wood 
growing thereon. Many of them are inha- 
bited by hufbandmen and others appropri- 
ated to the purpofe of rearing cattte. The 
Yew Tree, which was of fuch great ufe for- 
merly in making bows, and ftill is wanted' 
by mathematical inftrument makers, grows 
here, and in few other places. It is well wor- 
thy to be propagated elfewere. 

County of Cavan. 
The lands in this county are in general 
very poor, many parts being full of bogs ^ 
yet thofe which have been reclaimed are very 
fertile, being well cultivated and inhabited, 
particularly adjoining the county of Ferma- 
nagh; there are alfo anumberof pleafant lakes 
in this county. It has Longford and Weft 

Meath 
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Meath on the fouth, Leitrim on the weft, 
Fermanagh on the north, and part of Mo- 
naghan, Meath and Lauth on the caft. >It 
contains 274,800 Iri(h plantation acres, 
8318 houfes, 37 parifhes, 7 baronies and 8 
boroughs. It is in length 47 miles, and in 
breadth where broadeft 25, and the roads 
through this county are in general pretty good, 
excepting the (buthermoft part, which is ex- 
tremely mountainons. The landholders in- 
formed me they generally paid from 25 to 30 
fhillings per acre, which, confidering the bad- 
nefs of the foil, is very high ; and at Derry- 
lagh in this county, 12 miles from Cavan, 
lands fet at 20 (hillings per acre, as they do 
I'^kewife at Kilhooly near Caftlerath, nine 
miles from Cavan. This county gives the title 
of Earl to the family of Lambart, and re- 
turns fix members to parliament. 
The principal towns are

Bekurbet, 
Cavan. Though this is the principal 
rown in the county, yet among the many I 
have feen this leaft deferves to be reckoned 
as the capital of a county. It confifts chiefly 
of one large ftreet, in which ai;e fome good 
buildings. The beft accommodation for tra- 
vellers is at Moore's, at the Ship ; it is a good 
inn, and one of the beft in this part of Irei 
land. It is fituated 48 miles north weft from 
Dublin. One troop of horfe is quartered in a 

commodious 
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commodious though antient barracks, at the- 
fbuth end of the town ; here is a good^ 
weekly market, for corn provifions, &c. 
held every Tuefday. In 1690, the greateft 
part of this town was burnt down, and a 
quantity of ^ Forage belonging to King 
James's army was deftroyed, vyhen they 
were befieged by Colonel Worfely, who at 
the head of the Enniflcilleners and one thou- 
fend regular troops, defeated four thoufand 
under the Duke of Berwick. This town 
returns two members to parliament. It is a 
poKl town, and the poft goes to and froni> 
Dublin thrice a week, it is long. 10- o. 
lat. 54.. o. Here is alfo a diocefan fchool 
which was formerly kept by the celebrated 
Dr. Thomas Sheridan. 

Coothill. Here is an elegant manfioo 
houfe and demefne belonging to the Earl of 
Bellamont ; tlie houfe is very grand and com- 
mands a moft exrenfive profpedt ; the de- 
mcfnt fs well improved, and has large gar-» 
dens laid out in the modern tafte. This 
town hath a good market, and is a poft town, 
which goes to and from Dublin twice a 
week. U is diftant from Cavan 12 miles 
north eaft^ and from Dublin 47 north weft., 

(Juilca.. About feven miles north weft 
from Cavan, is a fmall village fo called re- 
markable for being the refidence occafionally 
of the celebrated Dean Swift, and Dr. She- 
ridan, who had the neateft and moft beauti- 
ful houfe and gardens there of any in that 

county. 
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county. It was a few years ago put in ele* 
•gant order by Thomas Sheridan, Efq; birt 
it is now fufFered to go to decay. 

Kilmore. Is a billidp''s fee united to Ar- 
dagh-; it IS now one pf • the beft endowed 
iees in Ireland. The town both with refpe6t 
to trade and largenefs of it is very inconfi-, 
•derable. It is diftant from Dublin 56 miles 
north weft. Long. 9. 7. lat. 53. 58. 

Belturbet. Near the upper end of Lough 
Erne, is this fniall borough, market and 
fx)ft town. Its harbour is very fmall and 
only fit for boats. It hath a barrack for a 
troop of horfe* It is diftant. from Dublin 
40 miles, and from Cavan 8 miles north. 
The poft goes to and from Dublin thrice a 
week. 

Killylhandra. A fmall market town, fi- 
tuated 7 miles fouth weft of Cavan and 52 
•miles north weft from Dublin, to which the 
poft goes thrice a week. 

There are many monuments of kearns or 
copped heaps of ftones, ereded in many 
parts of this kingdom, in which antiently the 
inhabitants ufed to bury the bodies of their 
eminent chiefs, who were (lain in battle ; and 
on many niountains that the antient inhabi- 
taiits were Avont to frequent for the purpofe 
of religious wbrfhip. It appears from un- 
controvertible authority' that the IKans and 
Phrygians, were wont to offer facrifice upon 
Mount Ida, and upon other high places near 
Troy, as appears from a paffagc in Homer, 

where 
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where that great poet makes Jupiter himfelf 
bswail the unhappy fate of Hector : 

Unworthy fight ! the man belovM of 

heav'n. 
Behold, inglorious round yon city driv'n 1 j

County of Armagh. 

The county of Armagh is bounded by 
Lotith on the fouth, by Tyrone and Mona- 
ghan on the weft, by Lough Neagh on the 
north, and by part of Down on the caft, 
from which it is Separated by the river New- 
ry. Both the air and the foil are remarkably 
^ood, particularly the latter, which isefteem- 
ed the.richeftin Ireland, except a ridge of 
mountains which run acrofs this county, cal- 
kd the Fewes, that is, hilly and barren. 
Many great and ufeful improvements have 
been made in this county within thefe few 
years, efpecially in reclaiming land. This 
county is now well filled with proteftant 
inhabitants. It is in length 32 miles and in 
breadth 17, and is divided into five baronies, 

containing 
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containing 170,620 Irifli plantation acres, 
about 12,000 houfes, 49 parifhes and 2 bo- 
roughs, and fends to parliament fix members, 
^viz. two for the city of Armagh, two for 
the county and two for the borough of 
Charlemont. 

Armagh. A city, the fee of the arch- 
bifhop, who is primate of all Ireland. His 
Grace Richard Robinfon, the prefent Pri- 
mate has made very confiderable improve- 
ments in this city, by building an elegant 
palace, repairing the cathedral, building a 
barrack, founding and endowing a fchool, 
. and many other adls of great utility, which 
muft prove the fource of uncommon fatif- 
fadtion to the natives of Irdand, particu- 
larly of this province^ when they refle<Si on 
the vaft improvements made In the courfe of 
a few years ; we may therefore apply the 
words of the poet. 

Mtratur mokm ^neas^ magalia quondam : 
Miratur prtas^ ftrepitumque 6? firaia 
viarum. 

^ This city is fituated 30 miles fouth of 
Londonderry and 63 miles north of Dublin. 
Long. 10. 52. lat. 54. 56. It is a borough, a 
market, iind a poll town, and one compa- 
ny of foot^is quartered here. In the year 
1 1 85 this city was plundered by Philip of 
Worcefter, then chief governor of Ireland, 
with a body of forces who did confiderable 

damage 
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damage there for fix days fucceffively. Iq 
1 55 1 the fee of Armagh was deprived of the 
title of the primacy of all Ireland, and the 
fame was annexed to the fee of Dublin, in 
confequence of the then primate Dowdall, 
not fubmitting to the order of Edward VI: 
concerning the EngliQv liturgy, when Dr. 
Brown, Archbifhop of Dublin, complied 
with it. The cathedral church in this city 
was burned in 1566 by Shane O'Neill, then 
Jn rebellion againft Queen Elizabeth. 

King Charles I. in 1633 determined t\t' 
precedency of the archbirtibp of Armagh to 
that of Dublin, and in 1634, a new book of 
Canon* was compiled. This fee is faid to 
have been founded by St. Patrick in the fifth 
century, and wasconftituted an archbifhopric 
in the year 1142, together with Dublin,' 
Calliel a^d Tuam, with confent of the King, 
Dukes, Bifhops, Abbots and States of Ire- 
land, by Cardinal Papyreo,,who was fent into , 
this Kingdom by Pope Eugenius for that 

, purpofe, as well as to reform the abufcs 
which had crept into tiie church difciplinc. 
—A famous monaftery was built in this city 
about the year 610 by St. Columba or Co- 
lumbanus. This antient town was firft fub- , 

jedted to the Englifii by John de Courcy; ; 

' afterwards was nearly deflroyed in the rebel- ! 
lion of Tir O'En in the reign of Queen Eli- ; 
zabeth, [but being fince recovered by the 
Englifh was by them rebuilt, and giarrifoned. 

At! 
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at prefent the aflizes are held here for th c 
county, and the pofl: goes to and from Dub- 
fin 4 times a week. 

Charlemont. So called from a fort or 
mount built by Charles Blount, Lord Mount- 
joy, and from him took the name of Char-* 
femont. It is a garrifon and hath a military 
government oh the Irifh eftaWiflifnent, with 
a barrack For three companies of foot. It is 
a borough and a market town, and is go- 
''verned by a portrievc^ It (lands on the river 
Blackwater, near the borders of Tyrone, and 
gives the title of Earl and Vifcount to the 
femily of Caulfield. It is 69 miles north 
weft from Dublin. Long. 10. 45. lat. 
54. 16. 

- Lurgan. Is noted particularly for its linen 
- trade, as well a« for its being one of the 
neateft market towns in the North of Ire- 
land, and greatly refembles fome of the 
neat trading towns in England : ^icre are 
fome good inns and an elegant affembly. 
It is fituated 6^ miles north weft from 
Dublin and 14 north eaft from Armagh, 
and is extremely pleafant, being on a 
gentle eminence, in a fertile and populous 
country, in the fouth eaft corner of the ce- 
lebrated lake of Lough Neagh, of which it 
cornmands an extenfive profped. 

The linen trade being carried on very ex- 

tenfively in thrs county may render fome 

particulars of that manufadture, and of the 

Vol. II. H trade 
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trade of Ireland in general, not unaccept- 
able to the reader. 

In 1542, 33 Henry VIII. an aft pafled 
Tefpedling the linen manufafture of Ireland 
prohibiting foreftalling : ii Qgeen Eliza- 
beth, the fame revived. In the reign of 
Charles I. an aft paffed refpefting the expor- 
tation of linen. June 9, 1698, an addrefs 
yfsts prefented to his Majefty William IIL 
refpe<5ling the woollen manufafture of Ire- 
land, to difcourage that and encourage the 
linen manufadure. On March 25, 1699, 
an aft pafled laying a duty of four (hillings 
on every yard of woollen cloth exported, ta 
the value of zos. and feveral other afts fince. 

From an accurate and authentic account 
it appears, that in 1769, the value of goods 
imported into Ireland of Englifli manufac- 
tures, foreign goods and merchandizes, and 
including imports from Scotland, amounted 
to 2,347^801 1. The fame amounted, in 1778, 
to 1,731,8081. This is a confiderable dc- 
creafe of imports. 

Exports from Ireland to England of goods 
and merchandizes, in 1796, amounted to 
1,542,2531. the fame amounted, in 1778, 
to i,5io,88iL from which it appears there 
is alfo a decreafe in the exports. 

Exports from Ireland to England in the 
provifion trade was as follows. In 1769 
exports in the article of beef was to the 
amount of 55,107!. the feme in 1780 was 
106,2021. In 1769 pork exported to the 

value 
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value of 18,5441. in 1780 it amounted to 
57,981!. In 1769, of butter, was export- 
ed to the value of 260,357!. in 1778 tlic 
fame artide was only 21 0,98 6L 

The particulars of the above articles are 
extracted from the accounts laid before the 
Britiih parliament by Lord North in 1778; 

Portadown, In this fmall market town, 
as well as in the neighbouring villages, all 
hands are conftantly employed in the linen 
manufacture. It is feated on the river Bann, 
over which it has a bridge, 13 miles north 
«a(l from Armagh. 

Tanderagee. Is 10 miles eaftof Armagh 
and 59 north weft from Dublin, is a fmall 
market town well filled with linen manufac- 
turers ; the poll goes to . and from Dublin 3 
times a week. 

Loghgall. A fmall market town. 

Lagacurry, commonly called Richhill. Is 
likewife a fmall market to«vn. 

Among the many curiofities in this coun- 
ty, that of a Kern or heap of ftones near 
Carrifaan, may not be unworthy notice. It 
appears evident it was defigned for the pur- 
pofe of aflembling together the inhabitants 
for religious worfhip, or on any cafes of em- 
ergency, in the fame manne? as it former- 
ly ufed to be in the county of Louth, This 
heap of ftones is 10 yards high, very broad 
and uneven at the top, 180 yards in cir- 
cumference: it is fituated near the Newry 
Water^ Son^ writers are of opinion that 
H a thefe 
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thefe monuments might have been antientty 
ereded for the celebration of divine fervicc^ 
for the Patriarchs, we are affured, not only 
had their Forums or places of judicature; 
but alfo their Fanums or places of religious 
worfhip. For we read that all Ifrael were 
frequently called to convene at Mifpah, and 
alfo at Bethel and Gilgal, where Samuel 
went alfo from year to year to judge Ifrael. 
Sam. vii. 1 6. And according . to Julius 
Caefar, /t certo anni tempcfre conjidunt in laco 
confecrato ; hue omnes undique qui controvert 
Jias habent^ conveniunt eorumque judiciis de^ 
cretifque parent. In which he affirms the 
like pradtice among the Druids of Gaul^ 
for, fays he, they met together in a ceriaia 
ccnftcrated place every year and judged all 
the people. 

The towns in general have been very 
much improved within the laft 20 years. 
The rents of land have, at Icaft, doubled 
within thefe 25 year?. . 

So much attention is paid to the linen 
maniifadure, in the comity of Armagh, as 
to render tlie rmprovcment of land little 
attended to, yet would the inhabitants 
exert t^hemfelves in remedying this incon- 
venience ; it would tend greatly to make 
the country fertile, and be of advantage. 

To render the agriculture of Ireland more 
generally beneficial it isto be obferved that for 
light and dry foils, a turnepcourfe isrequifite, 
for which purpofe plough the field in.Oao- 

bcr. 
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bcr, March, April and May, then fpread 
the dung, which is the beft manure ; firft 
courfe turneps, then barley, clover and 
wheat. For a bean courfe for ftrong and 
wet foils, plough but once for bean from 
15 December to 1 5 February. Firft beans, 
oats, clover, and wheat. Potatoe courfe for 
Kght and dry foik, potatoes never anfwer 
on clays or ftrong wet foils, i potatoes, 2 
wheat, 3 turneps, 4 barley, 5 clover, 6 
wheat, firft ploughing in February or March. 
For a flax courfe, for light or dry foils, 
1 turneps, 2 flax, 3 clover, 4 wheat. 
This hulbandry is exceedingly profitable. 
For ftrong foils, i beans, 2. flax, 3 clover, 
4 wheat. For any foils except the very 
ftrong ones, i potatoes, 2 flax, 3 clover, 
4 wheat. 

County of Down. 
This IS one of the largeft counties in Ire- 
land, and is very rich and populous, enjoy- 
ing a good air. It is in length 44 Englilh 
miles, and in breadth 30. It is divided into 
7 baronies, containing 72 parifhes, and 
about 558,300 Enghlh acres, and near 
23,000 houfes, and returns 14 members to 
parliament, viz. two for the county and 
two for each of the following towns : . 
Downpatrick, Killeagh, 
Newry, Bangor, 

Newtown, Hillfborough. 

H 3 This 
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This county is bounded on the north, or 
rather north weft, by the county of Antrim, 
on the eaft and fouth by St, George's Chan- 
nel, and on the weft by Armagh. It gives the 
title of Vifcount to the noble family of Daw- 
ney. The diligent application of the inhabi- 
tants to the linen manufafture greatly mcrea- 
fcs their wealth ; and though many parts of 
this county are hilly and boggy, yet the af- 
fiduity of the landholders in cultivating and 
reclaiming it, bath been attended with fuc- 
cefs *^ for great quantities of corn, elpecially 
oats, and, where manured properly, barley, 
are produced. In this county is a focieiy 
incorporated by King James II. by the ftile 
and title of the Governor and Freemen of 
the Corporajtion of Horfc Breeders, in the 
County of Down. 

This Society was inftituted to promote 
and improve the breed of horfes. Numbers 
of the nobility and gentry of this kingdom 
are members of it. The gold medal worn 
by the Governor and Freemen has on one 
fide a mare, ^^ithafoal fucking her, and 
this motto. En equis patrum virtus. On the 
reverfe are two running horfes on full ftretch, 
with this motto, Metam avide petunt. 
. St. Patrick's Well. About a mile from 
Downpairick, fo called, from its being faid 
to have been bleffed by St. Patrick ; to which 
coafidera^le numbers of people refort at 
certain times : fome to perform penarxe, 

others 
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others in hopes of relief in many difdrders, 
by drinking and walhing in^ the water ; but 
this cuftom is . not confirted to this well in 
particular, for I have feen, in many other 
parts of Ireland, people frequent wells, 
fome called after St. Patrick, others after 
St. John, &c. for the (ame purpofes* 

Downpatrick. The ciapital town of th6 
county. This is a very antibnt bilhop's fee, 
ereded by St. Patrick in the fifth century^ 
^nd now united to Connor. The aiiticnt 
cathedral which flood hear the town, the 
ruins of which are ftill vifible, hath been 
long celebrated for the burial place of St. 
Patrick, and alfo of St. Bridget, and St. 
Columb. And Magnus, King of Norway, 
having been flain by the Irifli when he land- 
ed to take a view of the country before he 
difembarked his forces, is faid to have been 
interred here. This town is fituated 7 miles 
weft of Strangford bay, and 72 miles 
north eaft f'rom Dublin, and contains feveral 
elegant public buildings i as, a handfome 
church, feffions houfe, two fchools, two 
alms houfes, a niarket hoiife, and barracks 
for one troop of horfe ;. and there were an- 
tiently four religious houfes here, and the 
prior had a feat in parliament. St. Patrick 
alfo founded near this town a monaftery for 
Canons Regular in the fifth century. About 
the year 11 80, John de Courcy, founded 
Inch Abbey, i. e. the abbey of the ifland^ 
where refided Ciftercian monks from Fur- 
H 4 nefi 
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nefs in L^nca(hire. Here is at prefent a 
confiderable trade in the linen manufafture. 

Newry. One of the largeft and moft 
trading towns in this county, fituated on a 
river called Newry Water, made navigable 
by aft of parliament, over which it has two 
bridges, and was founded in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth ; but a confiderable time 
previous to her reign, there was an abbey of 
Ciftercian Monks, and there are ftill fome 
remains of a very antient caftle. T his town 
was deftroyed by the Iri(h rebels in 1641, 
and again in 1689. But the linen manufac- 
ture, and the canal for Inland Navigation, 
havejointly contributed to reftore it to its 
prefent happy change : As the cftablifhing 
of public works in Ireland, as the Newry 
Canal, &:c. has been attended with the moft 
falutary confcqueace to this kingdom in 
general, I have inferted an extraft of the 
money granted by parliament for tfiofe im- 
portant purpofes. It appears that the fums 
granC^ for thefe works from 1753 ^^ 1767 
amoqnt to 7 17,944!. Sec Commons Jour- 
nal, vol. 14. p. 485. Granted by the na- 
vigation from 1768 to 1 77 1, 33,7021. for 
the purpofes of the Newry Canal, Drun- 
glafs, Barrow, Shannon,, Boy ne and Fer- 
gus Navigation and the Grand Canal. 

Newry is a great thoroughfare though fur- 
rounded with a number of hills and moun- 
tains. It is diftant from Dublin 49 miles 

north, 
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north, to which the poft goes three times a 
week,. 

Dromore. This is a bi(hop*s fee, found- 
ed by St. Coltnan in the fixth century. 
Here is a tolerable cathedra!, but a fchoir is 
not maintained here. Here is alfo a protec- 
tant charter fchool. At the eaft end of this 
market town is a Danilb mount or fortifica- 
tion very large, and defended with tren- 
ches, battlements, &c.' A confiderable 
trade in the linea branch is carried on hclre. 
It is fituated on the fide of the river Logan. 
' Killileagh. Is diftant from Dublin 68 
miles norSi eaft, . upon the lake of Strang- 
ford, of which it commands an extenfive 
profpedt. . It has a fafc commodious harbour, 
Hereis'ahandfomeghurch, acaftle, and bar- 
racks for a troop of horfe. It had the hon- 
our of giving birth to the celebrated Sir 
Hans Sloane. The. linen manufadture alfo 
£tbUTt(hes here. It is governed by a provoft 
and 12 burgefles, who chufc two members 
to parliament. 

Bangor. Likewife is governed by a pro- 
voft and I z burgefles, who eledt the repre- 
fentatives in parliament. It is feated on the 
fouth (hore of the bay of Carrickfergus 
oppofite to the town of that name. The 
moft confiderable manufaAure in this town 
is for linen yam, and contains near three 
hundred houfcs j there was formerly an an- 
tient abbey of which the ruins are ftill to be 
feen. . The firft church of ftone in this pro. 
H 5 vince 
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vince was ereft^d here. In 1689 Duke 
Schomberg landed with his forces at this 
Town. Long. 11. 30. lat. 54. 42. 

frfilllborough. Is fituated on a dry gra- 
velly foil, 69 miles from Dublin ; it is the 
property of the Earl of Hillflwrough, who 
in 1773 built one of the moft elegant, 
fuperb churches here ever feen in Ireland, 
with elegant ftained glafe windows. This 
town is governed by a fovereign and 12 
burgefles, who ele<5t two members to par*- 
liament. 

Maghcreltn. The principal refidence of 
the Biihbps of Droipore ; here is a long 
bridge over the river Logan, and the water 
is exceeding good for bleaching. Many 
manufadurers are employed herein the linen 
branch. Marble pits have been opened 
here. 

In 1768 were exported from Ireland 
15,249,248 yards, of linen, value 500,778!. 
In 1778, 18,869,447 ditto, value 628,9811. 
in this article there is an increafe in favour 
of Ireland of near 128,000!. This fuuft 
principally be attributed to the very great 
circumfpedtion of the Linen Board, as well 
as to the bounty of parliament, and the in- 
duftry of the manufadturers of Ireland : 
nptwithflanding what has been aflerted by 
fome late hillorians, I do aver, that if greater 
encouragement was given to the ingenious 
artificers in the feveral branches of trade, it 

would

would excite a more general fpirit of emu- 
lation, to bring their manufactures to the 
utmofl: degr^ of perfeftion. 

Moira. This neat village is the fole pro- 
perty of the Earl- of Moira, and it gives 
that title t?5 the noble family of Rawdon. 
His Lordfhip has buHt a very hand- 
fome churchy and erefted and endowed aa 
iEngliih proteftant fchool for 24 poor chilp* 
dren, and done many other adls of public 
munificence, befides hjs Lady*is annuafty 
diftributing premiums to thofe who produce 
the beft linens and greateft quantity; in fKort 
I have feen fo much of their inviolable at- 
tachment to the intereft and prosperity qt 
this kingdom, that it requires a much ablei: 
pen to do juftice to their great rfierit." q 

It would tend greatfy to tfee advanta^d of 
Ireland if the Roman Catnolic tenants 
were more encouraged, but thdi en%htenec^ 
fpirit of toleration,, fo' well lind^rftoo^ and 
pradtifed in the greateft part of EyVopcy la 
making progrefs every day. ^ 1^hin Jhe 
Proteftant religion enjoys peaci and pro- 
tedion in Catholic countries; wfiy'lftoulcj 
a nation, in all refpeds fo generous and 
liberal as -the Irifh, refufe to give every en^ 
couragement to an improving tenant eithiet 
of the Proteftant or Ronian Catholifc pcrfiiar 
fion. No country in the World has feltjiny 
inconveniencies from the moft liberal {pirit 
of toleration v on the contrary, thofe are 
univerfally acknowledged to be the moft 

proljperous 
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profperou^ and flouriftiing where they coa- 
fider all religions as brethren, employed in 
one great aim, the wealth, the power, and 
happinefs of the general community. 

In the neighbourhood of Moira are quar- 
ries of white lime ftone. 

Donaghadee. The pacquets from Ireland 
to Port Patrick in Scotland are ftationed 
here, from which it is diftant ten leagues 
due weft of Port Patrick, and they generally 
go in a few hours. It is a poft, a market 
and a port town.. The principal trade con* 
fifts chiefly in exporting horfes to Scotland. 
'it ftands 24 miles north eaft from Down- 
patrick, and 91 niiles north eaft from Dub- 
Kn> to, which laft place the poft goes four 
times a, week. 

. P^rj^ferry, in the barony of Ards. Is fix 
mile's Eaft . of Downpatrick ; the trade of 
this place w?is formerly confiderable, but is 
fihce gbfte to decay^ It is oppofite to Strang- 
fbrd, between . yhich the' communication is 
kej5t lip by ferry-boats. 

Strangford. , This is an ahtient town fitu- 
ated pn the lake To called, on the fouth weft 
fide about a mile from the bar, and nine 
miles eaft' of Down. Long. 11. 55. lat. 54. 
24' It is the property of the Duke of Lein- . 
fter, arid gives the title of Vifcount to the 
family of Smith. 

} iCillough, or Port, St.- Ann's. Has a very 
commodious quay forftiips of great burthen. 
'The point or head near this town called St. 

oh n*s 
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John's Foreland, is the mod eaifterly part of 
Ireland. It was called hy Ptolemy, iffanium. 
There are good barracks in this town, and 
great quantities of barley are exported. It 
is 5 miles from Downpatrick. 

Rofs Trevor. Situated on the north fide 
of Carlingford haven, has a good quay, and 
(hips may with great fafety lie here. Here 
are a fait houfe and pottery of the fine pot- 
ter's clay found near Carrickfergus. 

Briansford or Tullimore. This place is 

much frequented by thofe who drink goat's 

whey. The Earl of Clanbraffil hath two ex- 

. tenfivc deer parks here. It gives the title of 

Baron to the Earl of Clanbraffil. 

Dundrum. This is a fmall town. The 
bay, which takes its name from the town, 
is very fpacious, but extremely dangerous for 
(hipping. It abounds in fifli, efpecially trout 
and flat fi(h. 

Niimbers of Fifliing veffels have been 
profitably employed on the coafts of Dun- 
drum ; it is much to be lamented the fiflieries 
of Ireland are not more encouraged. It ap- 
pears that from 1756 to 1764 there were 
imported into Ireland from Great Britain 
23,201 barrels of Herrings.

Ballynahinch. At this town the linen 
manufarture is carried on, as well as a fmall 
market, it being a great thoroughfare. The 
foil about the town is coarfe, yet it produ- 
ces oatSi flax and potatoes. The incorpo- 
rated fociety hath lately eredted a charter 
fchool here for the children of poor parents. 
Saintfield. The linen rnanufadlure is car- 
ried on here very extenfively. It hath a bar- 
rack for one company of horfe. The principal 
proprietor of this town is Mr. Price, who 
refides here. It is 18 miles north from 
Down patrick. Near this place is Tullinkill 
where is a quarry of marble of a fine liver 
colour- 

Eanbridge. Remarkable for the five linen 
feirs held annually here, and for the great 
number of bleach greens adjacent. It is fi- 
tuated on the river Bann, the waters of 
which as hath been before obferved are pecvt- 
h'arly ufeful for bleaching.

Banbridge is 1 8 miles weft of Downpa- 
trick, and ten miles from Newry. 

Loughbrickland. Derives its name from 
a Lough adjacent. This place is noted alfo 
for its linen trade, being a great thorough- 
fare from Dublin to Belfaft and Antrim. 
King William's army, in 1 690, encamped 
here. It is 8 miles north eaft from Newry, 
dnd 57 miles north from Dublin. 

Rathfryland. 
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Rathfryland. Diftant from Newry feven 
miles eaft» and from Dublin 56 oiiles north. 
It is one of the greateft market towns in the 
county. It is a great thoroughfare between 
Newry and Downpatrick, and is built on a 
hill. Here was formerly a caftle belonging 
to Lord Eveagh^ but the town is now 
the property of Mr. Magi 11. 

Warringftown. The linen manufafture 
is carried on here very fuccefsfully. Here 
is a DaniHi mount, and near this place is Ard- 
millan where there is a chalybeate fpa. 

Newtown. Situated near the north end 
of the bay of Strangford. It is remarkable 
for fine diaper cloth, and near it are many 
large quarries of free ftone. It had antient- 
ly a convent of Dominican friars. 

Ardglafs. Antiently a town of confider- 
able trade. It is the property of the Duke 
of Leinfter, and gives the title of Baron to 
Lord Vifcount Harrington . 

Lough Cuan, or Strangford. Is in extent 
14 miles fituated in this county, which a- 
bounds with falmon, mullet, and other fifli. 
There are numerous iflands called Scattheric 
Iflands on the weft fide of this lake for fat- 
tening and reftoring diftimpered cattle. 
The rapidity of the tide in this lake is very 
great, and there is a rock at the mouth or 
Entrance to it which is iextremely dangerous 
to fuch as are unacquainted with it ; but 
there is a broad paffage and deep water on 
cither fide. On the iflands, of which there 

are 
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are near 60, a manufafture is carried on, as 
well as on the flat ftony coafts furrounding 
the lake, by burning of fea weed into kelp, 
which employs upwards of 300 hands, and 
bringsinaconfiderable profit to the proprie- 
tors yearly. The parliament of Ireland, in 
1773, laid an additional duty of one (hilling 
on every tun exported, the number of tons 
of kelp, exported annually is about 1444 
to Great Britain. 

CURIOSITIES. 

.. In this county are the mountains of 
Mourne and Jueagh, which are the largeft 
and bighell in the kingdom^ and are fre-» 
quented by numbers of people of rank, who 
by the advice of their phyficians are ordered 
here for the purpofe of drinking goat's 
whey, for the cure of chronical diforders^ 
&c. There are on thefe mountains great 
numbers of goats, the plants, herbs, and 
the pafture here being peculiarly fuited 
to them. Many perfons in confump- 
tions, &c. have adually found great be- 
nefit from their ufe of this whey, and from the 
. good air of thefe mountainous parts, there 
being a dry foil with a rocky bottom and 
great conveniency for exercife And here 
are alfo the mountains of Slieve Donagh, 
reckoned half a mile perpendicular. Thefe 
mountains afford pafture to great numbers 
of cattle as they arc commons to the county ; 

here 
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here are alfo quarries or millftone. On the 
top of Slieve Donagh^ are two Kerns, in 
Hebrew called Keren Nedb, which are cop- 
ped heaps of ftones amazingly large ; one 
of thefe heaps is 300 feet in circumfe- 
rence, and has a cave or celf in the 
middle like thofe dedicated to the Danilh 
Gods, and is mod probably the Temple o( 
Thor, 

The mountains of Ireland give to travel- 
ing that interefting variety which a flat 
country can never abound with, and at the 
fame time they are not in fuch number as 
to confer the ufual charadler for poverty.

County of Monaghan. 
This ftnalt county is very mountainous, 
woody and marlhy, except Ibme few places 
of it, which are well improved. It extends 
in length about 32 miles, and in breadth 
30, and contains about r 70,09a Iridi plan- 
tation acres, about 90Q0 houfes, .24 parilhes^ 
and is divided inta 5 baronies« It is bounded 
on the north by Tyrone, on the eaft by 
Armagh, on the fomh by Cavan and Louth, 
and on the weft by Fermanagh, and fenda 
four members to parliament. 

The principal towns in this county arc, 
Monaghan, Carrickmacrofs, 

Glaflough, Caftlefliane^ 

Clownifh, 
Monaghan. This is the capital and counr 
ty town of the above county. ^Itisabo^- 
rough, a market and a poft town, and gives 
the title of baron to the noble family of 

Biayney. 
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Blayney. It is fituated 10 miles fouth weft 
from Armagh, and 56 miles north weft 
from Dublin. 

Glaflough. A fmall town of no trade. 

ClownilTi. A "market town, fituated 9 
miles fouth weft of Monaghan and 60 miles 
north weft from Dublin. 

Carrickmacrofs. Tl)is fmall market town 
is fituated 41 miles north weft frorti Dublin. 
The poft goes to and from Dublin to this 
town twice a week. 

Caftlefliane. A fmall market town, near 
which are many large bogs ; the farmers who 
Ten t any houfc near them arc always accom- 
modated with'bog for turf cutting, by known 
meafures or "bounds affigned to each houfe, 
which whoever comes to that houfe is to en- 
joy fa long as he lives in it. This occafions 
fo much bog lying waftc in many parts of 
Ireland. 

There are feveral peculiar circumftances 
wTiichtend to prevent the profperity of Ire- 
land ; particularly. The ill judged reftriftions 
laid by Great Britain on the commerce of 
Ireland, which have prevented the general 
induftry of this kingdom from being bene- 
ficial to themfelves. The bounty on the in- 
land carriage of corn to Dublin, which has 
been a heavy expence to the public. The 
oppreffion of the Roman Catholics, which 
by loading the induftry of two millions of 
fubjedts have done more to retard the prof- 
perity 
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pcrity of Ireland, than any other caufe 
which can be affigned. The conftant 
great drain of the rents of abfentees ; and 
the many remittances to thofe who hold 
many public employments, the wkole of 
which is too frequcntty fpent intirely out of 
Ireland. 

Rivers and Lakes or Loughs. 

Rivers in Ulfter; The principal are, 
Firft, the 3ann, which divides the county 
of Antrim from the county of Londonderry. 

Second. The Blackwater in the county of 
Armagh, which runs into Lough Neagh. 

Newry water, which runs into 
Carlingford Bay, and divides the county 
of Down from Armagh. 

Fourth. TheFoyle, which divides Done- 
gal from Londonderry, on the banks of 
which Londonderry is built. 

Fifth. Six Mile Water, in the county 
\ of Antrim, which runs into Old Fleet Har- 
bour. 

Sixth. The rivers Deng, Fini, Po, and 
Burdole in the county of Tyrone, run into 
Lough Foyle. 

Seventh. Logan Waters run into the Bay 
of Carrickfcrgus. 

Eighth. Roo Water, in the county of 
Londonderry^ runs into Lough Foyle. 

Ninth. Glandagh and Doore^ in the 
county of Donegal. 

Tenth, 
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Tenth. Dcrr and Common, in the county 
of Antrim. 

Eleventh. Maine, which runs into Longh 
Neagh, and Ravil into the Maine in the 
t:ounty of Antrim, 

Twelfth; Camlin, which runs acrofs the 
county of Donegal into Lough Neagh. 

Thirteenth. The little Ban, in the county 
of Down, and the rivers Swilly and Eaik in 
the county of Donegal, which run into the 
Bay of Donegal. 

Loughs, are the following. Lough 
Neagh, between the counties of Antrim and 
Down. Lough Erne, Broad Lough and 
Lough Mackeen in the county of Ferma- 
nagh, Lough Foyle in the county of Lon* 
doniderry. Strangford in the county of 
Down. Derg and Swilly in the county of 
Donegal, and in the county of Cavan, Lough 
Ramnen 

The firft of thefe lakes or loughs are 
efteenncd well worthy the atKntion of the 
curious. 

Lough Neagh. Communicates its Bene- 
fits to the counties of Araiagh, Tyrone, 
Londonderry, Antrim ;and Etown, by run- 
ning through thefe feveral counties ; though 
the latter of which is more particularly fo 
on the fouth eaft fide. It is fed by fix con- 
fiderable rivers and feveral brooks, aud it 
has but one narrow outlet to difcharge itfclf 
at Toom and from thence into the Deucali- 

donian 
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donian fea, which not affording a fuffici^nt 
vent, occafions this lough, in the winter fea- 
fon, to rife 8 or lo feet above its level in 
fummcr^ continually wafhing away the low 
and gaining upon the high groundF, fo that 
the lands adjoining the lough muft fuffer 
confiderably if an adequate remedy is not 
taken to prevent it, by opening the pafTageat 
Tpom, removing the eel weirs near itf 
fixing them below the Falls at Portna, and 
by blowing up the rocks^ at the fharps, near 
that place, to give a deeper and wider vent 
to the rapidity of thefe waters ^ this being 
effefted a way would be open for veHels 
from Cokrain into Lough Neagh, and from 
thence through the Ne^v Canal to Newry, 
and the Bay uf Carlingford^ and would 
certainly promote the trade and com- 
merce of this kingdom, and be of con- 
fiderable advantage to ihe above mentioned 
count ies. 

The further confideration of this hint is 
fiibmittcd to the gentlemen of landed pro- 
perty in tins province, many of whom refid- 
ing in England, might contribute to advance 
the incomes of their eft ate, by ordering 
their agents to confider how far this may 
be effeded. 

One great reafon why the land of Ireland 
is rrot more improved, is principally owing 
to abfentee landlords letting their lands 
to feme perfon, who again fets them, to 

the 
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ihe tenant at an advanced rent. The friends 
to this mode of letting lands contend that 
the indigence of the lower clalTes renders 
them an infecure tenant, that gentlemen of 
property cannot get their rents from thern^ 
and for this reafon they fet their lands to an 
intermediate perfon ; but it is to be lamented 
that this mode is too much adopted in Ire- 
land, to the real detriment of the landlord 
and of the improving tenant. The interme- 
diate perfon often fets the lands at fhort 
tenures, to the poor cottagers,, and often 
give no leafes at alL He exads their perfo- 
nal fervice, their horfes and cars in drawing 
turf, hay, corn, gravel, &c. 

This celebrated lough or bkeis the great- 
eft frefti water lake in Britain, perhaps in 
Europe, thofe of Ladogo and Onega in 
Mufcovy, and of Geneva in Switzerland, 
only excepted. It is 2.0 miles long from the 
tiorth weft point to the fouth eaft. Fifteea 
miles from the north eaft to the fouth weft, 
and about ten miles broad at a medium, it 
overfpreading near 100,000 acres of land. 
it is fomething of an oval figure* 

It- is attributed to the waters of this lake 
that they cui'e thofe afflided with ^vils, &c, 
by bathing therein, and have a petrifying 
virtue^ fome fpecimens of wood and ftojne 
continuous having been found in ibis lake*.

Innumerable quantities of fifh abound 
here, particularly two forts of trout, .the , 
pollan or frefh water herring, and frefti wa- 
ter whitings. 

It is faid the trouts, which always fpawn 
in the rivers fupplying the lough, are feme 
of them of the weight of 40 pounds; but my 
regard to truth will not permit me to affcrt 
any thing which will be found by the curious 
traveller not to be really as reprefented. 

Adjoining - to Lough Neagh is a fmall 
lake called Lough Beg, at the north weft 
end of it, joined by a narrow channel, being 
near four miles long and as many broad. 

The area of Lough Neagh, according to 
Brooks, is about 100,000 acres. It gives the

Of the four provinces in Ireland this is the 
mc^ft mountainous, and the leafl: cultivateB 
and enclofed, and the thinnelt of inhabitants. 
it has feveral bogs,and was overrun with woods 
which have been of late in a graet meafure 
cleared away. There are no rivers of any 
great note except the Shannon, which is 
particularly defcribed in another part of this 
work. Of bays and creeks there are many 
very convenient, from whence, as well as 
from the fmall rivers, the Moy, the Suck, 
Drofos, and Gyll, this province is amply 
lupplied with filh. The ajr was formerly 
but indiSeretit on account of the bogs and 
woods, but it is now much ikered. for tlie 
better. 

This province produces abundance *df 
cattle, horfes, fliecp, deer, honey and 
hawks. The remarkable fair for 'black 
cattle, is held at Ballinafloe in the county of 
Rofcommon, in this provipce, wfciciiisheld 
yearly and efteemed the greateft fair in 
Europe ; as4s alfo that'for wot)l,which is fold 
there to a very confiderable amount. 

Lands are here let in fmall parcels dF 
twenty or thirty pounds a year, at a third, 
fourth and fifth hand from the originaHand- 
lord, on ihort leafes, which however willing 
the holders of thcfe lands might be to im* 
prove them, yet the (hortncfs of their te- 
nures prevents them } they not having en- 

couragemeQj 
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oouragement from many of their landlords 
to expeft a renewal of their leafes. . Hence 
it is that they get all the profit of the land, 
and the tenants mpft; commonly a bare fub- 
fiftence. Bullocks and (heep particularly- 
are reared in immenfe niimbers, efpecially 
in the counties of Galway and Clare; for 
grazing is the chfef employment and fup^ 
port or the pearfants* 

The reftridtions which Great Britain had 
impolitically laid on the trade of Ireland^ 
will, in a great meafure, it is hoped by every 
l6/er of this kingdom, be intircly removed ; 
but there is one circumllance that yet re- 
quires to be confidered, which is the taking 
off the embargoes on the provifion trade of 
Ireland. Whenever the affairs of Ireland 
come thoroughly to be confidered by the: 
legillature, it is not doubted but that Ireland 
will be relieved in this refpedl. 

It appear^ by the naoft accurate obferva^ 
tions that the revenue of Ireland has greatly 
declined in the pourfe of a few years. The 
great decline is in duties oi> wine ar^d fpirits. 
The revenue arifing from the duty on tea 
has increafed in } 779 niore than what it was 
in 1778. That on fugar is much fallen, pro- 
bably pwing to the late duty laid on that arti- 
cle. The moft material decline is in the arti- 
de of wine. Millinary, an article of luxury 
among people of fa(hiorv,has fallen confider- 
abjJX, aa has alfo the article of woollen 
1 3, . cloths.

ed by many Hlands at it& mouth, has many 
harbours and' roads on each fide, between: 
which are broad and deep channels. The 
harbour is about two miles from the city. 
For trade to France, Spain, and the Weft 
Indies this- town is peculiarly well fituated^ 
arid is almoft tlie only place on this coaft 
for foreign trade. There is at prefent car- 
ried on in^ this port a confideraWe herring 
finiery^ in which many perfons- of opulence 
in this province arp concerned. This town 
is walled and contains feveralv large, wide 
ftreets, with many elegant public and private 
ftone buildings, and is a neat, ftrong and 
improving town, * It is within the jurifdic* 
tion of the archbiftiop of Tuam, and has 
many merchants and traders of eniinence. 
It is governed by a mayor, fhertffs and re- 
corder, returns two members ta parliament, 
gives the title of Vifcount to the family of 
SVlonckton, and hath barracks for lO com- 
panies of foot. Long. 8. 23. lat. 53. 12. 
The- poft goes thrice a week. 

It, is tO' be obferved the merchants of this 
town vtfere the firft who entered into a refo- 
tution of encouraging the manufaftures of 
Ireland 5 ^n this as well as in every county in 
Ireland the late grant of a free trade begins 
to be of great advantage. 

No policy was ever more abfurd than the 

reftriaing fyften^ of England, which has 

been as prejudicial to herfelf as to Ireland; 

I 5 The 
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The Irifli are a grateful and loyal people^ 
and will not receive this trade without mak- 
ing a return for it. It was highly proper to 
repeal thofe reftridlions, but it is every day 
in the power of the Iri(h to render them- 
felves much more effential fervices.They muft 
eftablifli woollen and other fabricks for the 
jiew markets now opened to thi^m. When the 
capital of Ireland becomes much larger, 
when new manufaftories are introduced, 
and when time has eftabliflied their prefent 
manufadture of woollen cloths, paper, &c« 
then new fabricks may be undertaken to 
advantage, but it muft be a work of time. 
Their foreign trade depends on capital. In 
order to fend fhips freighted with Irifti ma- 
nufadures to the Weft Indies, and to be re- 
loaded back with their produdts^ capital and 
credit are effentially neceffary : they are ftill 
cramped for want of greater exertions in 
the commercial line. The increafe* of 
wealth which has been for fqme time flowing 
into Ireland, will aniniate their induftry, 
and he is no friend to Ireland who does not 
wiih it may continue in the moft rapid pro- 
grclCon. The freedoms granted to Ireland^ 
whenever they ftiall take efFedt to the bene- 
fit of this kingdom, will prove the wifeft 
meafures for enriching England. Mr. Eden, 
lately appointed fecretary to that nobleman, 
who is; now Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
mentions, in his Four Letters to tlie Earl -

In 
November 1780 it was 6t, which is re- 
markably low. This evidently proves 
that Ireland is accumulating wealth. The 
greateft export of provifions from Ireland 
by far is. to Great Britain, efpecially in time 
of war. The revenue of Ireland is raifed 
diieffy on the import of fpirits, . tea, wine, , 
tobacco and fugar. 

Tuam. Is diftam from' Galway 20 miles? 
north north wcft^ and 90 weft from Dublin, 
and though it is the fee of an archbiftiop,. 
and has been fo fince the fixth century, yet 
at prefent it is an inconfiderable village. It 
gives the title of Vifcount to the family of 
Wenman. Lat. 53. 25. long. 8> 35; 

The caftle of Tuara, waseredtedof lime 
and ftone by order of Roderick; 0'Coonor,\ 
King of Connaught, in the year 11 61, which/ 
is reckoned to te the firft caftle built of ftone- 
in Ireland, and was then called the Wonder- 
ful Caftle. . The poft goes to Tuam from i 
Dublin twice a week. 

Aghrim.' Is celebrated in hiftory for a fa- 
mous battle fought there in 1691, which was 
exceeding ftiarp and decifive of the troubles 
of thofc times. It was between King Wil- 
liam III. and James II. Agbiim is fuuated . 
13 miles fouth weft of Athlone/ and 68 of 
Dublin. 

Knocktuogh. About five miles fronfi 
Galway, is remarkable for a^famous battle 
fought there in 1504, between the Earl of 

Kildarc 
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Kildare aflifted by the citizens of Dublia 
.with a great army, againft the Chieftaia of 
Clanricard and the Chieftain of Thomond, 
and many principal Irifti Lords, with acon- 
fiderable force ; but after a long battle, vic- 
tory declared for the Earl of Kildare. There 
were upwards of 4000 of the enemy killed. 

Loughrea. Isfituated 14 milesfoutheaft 
^om Galway : it is a fmall market'and poft 
town, and diftant from Dublin 71 miles 
foiith weft. A troop of horfe is quartered 
here. The poft goes thrice a week. 

Athenree. Is a fmall market town, but 
ha trade is not confiderable. It gives the 
tide of baron to the noble family of Ber- 
mingham. Earl of Louth. 

Eyre Court. Is a fmall borough, a mar- 
ket and a poft town^ and is at prefent en- 
creafing in its trade. Diftant from Dublin 
68 miles weft, and the poft goes thrice a 
week. 

Gort. A fmall town of inconflderable 
trade. 

Clonfert. A Bifliop's See, diftant from 
Dublin 65 miles foutb weft* It is at prefent 
a poor decayed place : but is famous for ber 
ing the refidence of the antient Druids. 

County of Clare. 

The county of Clare, wTiich is called by 

the Irifti, Towown or Thomond, has 

the county of Galway on the north, 

on the eaft and fouth is parted by 

the 
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the Shannon from Tipperary, Limerick 
and Kerry, and on the weft it is bounded 
by the ocean. This county derives its name 
from Richard and Thomas de Clare, Sons 
of the Earl of Gloucefter, to whom King Ed- 
ward I. granted this county. It is about 40 
miles in length, and in breadth 38, and con- 
tains 428,187 Irifh plantation acres, near 
it,ooo Houfes, 76 parifhes, g baronies and 
one borough. It is remark^rble that more 
horfes are bred in this than in any other 
county in Ireland. The north part of this 
county is very rocky and coarfe, efpecially 
near the barony of Burren. It is faid one of 
Oliver Cromwell's foldiers declared, concern- 
ing this county, that there was neither water 
to drown a man, wood to hang him, or 
earth to bury him. 

The chief towns in this county, are 
Qare, Bryden*s Bridge, 

Ennis, Kilfenora. 

Killaloe, 

Ennis. The chief town in this county; 
It is fituatcd on a lake formed by the Shannon, 
about 104 miles fouth weft from Dublin. Is 
a borough town, and hath a good market, 
and thft poft goes to and from Dublin thrice 
a week. This town returns two members to 
parliament. 

Clare. This was once the capital of the 
county. It ftands on a creek of the Shan-. 
non, which is full of Iflands. Richard and 
Thomas de Clare built feveral towns and 

caftles 
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caftles in this county, and particularly a 
large caftle in this^ town. Hiere are barracks 
for two companies of foot. It is 17 miles 
north weft of Limerick. Long. 8. 35. lati 
52. 40. Thomond gave the title of Earl to 
the noble family of O'Brien, defcendants of 
the i 11 uftrious Bryan Boirorhhe, monarch of 
all Ireland; and by a new creation in 1756^ 
to Percy Windham' O'Brien, heir to Henry 
O'Brien the late Earl of Thomond. This 
county returns two Members to paiJiament. 
It appears by Harris's Hiftory of Dublin, 
that. parliaments w^rc held at Clare, Trira^ 
Drogheda, Niias, Wexford, Limericki 
Caftle- Dermot, Kilkenny, Waterford and 
Cafhe), from the years 1389 to 1 401, and 
that the firft refidence of the monarchs of 
Ireland was at Taraghr in, th« county o£ 
Meath. 

Killaloe. A^Bi(hop-s See united to Kil- 
fenora. It is fituated on the Shannon 10 
miles from Limerick, north eaft, and 120 
north weft from Dublin. There is a ridgp 
of rocks at the fouth of this town which 
runs acrofs the river Shannon here, and pre-. 
vents all. navigation further up. 

Bryden's Bridge. Is a fmall town, feated 
on the river Shannon, 8 miles north of 
Limerick. Long. 9. 5. lat. 52. 31.' Here 
are barracks for one troop of Horfe. . 

Kilfenora. Which was formerly a Biftiop's 
See, is at prefent a fmall inconfiderablek 
place. There was found near tliis town the 

ruinous 
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ruinous remains of a temple, like thofe dif- 
covered near Dundalk. It is fituated at the 
extremity of the county oppofite the Iflands 
of Arran^ bounded by the ocean on the weft, 
and in many refpedts anfwers thq following 
defcription,

It is a neat 
little town feated on the Shannon. 

Carofin. Is an inconfiderate trading 
town. 

Kilmurry, in this county, gives the title 
of Vifcount to the noble family of Need- 
ham. 

County of Roscommon. 

This is a level, fruitful county and pro- 
duces great quantities of good corn. Its 
length is 50 mile? and its breadth near 30, 
bounded on the eaft by Longford and Eaft 
Meath, on the north by Sligo and Lei trim, 
on the fouth and fouth .eaft by the King's 
County with part of Galway, and on the 
weft by another part of Galway and Mayo. 

On the north are alfo the Curlew Moun- 
tains, through which a road hath lately been 
cut. The air both on the above mountains 

as 
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as vyeli as on the plains is exceeding good. 
This county contains 324,369 Irifh planta- 
tion acres, 8780 houfes, 59 pariflies., 6 ba- 
rbnies, 3 boroughs ; if fends 8 members to 
parlfament, and gives the title of Earl to the 
family of Dillon. Chief towns, 
Rofcommon, Ballinafloe^

Rofcommon. The capital of the county^ 
is a borough and a market town.' Situated 
67 miles north weft from Dublin, hath a 
barrack for one troop of horfe.

Abby-Boyle. Near the borders of Sligo, 
20 miles north from Rofcommon, 32 north 
weft from Athlone, and 72 north weft from 
Dublin. In it was formerly a monaftery. 
It is a borough, a good market and a poft 
town. One troop of horfe is quartered 
here. 

Tulik. A fmall trading town abdut 8 
miles from Rofcommon. In the adjacent 
country confiderable quantities of flax might 
be raifed as the foil is proper for that purpofe. 
It IS but juftice to acknowledge that the te- 
nants in general are very induftrious, but it 
is much to be lamented that the gentlemen 
of confiderable landed propel ty are for the 
moft part abfentces.

Athlone. This town is remarkable for 
the refiftance it gave to Ring James II. and 
bis army in 1691^ when they were befieging 
it, and lay ftfongly entrenched on the banks 
of the Shannon river oppofite to the town;, 
but were, after fome time, obliged to quit 
their entrenchments, by the inhabitants of 
that town with General Ginkle at their head , 
mod courageoufly, and in the face of the ene- 
my's army, crofling the river, which obliged 
King James to retire. For the bravery of 
this General the title of Earl of Athlone was 
conferred on him by King William, and is 
now borne by his defendants.. It is a bo- 
rough, a market and a poft town. It is 55 
miles weft from Dublin, fituated on the weft 
of the Shannon, over which river a bridge, . 

called 
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called Athlone Bridge, was built by Tur- 
fough. King of Ireland^ m i:i68, as was^ 
alfo a bridge over the river Sack in this pro- 
vince. Athlone is gover^ied by a fovereign 
bailiffs and recorder, and for its defence two 
troops of horfe and four companies of foot 
are quartered here. It is much frequented 
l^ thofci travelling from the province of 
Leinfter intd this province. This town ia 

I fituatcd on boh fides the Shannon,whence the 

[ eaft part -is in the county of Weftmeaih and 
the weft in the county of Rofcommon v 
both parts are united into one town by the 
bridge abovementiooed, the arches of which 
are wide, but it yet ca.ufes the river to fwell, 
which fuppKes two underfliaft mills at each 
end of the bridge. There is a caftle which 
was founded by King JohiTand refemblesone 

, of thofe Danilh mounts mentioned in the 
courfc of this compendious hiftory. This 
town was deftroyed by fire, in 1641, at 
which time all the inhabitants were of the 
Roman Catholic profeflion. On the eaft 
fide of the river is a monaflery bf Francifcans 
founded by Sir P. Dillon. The great church 
of this monaflery was confecrated in the 

. year I24i» by Albert archbilhgp of Armagh, 
as apj>ears by Mac Geoghegan's Hiftory of 
Ireland. 

In 1 641 there was a very confiderable bat" 
tic fought in the environs of this town, be- 
tween the Englifh Proteftants and the Irifti, 
in which the latter tommandcd by Colonel 

Prcfton 
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Prefton and Sir James Dillon were defeated^:, 
after the caille of Athlone had been Jbefieged . 
and Lord Ranelagb, LordPrefidentof Can^* 
naught, had been blockaded therein for the 
4>ace of 22 weeks. For further particulars- 
of this battle I mufl: refer the reader to that 
curious work CoUeci. de . Rebuj HUerniciSf 
publiftied by the ingenious Colonel Charles- 
Valiancy. 

Elphin. A Bifliop's See. Is a matket 
town, the poft goes Arice a week^ and; 
it is fz miles- from Dublin. 

BaHinafloe. Diftant from Datdin 69; 
miles fouthweft, 32 eaft of Galway^, 8' from 
Athlone, and 16 from Rofconwnon. It is 
a fmall town, but is remarkable for two 
weekly fairs every year, ia which are fold 
black cattle and wool, from which the dea- 
lers for exportation. is fupplied. The fairs art 
in March and Seprtember, and the toll 
amounts to 600I. a year, at one penny for 
every bullock, and fixpence for every fcorc 
of (heep) confequently amazing quantities 
muftbe fold. It is the greateft fair in Eu- 
rope. 

Caftlepeagh. A good market town, near 
Killnla which is much improving. 

In this county are likewife many remains 
of vaft ftone pillars, wJiich were ercded by 
the an tient Druids fuppofed for the purpofe 
of religious worlhip. Lucan alludes to mdc 
pillars like thefe, in the following lines, but

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/leems to intimate that tbey were oddly 
rpidtared after the manner of Pagods* 

Old images of forms mis-ftiapen ftand,

QuintUs Gurtius, in his Hiftory of Alex-

Pillars carved with 
various figures, were thS fymbols at that 
time whereby the Libyan priefts figiiified^the 
prime Deity of Nature ; now fince we find

Pagan priefts, may we not with great reafoa 
imagine, that as their Symbols of the Di- , 
vine Being were alike, their dodrine to6 
might be the fame, and both derive from one 
and the fanfie idolatrous fountain.

County of Mayo. 
Is for the mod part a fine fertile county, 
with good pafturage, and abounds in catde, 
de^, Hawks and honey ,; but jas it has the 
fea on one fide and many lakes are in dif- 
ferent parts of this country, the air is there- 
by cold and moift, particularly upon the 
mountaiiTS; where alio the foil is but in^ 
different. It is 62 miles in length, and .52 
in breadth, contains 724,640 Irifli planta- 
tion acres, 1310 houfcs, 73 parilhes, g ba* 
ronies, and fends 4 members to parliament.

Foxford. Eight miles from Caftlebar, is 
^ fmall town fituated on the river Moy, has 
-a good market, and a company of foot is 
here quartered. 

Killala. This is a Bifhop's See, a market 
and a poft town, 1 9 miles from Caftlebar, and 
124 Nf. W. from Dublin. If the linen manu- 
facture was encouraged in tTiistown, to which' 
its'nearnefs toCaftlebar would greatly aflift it, 
it would foon become of confequence. This 
town is fituated on a large bay of the fea in the 
north corner of the county, in the barony of 
Tyrawley. It gives Ae title of baron to the 
family of O^Hara. The poft goes tMrice a 
week to Dublin. 

Newport. Is a fmdl town of little trad^ 

Mindla. Is another inconfiderable town. 

Ballina. Diftant from Dublin 115 m\les 
north weft, and from Caftlebar 14 miles 
north i there is a tolerable market in this 
town.

Is l>oundecl on the eaft by Lcitrim, on the 
wefi by the county of Mayo, oft the north 
and north weft by the weftern ocean, and on 
the fouth and fouth weft by Rofcommoaand 
Mayo. Divided from Leitrim and Roifcom- 
mon by the Curlew Mountains, and the 
river Suck. ^ The county contains 241,550 
Irifti plantation acres, 5900 houfcs, 41 pa- 
rifties, 6 baronies, and fends 4 members to 
parliament It is 30 miles weft from Killala, 
and 90 north eaft from Dublin, Long. 8. s5^ 
lat. 54. 1*2. The air on the mountains of this 
county is exceeding good, but in the plainsand 
vallies it is not fo on account of the bogs. The 
foil where it is free from them is fit for eith^ 
grazing or tillage, and great numbers of 
(heep are reared in this county as well as ia 
Galway, Mayo, Rofcommon, and in other 
parts of this province. The herbage being 
ftiort and fine and the foil generally light, in 
thefe counties the ftieep are bought^ and 
then fattened in the province of Leinfter, 
The flefti is preferable to that of inoft otha: 
beafts, and admits of confiderable addition 
from the advantage of good foil. On the 
mountains of Wicklow are reared Iheepof 
a fmall fize which are much efteemed. If

BJra! exhalations hindering their perfcftiai. 
Veins of metal are frequently difcoveredhy 
chance, as by violent currents of water wafb- 
ing off the outer coat of theearfh, leaving 
the vein expofcd to the eye, and fometiracs ' 
coa! and other foiTils have been difcovered 
by the plow, — Tliefe arc the different tne* ' 
thods by which thofe ufeful materials ha\t ' 
and may be difcovefed. — ^The Strata which 
are the natural covers of mines, as well as 
moft mines themfelves, have a natural dip 
and rife -, for by fuch a natural rife to the 
furface of the earth, they often break out 
upon the precipices of mountains and hills, 
or by the Gdes of rivers, which are a great 
encouragement to the undertaker to begia 
his mine j whereas if the ft rata of ftones, 
&a were always upon a flat or Icvel^ there 
couid fcarce be any outward dijcoveryr 
In this inftance the vvifdom of providence is 
nianifeft, for without fuch difpofmg of thefc 
matters many valuable metals, mines and 
minerals never would have been difcovered! 
Spars are alfo another indication of me- 
tals ; they abound near kad and copper, ac- 
company moft other metals, and are oftes 
tinged with the fleams of the metals.

Bogs. 

There are many large bogs in this couni 
of which there are two forts, viz. the Rc( 
and the Black, from the colour of the tut 
or peat therein found. The red kind pre 
duces only mofs or little Ihort heath 5 on i 
are found a conical berry, which makes ex 
cellent fauce or pyes, called Bogberriei 
The black bog is a kind of meadow or pai 
ture, and affords a black hard turf, that i 
called Stone Turf, which rnakes a laftin 
fire but is not fo agreeable. This kind c 
bog if not too much encumbered with watei 
will produce tolerable grafs. At about th 
depth of four feet are generally found i 
thcfe bogs the roots, bodies and branches c 
oak, alder, and other forts of foreft treei 
which though they are when firfl raifed yer 
foft, yet in a fhort ^ime, when dried, mak 
good timber, but retain a black colour.

County of Lettrim. 

A mountainous country^ where the air k 
cold and Hiarp* but wholefome. It is noted 
for grazing vafl: herds of black cattle, of 
which have been reckoned at one time up- 
wards of loOjOoohead in this county. It 
is in fome places pretty fruitfuL It is 
bounded by Donegal bay on the north and 
part of Fermanagh, on the foiith and fonth 
well by Sligo ^nd Rorcommon, on the fouth 
call by Longford in Leinfter, and on the 
eaft by part of Fermanagh and- Cavan.

• Round Stone Biy, Ti^vs frnatl bay runs 
into the town of Baliinahincli on the fonth 
Tide of Slime Head. From this bay there is 
a very extenfive view of the Tea j which the 
Honourable Mr* Robert Boyle mentions (la 
Tiis elaborate treatife concerning the weight 
and pre flu re of the airj to be higher than 
the land ; and as his renfons appear very 
juft, I fhall here infert them. 

That all waters come from the fea eitlier 

by exhalation or percolation, or both, is 

plain, and that the fea is higher than ,tlie 

land we have arguments from the experierfce 

of mariners, whu tell lis, that fhips fe-tting 

to fe^j though with a favourable wind and 

tide, go out much more flowly than they 

come in from it to hnrbonr, though they 

come in with a lefs favourable gale : and for 

'thisreafon, that fcttingout, they fail againft 

riie height and as it v/ere up hill 5 but in 

coming towards land they iail with the 

K, 3 height.
